Red Missile Act Criticized 


Washington — The Ford Administration's 


top arms-control official accused the Soviet 
Union Tuesday of attempting to alter its 
strategic nuclear weapons balance with the 
United States by deploying a new regional 
ballistic missile in Eastern Europe. 


The official, Fred C. Dde, director of the 


Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, 
called the introduction of the new missile, 
with multiple independently retargetable 
warheads, "a massive, unwarranted and un- 
explained expansion." 


He said the deployment could jeopardize 


efforts to achieve a new stategic arms limita- 
tion agreement between the Soviet Union and 
the United States. He made the charges in a 
speech. 


Negotiations on a second strategic arms 


agreement have been stalled for 10 months 
because of conflict over the counting of Soviet 
Backfire bombers and American cruise mis- 
siles. 


The existence of the new Soviet regional 


missiles was disclosed last month in a report 
by President Ford to Congress on arms con- 
trol. 


The new missile is listed by United States 


authorities as the SSX20, an intermediate- 
range modification of the SSX16, which is 
classified as an intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile. The SSX20 is said to employ the first two 
stages of the SSX16, and to be mobile. 


In its intermediate-range configuration, 


the new missile is considered to have an. 
operational radius of less than 3,000 miles. 


Commenting on the Ford report on Aug. 


4, Konstantin Georgiyev wrote in Pravda, the 


Communist Party daily, that there was no 
foundation for the suggestion that the Soviet 
Union's activity in the missile field 
represented a change in strategic arms policy. 


Ikle, in the speech before the Town Hall 


of California in Los Angeles, declared that the 
Soviet Union's "strength in regional nuclear 
bombers and missiles grows like a towering 
dark cloud over Europe and Asia." He added: 


"What is the military mission of their new 


medium-range ballistic missile'' Why are they 
adding to this arsenal? What — we must ask 
with deep concern — is the possible political 
purpose?" 


Ikle recalled that the Soviet Union's 


negotiation position in the strategic arms 
limitations talks demands restrictions on 
American medium-range nuclear forces, but 
without agreeing to comparable restrictions 
on their side. 


"We must do one of two things," he went 


on. "Either we compete with the Soviet Union 
in the expensive and wasteful buildup, or we 
reach viable agreements to limit such com- 
petition." 


Ikle also asserted that the expansion of 


Soviet regional nuclear forces might provoke 
"some of our most important allies" to lose 
confidence in American collective security 
guarantees and also "create incentives for 
acquiring a nuclear weapons capability" on 
the part of those allies. 


Asked to comment on Ikie's remarks, other 


Ford administration officials concerned with 
arms control voiced worn1 that the new 
weapons systems, including the SSX20, may 
have developed such momentum that the en- 
tire strategic arms limitation concept was 
threatened. 


Legislative Unit 
Will Seek Less

Breaking with recent prece- 


dent, the Legislative Council 
Tuesday produced a 1977-78 
budget request lower than its 
current spending authorization. 


The proposed budget, ap- 


proved by the executive board, 
would level off spending for 
legislative operations after a 
period of substantial increases. 


The current 
spending 


authorization of nearly $4.3 
million compared with 1975-76 
expenditures of $2.6 million. 


The budget request for 1977-78 


was shaved just below the $4 
million mark. 


Increased legislative spending 


was the direct result of improve- 
ment in legislative staffing and 
office space over the past few 
years. 


"I'll guarantee you there's no 


surplus in here," Executive 
Board Chairman Wally Bamett 
of Lincoln said in reviewing the 
budget request. 


"It's very tight." 


The decrease in the spending 


request for the next fiscal year 
comes mostly from the office of 
the revisor of statutes. 


That budget would be cut 


from the currently authorized 
$822,126 to $468,798. Bamett said 
such a reduction would remove 
what now appears to be a sur- 
plus in funding for the operation. 


Spending for legislative ses- 


sion costs, research and fiscal 
analysis would be only slightly 
increased for fiscal 1977-78. 


In other action, the board 


accepted a compromise space 
allocation plan for the 
Statehouse which will divide 
first and second floor space 


between the legislative and 
executive branches of govern- 
ment without any remodeling 
which would damage the 
building. 


An earlier legislative plan to 


attempt to n.ove the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the state 
treasurer's offices in order to 
provide more favorable space 
for the legislative branch was 
abandoned. 


Under the new compromise, 


proposed to the board by Sen. 
John Savage of Omaha, there 
would be sufficient space on the 
second floor for offices for 22 to 
28 of the 49 senators. 


Many senators have requested 


space on that floor since it also 
houses the legislative chamber. 


Depending on further space 


allocation within the areas 
alloted to the Legislature, 
between 19 and 30 senators 
could be housed on the first 
floor. 


Savage said the compromise 


plan allots additional space on 
the first floor for legislative of- 
fices and leaves the executive 
branch space on the second floor 
virtually undisturbed. 


"We're not that hung up on 


having the second floor 
anymore," Bamett noted. 


Under the original legislative 


proposal, 37 senators could have 
been housed on the second floor. 


The executive board will 


decide later how to allocate 
legislative space among the 
senators and their staff 
members. 


The space allocation will go 


into effect after the movement 
of many state employes to the 
new state office building later 
this year. 


Mayor Tells Havelock 
It Won't Lose Third Rig

What if you had a fire and nobody came? 
Havelock businessman Mark Kipper wanted to 


find out, so he took his questions to city officials to 
sort fact from rumor. 


Kipper heard the rumor in Havelock last week 


that the fire station at Touzalin Ave and Benton St. 
was faced with losing one of its three rigs, so he 
went downtown and asked Fire Chief Dallas John- 
son why. 


"Johnson was real nice... he had a lot of 


reasons," Kipper said. "He made it sound like it 
was a fact." 


Kipper then asked City Councilmen Dick 


Baker and Bob Sikyta to check out the rumor, and 
both said they would. He heard nothing until he 
read a story in Sunday's paper which quoted John- 
son as saying any such change was of a low priority. 


"That wasn't good enough, so Monday I went 


down to talk to Mayor Helen Boosalis," Kipper 
said. 


As a result of that conversation, Kipper said he 


is satisfied that Havelock won't lose the truck. "I 
told her that if they pull it out, I'll have half of 
Havelock down here in 15 minutes," he added. 


The mayor said Tuesday that she reassured 


Kipper neither the Havelock engine company, nor 
any other would be closed because of the reduction 
in the number of firefighters. 


She added that the loss of men may require 


readjustment of crews, but that service will be un- 
affected, most of the time. 


Members of the Lincoln Fire Fighter's 


Association, Local 644 have said that the cuts would 
reduce the number of firemen responding per truck 
to three, in cases where a man is off because of il- 
lness, injury, funeral or military leave. 


Union president Hobart Boswell explained that 


the 10 men cut would be the "floaters" who fill in 
for the unexpected vacancies and vacations. 


Just why are four men needed to man a rig? 
Boswell says when an engine company (the rigs 


carrying hose and pumps) arrives at the scene of a 
fire, one man jumps off the track and attaches the 
hose to the hydrant. Two more men jump off and 
carry the hose to the bouse, while the driver stays 
behind to man the pumps. With four men, the man 
going into the house has a backup. 


When a truck (rigs with ladders and equip- 


ment) arrives at the scene, two men are responsioie 
for going into the building for search and rescue 
while two men stay outside to handle the place- 
ment of ladders nf necessary) and to ventilate the 
building. 


Lincoln presently has 257 firemen stationed at 


10 buildings. That is still a bit short of authorized 
strength as outlined in a 1974 survey done to 
classify the city for insurance purposes, Boswell 
adds. 


That survey, done by the Municipal Survey Ser- 


vice, Insurance Services Office, a national firm, 
pointed out a few shortcomings in the city's fire 
service. 


The report said, in part: 
"The department has an adequate number of 


engine companies, but lacks one of five ladder com- 
panies needed. Existing companies are moderately 
to considerably undermanned. Pumper capacity is 
adequate. Apparatus in general is in fairly good 
condition and fairly well equipped." 


Recommendations made by the survey in- 


cluded: "That at least five members be on duty at 
all times with each engine and ladder company. 
NOTE: Six members on duty at all times with each 
engine and ladder company is considered standard 
manning." 


Kipper said he is supporting the union's stand 


on manpower and has urged the city to take a 
better look at the individual stations and the con- 
ditions that exist. 


"I wouldn't want to spend 24 hours a day in 


one of those places with tile floors and concrete 
block walls," he said. 


Another thing, he added, is that staff morale is 


very low, right now. "Something needs to be done 
to change it." 


Boswell agrees with the claim about morale 


and says some of it stems from the layoffs. 


The mayor said city officials are searching for 


"vacant city positions for the axed firefighters to 
fiii," but Boswell said some of those haven't been, 
too great 


The union plans a media campaign with ads, 


news releases and bumper stickers with the "What 
i f . . . " slogan, Boswell said. In addition, the union 
may issue a daily warning to citizens living in areas 
where the firefighting ability is cut because of a 
three-man crew, he said.

interest which are illegal. Common Cause is

Released at the annual meeting of the National 


Conference of State Legislatures, the report used 
answers to 20 key questions to form Common 
Cause accountability ratings. 


Major findings included: 21 commissions meet 


secretly to consider and act on requests by utilities 
for rate increases. Only 10 states prohibit com* 
missioners from accepting jobs with regulated 
businesses immediately following commission ser- 
vice. 


Only 19 commissions reported periodic review 


methods for compliance with ethnics or financial 


disclosure requirements. Most states don't require 
even minimal disclosures of lobbying efforts 
directed toward the commissions. 


The report cited several examples of specific 


violations of accountability. UPI reported: The 
Alabama commission head last December was con- 
victed of soliciting a $10.000 bribe, sentenced to 
three years in prison and removed from office. Two 
Mississippi commissioners went to a weekend 
duck-hunting trip as guests of a power company.

The decrease in the spending 
requ est for the nex t fiscal y ear 
comes mostly from the office of 
the rev isor of statu tes 
That bu dg et wou ld be cu t 
from the cu rrently au thorized 
$822,126 to $4 68,7 98. Barnett said 
su ch a redu ction wou ld remov e 
what now appears to be a su r­ 
plu s in fu nding for the operation. 
Spending for leg islativ e ses­ 
sion costs, research and fiscal 
analy sis wou ld be only slig htly 
increased for fiscal 197 7 -7 8. 


Sav ag e said the compromise 
plan allots additional space on 
the first floor for leg islativ e of­ 
fices and leav es the ex ecu tiv e 
branch space on the second floor 
v irtu ally u ndistu rbed. 
"We re not that hu ng u p on 
hav ing the second floor 
any more,” Barnett noted 
Under the orig inal leg islativ e 
proposal, 37 senators cou ld hav e 
been hou sed on the second floor. 
The ex ecu tiv e board will 
decide later how to allocate 
leg islativ e space among the 
se na tors and the ir sta ff 
members. 


In other action, the board 
accepted a compromise space 
a llo c a tio n pla n for the 
Statehou se which will div ide 
first and second floor space 


The space allocation will g o 
into effect after the mov ement 
of many state employ es to the 
new state office bu ilding later 
this y ear. 


Mayor Tells Havelock

What if y ou had a fire and nobody came9 
Hav elock bu sinessman Mark Kipper wanted to 
find ou t, so he took his qu estions to city officials to 
sort fact from ru mor. 
Kipper heard the ru mor in Hav elock last week 
that the fire station at Tou zalin Av e and Benton St. 
was faced with losing one of its three rig s, so he 
went downtown and asked Fire Chief Dallas John­ 
son why . 
“Johnson was real nice. . . he had a lot of 
reasons," Kipper said. “He made it sou nd like it 
was a fact." 
Kipper then asked City Cou ncilmen Dick 
Baker and Bob Siky ta to check ou t the ru mor, and 
both said they wou ld. He heard nothing u ntil he 
read a story in Su nday ’s paper which qu oted John­ 
son as say ing any su ch chang e was of a low priority . 
“That wasn’t g ood enou g h, so Monday I went 
down to talk to May or Helen Boosalis,” Kipper 
said. 
As a resu lt of that conv ersation, Kipper said he 
is satisfied that Hav elock won’t lose the tru ck. “I 
told her that if they pu ll it ou t, I’ll hav e half of 
Hav elock down here in 15 minu tes,” he added. 
The may or said Tu esday that she reassu red 
Kipper neither the Hav elock eng ine company , nor 
any other wou ld be closed becau se of the redu ction 
in the nu mber of firefig hters. 
She added that the loss of men may requ ire 
readju stment of crews, bu t that serv ice will be u n­ 
affected, most of the time. 
Members of the Lincoln Fire Fig hter’s 
Association, Local 64 4 hav e said that the cu ts wou ld 
redu ce the nu mber of firemen responding per tru ck 
to three, in cases where a man is off becau se of il­ 
lness, inju ry , fu neral or military leav e. 
Union president Hobart Boswell ex plained that 
the 10 men cu t wou ld be the “floaters" who fill in 
for the u nex pected v acancies and v acations. 
Ju st why are fou r men needed to man a rig ? 
Boswell say s when an eng ine company (the ng s 
carry ing hose and pu mps) arriv es at the scene of a 
fire, one man ju mps off the tru ck and attaches the 
hose to the hy drant. Two more men ju mp off and 
carry the hose to the hou se, while the driv er stay s 
behind to man the pu mps. With fou r men, the man 
g oing into the hou se has a backu p. 
When a tru ck (rig s with ladders and equ ip- 


ment) arriv es at the scene, two men are responsioie 
for g oing into the bu ilding for search and rescu e 
while two men stay ou tside to handie the place­ 
ment of ladders (if necessary ) and to v entilate the 
bu ilding . 
Lincoln presently has 257 firemen stationed at 
10 bu ilding s That is still a bit short of au thorized 
streng th as ou tlined in a 1974 su rv ey done to 
classify the city for insu rance pu rposes, Boswell 
adds 
That su rv ey , done by the Mu nicipal Su rv ey Ser­ 
v ice, Insu rance Serv ices Office, a national firm, 
pointed ou t a few shortcoming s in the city ’s fire 
serv ice. 
The report said, in part 
"The department has an adequ ate nu mber of 
eng ine compames, bu t lacks one of fiv e ladder com­ 
panies needed Ex isting companies are moderately 
to considerably u ndermanned. Pu mper capacity is 
adequ ate. Apparatu s in g eneral is in fairly g ood 
condition and fairly well equ ipped ” 
Recommendations made by the su rv ey in­ 
clu ded: “That at least fiv e members be on du ty at 
all times with each eng ine and ladder company . 
NOTE: Six members on du ty at all times with each 
eng ine and ladder company is considered standard 
manning ." 


Kipper said he is su pporting the u nion's stand 
on manpower and has u rg ed the city to take a 
better look at the indiv idu al stations and the con­ 
ditions that ex ist 
“I wou ldn't want to spend 24 hou rs a day in 
one of those places with tile floors and concrete 
block walls,” he said. 
Another thing , he added, is that staff morale is 
v ery low, rig ht now. “Something needs to be done 
to chang e it." 
Boswell ag rees with the claim abou t morale 
and say s some of it stems from the lay offs. 
The may or said city officials are searching for 
"v acant city positions for thè ax ed firefig hters to 
fill,” bu t Boswell said some of those hav en’t beer) 
too g reat 


The u nion plans a media campaig n with ads, 
news releases and bu mper stickers with the "What 
i f . . . ” slog an, Boswell said. In addition, the u nion 
may issu e a daily warning to citizens liv ing in areas 
where the firefig hting ability is cu t becau se of a 
three-man crew, he said. 
PSC Among Groups Blasted By Common 
Gay Surprised

The Nebraska Pu blic Serv ice Commission 
chairman ex pressed su rprise Tu esday that the PSC 
was inclu ded among 31 states' reg u latory ag encies 
alleg edly failing to meet pu blic accou ntability stan­ 
dards. 
And two candidates for PSC seats this fall said 
white Nebraska commission practices cou ld be im­ 
prov ed, they g enerally are responsiv e to the pu blic 
and comply with laws. 
Common Cau se, the national citizens' lobby , 
released a report which conclu des that 60% of the 
states’ pu blic u tility commissions su rv ey ed didn't 
meet its standards for open meeting s, lobby dis­ 
closu re, conflicts of interest and freedom of infor­ 
mation. « 
“I’m su rprised that we wou ld ev en be in­ 
clu ded," said PSC Chairman Du ane Gay of Colu m­ 
bu s. He is a candidate to r re-election. “Ev ery thing 
u p here is wide open," Gay said of commissioners ' 
and staff operations. 


Gay said the PSC complies with all laws g ov er­ 
ning the reg u latory ag ency , inclu ding conflicts of 
interest which are illeg al. Common Cau se is 
“misstating the case" in Nebraska. 
Gay acknowledg ed that Nebraska com­ 
missioners aren’t requ ired to report lobby dis­ 
closu res. Bu t he said hav ing fiv e commissioners 
who “all see thing s differently ” g iv es weig ht to ac­ 
cou ntability by majority decisions. 
“That takes care of that problem,” Gay 
referred to any commissioner’s special interest. 
“What we hav e now is abou t as fair a sy stem as y ou 
can g et.” 
Candidates for the seat to be v acated by 
retiring Commissioner Robert Mar land of Lincoln 
mostly ag reed with Gay . 
Democratic nominee Joy ce Du rand said the 
strong featu re is openne?i of meeting s and 
hearing s. She said testimony by indiv idu als or 
org anizations doesn’t requ ire representation by an 
attorney or adv ance sig n-u ps, as in some other 
states. 


Howev er, she did adv ocate ev ening PSC 
meeting s, which are not now held. "There are way s 
we hav en't been responsiv e. The big one is ser­ 
v ice." 
One plu s for the PSC, Mrs. Du rand said, is that 
it’s an electiv e and not an appointiv e body . She said 
the latter "look to the indu stry instead of to the 
pu blic" for g u idance in decisions affecting matters 
from tru cking to phone rates. 
Howev er, she said, “I think that lobby ing 
ex penses ou g ht to be reported by ev ery body in 
g ov ernment. 
Her Repu blican opponent, State Sen. Harold 
Simpson, ag reed open meeting law compliance "is 
a real necessity ." 
Simpson said all state ag encies shou ld be as ac­ 
cou ntable pu blicly as the Leg islatu re "If there are 
conflicts of interest — and it’s possible for 
ev ery one to hav e some conflict in that ty pe of 
reg u latory body — they shou ld be made pu blic.” 
“Citizens in ev ery state," said Common Cau se 
President Dav id Coehn, “shou ld hav e a g u arantee 


that u tility requ ests for mu ltimillion-dollar rate in­ 
creases are not decided in secrecy by com­ 
missioners with an ey e on employ ment in the u tili­ 
ty indu stry . Ou r report demonstrates that this is 
not the case in many states." 
The report, according to United Press Inter­ 
national, was based on a qu estionnaire completed 
last fall and spring by the pu blic u tility com­ 
missions of all 50 states and the District of Colu m­ 
bia. Gay said the Nebraska PSC participated. 
Released at the annu al meeting of the National 
Conference of State Leg islatu res, the report u sed 
answers to 2 0 key qu estions to form Common 
Cau se accou ntability rating s. 
Major finding s inclu ded: 21 commissions meet 
secretly to consider and act on requ ests by u tilities 
for rate increases. Only 10 states prohibit com­ 
missioners from accepting jobs with reg u lated 
bu sinesses immediately following commission ser­ 
v ice. 
Only 19 commissions reported periodic rev iew 
methods for compliance with ethnics or financial 


disclosu re requ irements Most states don't requ ire 
ev en minimal disclosu res of lobby ing efforts 
directed toward the commissions. 
The report cited sev eral ex amples of specific 
v iolations of accou ntability , UPI reported: The 
Alabama commission head last December was con­ 
v icted of soliciting a $10,000 bribe, sentenced to 
three y ears in prison and remov ed from office. Two 
Mississippi commissioners went to a weekend 
du ck-hu nting trip as g u ests of a power company . 
(Some Nebraska PSC members nav e accepted 
free plane trips and social serv ices and items 
recently from the phone and related indu stries.) 
The 31 states failing the Common Cau se test 
are: Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Delaware, Georg ia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kentu cky , Maine, Mary land, Minnesota, Mississip­ 
pi, Montana, Nebraska, Nev ada, New Hampshire, 
New Mex ico, North Carolina, Oreg on, Penn­ 
sy lv ania, Rhode Island, Sou th Carolina, Utah, Ver­ 
mont, Virg inia, West Virg inia, Wisconsin and 
Wy oming .

Ken Bannon, the UAW v ice 
p re sid e nt who h eads th e 
bargaining team at Fo rd, said 
that if Fo rd means to hold to its 
initial money offer, "they are 
headed for the bricks.” 
Woodcock warned that the 
co mp any ’s first mo ney o ffer 
lessened chances of a p eacefu l 
settlement at Fo rd, the "target” 
firm who se u nio n co ntracts 
ex p ire at midnight, Sep t.

Fo rd nego tiato rs termed their 
offer, with the 3% wage in­

"resp o nsible and realistic u nder 
the circu mstances.” 
“Fo rd wo rkers are among the 
best p ro tected and the best p aid 
indu strial wo rkers in this cou n­ 
try ,” said Sidney J. McKenna, 
Fo rd’s labo r v ice p resident. 
“ In the p ast three y ears, they 
were the beneficiaries of su b­ 
stantial p ro tectio n with cost of 
liv ing, p ro tectio n not enjoy ed by 
mo st o ther indu strial wo rkers.” 
Fo rd was last the u nio n’s 
strike target in 1967, when it was 
stru ck fo r 66 day s. In 1970, the 
UAW targeted General Motors 
and stru ck the giant au to maker 
fo r 67 day s.

— Jo Long, a 25-year-old stuntman, who 


teetered upright and unaided for 10 yards on stilts 
25 feet I'/z inches high. 


— Keith Munns, 15, chewed 19 large pickled'

Wearing striped pajamas, Hayes this time 


spent four days underground in a demonstration 
of his art. He got air and food through plastic 
pipes through the lid of the coffin, but it stUl took 
two hours to dig him up. 


Nobody managed to down 100 shelled 


peanuts inside the target 59.2 seconds, although 
stilt champion Jo Long gulped 13 raw eggs in six. 


Phil "Milner's Marauders" from Sheffield, 


England, failed by one minute to karate chop a 
piano to death in 14 minutes. Their past 
achievements include demolishing a house with 
bare hands, feet and head in six hours. 


Swiss Militiamen 
Invade Liechtenstein 


BERN, Switzerland (AP) - 


Came the startling noise in the 
night Cup-clop, clip-clop, clip- 
clop. 


Residents of the Liechtenstein 


hamlet of Iradug awakened to 
the sound of horses and dis- 
covered they had been invaded 
by steelhelmeted foreign troops. 


The villagers suggested that 


the 75 Swiss militiamen and 
their 50 horses were in the 
wrong country. They then 
offered the troops some refresh- 
ment. 


But the embarrassed soldiers 


made a sharp U-turn behind 
their mounted lieutenant and 
marched back to Swiss territory 


The Swiss Defense Ministry 


said Tuesday it had asked the 
tiny principality for "understan- 
ding'' about the mciuent which 
occurred just before midnight 
Thursday. 


"It's an area where such 


things can happen," said a Swiss 
spokesman 
"Unlike certain 


other countries, we are not 
separated from our neighbors by 
barbed wire fences or border 
gates." 


Officials said the infantry- 


support unit had taken a wrong 
path at a junction in the hilly, 
wooded border region. They 
marched about 1.600 feet before 
finding themselves in Iradug. 


The horses were mostly pack 


animals The troops had full 


combat gear but carried no am- 
munition, the ministry said. 
They are based at Luziensteig 
Barracks, a major center for the 
Swiss army. 


Liechtenstein, a 62-square- 


mile nation of 23,000 people, is 
sandwiched between Austria and 
Switzerland on the Upper Rhine 
It is the last surviving member 
state of the Holy Roman Empire 
of German Nations, which broke 
up in 1806. With invasions by its 
two neutral neighbors being in- 
frequent, it gets along with a 40- 
man police force. 


Though Liechtenstein is a 


sovereign state, a customs and 
currency union links it to 
SwiUerland, which also takes 
care of the principality's foreign 
relations. 


The incident was not expected 


to cause any crisis between thp 
two countries. Their relations 
survived a similar happening 
eight years ago 


At that time, five stray Swiss 


artillery shells showered 
fragments on part of the 
Liechtenstein Alpine resort, 
Malbun. No one was hurt but a 
few chairs in a garden restaurant 
were damaged. 


A Liechtenstein government 


source in Vaduz, the capital, 
said, "It is not seldom that Swiss 
soldiers cross over for a beer, 
although it is forbidden. We real- 
ly don't bother too much." 
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Farm Prices Drop 4% 


Washington (UPI) - Average 


prices for raw farm products - a 
rough indicator of consumer 
food price behavior to come - 
took their sharpest drop in more 
than two years during the month 
ended Aug. 15, the Agriculture 
Department reported Tuesday. 


The net decline of 4% was 


paced by lower prices for com- 
modities ranging from cattle and 
hogs to wheat, corn and 
soybeans. Only milk, eggs, fruit 
and vegetables went up at the 
farm level. 


It was the biggest decrease for 


a single month since June 1974 
and left the average 4% below 
the same period a year ago. In- 
creases had been registered in 
April, May and June of this year. 


with no change in July 


The farm price average, which 


often fluctuates dramatically 
from month to month, gives an 
approximate reading on whether 
supermarket prices will go up or 
down — although the effect can 
be delayed or diluted for 
products which must be 
proressed or which are fed to 
livestock 


Administration experts are 


predicting that retail food prices 
.'or 1976 will average 'i to 4': 
above last year, less than half the 
1975 advance, and continue up- 
ward at about that rate in the 
first half of 1977 


Officials said farmers' cost 


declined 0 5' r during the month 
ended AUK 15, and were 6'' 


above a year earlier. But since 
farm prices dropped faster than 
rosts, farm returns slumped to;

Drought Relief Plan Liberalized

Agriculture Department officials 
Tuesday announced moves to ex- 
tend and liberalize several 
-drougnt relief programs for 
farmers. 


In one of a series of steps, of- 


ficials said they have ruled that 
farmers anywhere in the country 
who convert drought-blighted 
corn or grain sorghum to silage 
or other nongram uses v.'l not. 
have the value of the silage 
deducted from government dis- 
asier payments. 


This ruling applies to a section 


of the government's support 
program for grains. Under that 
provision, farmers whose grain 
yields are cut to less than two- 


thirds of normal by weather dis- 
asters are entitled to special dis- 
a-ter payments. 


Until Tuesday's ruling, 


regulations had provided that if 
a farmer was able to Jse some of 
his remaining crop for silage, the 
value of the silage would be 
deducted from the payment 


Officials said a survey of 


drought conditions in South 
Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and parts of Iowa, North Dakota 
and Nebraska convinced them 
that "the grain value of drought- 
damaged corn and sorghum 
would be negligible ".

Stop the 
presses. The news is arriving from Lingfield. 
Rhett Stevens blew 19 2 smoke rings from one 
cigarette puff. George Walters play ed his accor­ 
dion nonstop for 26 hours, 20 minutes and Ray 
Hatter, a real politician, made a speech that 
lasted for 29 hours 12 minutes and 30 seconds. 
All claimed world records. And if there’s 
any one still not agog, consider: 
— London policeman John Asmus and movie 
stuntman John Waller who, dressed in suits of 
medieval armor weighing 60 pounds each, rode 
their chargers 166 miles in 29 hours 55 minutes 
over five day s. They sneered at the book’s old 
mark of 146 miles. 
— Jo Long, a 25-y ear-old stuntman, who 
teetered upright and unaided for 10 y ards on stilts 
25 feet ivi inches high. 
— Keith Munns, 15, chewed 19 large pickled' 
onions in two minutes, then swallowed two more 
for a cameraman. 
It was all part of a mass attempt by hundreds 
of Britons to better some of the bizarre records 
listed in the Guinness Book of World Records, the 
Bible of international barroom bragging. 
It's up to the editors of the annual world 
bestseller to decide if any of the ex ploits during 
the three-day "Screwball Oly mpics,” staged on a 
racetrack at Lingfield 26 miles south of London, 
q ualify as "superlative achievements” of 19 76. 
But not all the participants sought sporting 
glory . 
A highlight of the final day Monday was the 
ex humation of Tim Hay es, an Irishman who 
makes a living out of being buried alive in a coffin 
six feet under. 
Wearing striped pajamas, Hay es this time 
spent four day s underground in a demonstration 
of his art. He got air and food through plastic 
pipes through the lid of the coffin, but it still took 
two hours to dig him up. 
Nobody managed to down 100 shelled 
peanuts inside the target 59 .2 seconds, although 
stilt champion Jo Long gulped 13 raw eggs in six . 
Phil "Milner's Marauders” from Sheffield, 
England, failed by one minute to karate chop a 
piano to death in 14 minutes.

Swiss Militia me n 
Inv a de Liechtenstein 


BERN, Switzerland (AP) - 
Came the startling noise in the 
night: Clip-clop, clip-clop, clip- 
clop. 
Residents of the Liechtenstein 
hamlet of Iradug awakened to 
the sound of horses and dis­ 
covered they had been invaded 
by steelhelmeted foreign troops. 
The villagers suggested that 
the 75 Swiss militiamen and 
their 50 horses were in the 
wrong country . They then 
offered the troops some refresh­ 
ment. 
But the embarrassed soldiers 
made a sharp U-turn behind 
their mounted lieutenant and 
marched back to Swiss territory . 
The Swiss Defense Ministry 
said Tuesday it had asked the 
tiny principality for "understan­ 
ding ’ about the incident which 
occurred just before midnight 
Thursday . 
" It’s an area where such 
things can happen,” said a Swiss 
spokesman. 
“ Unlike certain 
other countries, we are not 
separated from our neighbors by 
barbed wire fences or border 
gates.” 
Officials said the infantry - 
support unit had taken a wrong 
path at a junction in the hilly , 
wooded border region. They 
marched about 1.600 feet before 
finding themselves in Iradug. 
The horses were mostly pack 
animals. The troops had full 


combat gear but carried no am­ 
munition, the m inistry said. 
They are based at Luziensteig 
Barracks, a major center for the 
Swiss army . 
Liechtenstein, a 62-sq uare- 
mile nation of 23,000 people, is 
sandwiched between Austria and 
Switzerland on the Upper Rhine 
It is the last surviving member 
state of the Hoiy Roman Empire 
of German Nations, which broke 
up in 1806. With invasions by its 
two neutral neighbors being in­ 
freq uent, it gets along with a 40- 
man police force. 
Though Liechtenstein is a 
sovereign state, a customs and 
currency union links it to 
Switzerland, which also takes 
care of the principality 's foreign 
relations. 
The incident was not ex pected 
to cause any crisis between the 
two countries. Their relations 
survived a similar happening 
eight y ears ago. 
At that time, five stray Swiss 
a r tille ry sh e lls sh o w ered 
fragm ents on p a rt of the

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Farm Pri ces Drop 4 % 


Washington (UPI) - Average 
prices for raw farm products — a 
rough indicator of consumer 
food price behavior to come — 
took their sharpest drop in more 
than two y ears during the month 
ended Aug. 15, the Agriculture 
Department reported Tuesday . 
The net decline of 4% was 
paced by lower prices for com­ 
modities ranging from cattle and 
hogs to w h e at, corn and 
soy beans. Only milk, eggs, fruit 
and vegetables went up at the 
farm level. 
It was the biggest decrease for 
a single month since June 19 74 
and left the average 4% below 
the same period a y ear ago. In­ 
creases had been registered in 
April, May and June of this y ear. 


with no change in July . 
The farm price average, which 
often fluctuates dramatically 
from month to month, gives an 
approx imate reading on whether 
supermarket prices will go up or 
down — although the effect can 
be delay ed or d iluted for 
p ro d uc ts w hich m ust be 
processed or which are fed to 
livestock. 
Administration ex perts are 
predicting that retail food prices 
for 19 76 will average 3 to 4% 
above last y ear, less than half the 
19 75 advance, and continue up­ 
ward at about that rate in the 
first half of 19 77 
Officials said farmers’ cost 
declined 0 57o during the month 
ended Aug. 15, and were 6% 


above a y ear earlier. But since 
farm prices dropped faster than 
costs, farm returns slumped tq r 
71% of the "fair” parity stan­ 
dard compared with 73% in July 
and 78% in August 19 75.

Later this mo nth, state senato rs will 
hear the Nebraska State Patro l answer 
alleg atio ns o f abuse in the patro l's drug en­ 
fo rcement pro g ram. 


A repo rt o n the alleg ed abuses was 
received by the Leg islature’s Judiciary 
Co mmittee Mo nday . The alleg atio ns 
centered o n the use o f felo ns as paid info r­ 
mants o f the patro l, the diverting by under­ 
co ver ag ents o f state funds o r drug s fo r 
their o wn use, the use o f state patro l 
lawy ers in a pro secuting capacity and an 
alleg atio n that the testimo ny o f info rmants 
in drug cases o ften is no t verified. Several 
reco mmendatio ns were listed in the repo rt, 
prepared by two Linco ln atto rney s. The 
refo rms included pro hibiting the use o f 
felo ns as info rmants, tig hter co ntro l o ver 
the cash fund used fo r drug purchases and 
o ver civilian underco ver ag ents, placing 
state patro l atto rney s under the jurisdic­ 
tio n o f the State Department o f Justice and 
fo rming a special leg islative co mmittee to 
o versee the patro l's narco tics enfo rcement 
pro g ram. 


Thus far the patro l brass has been 
silent o n the alleg atio ns. State Sen. Lo ran 
Schmit, o ne o f the prime backers o f a 
beefed-up patro l anti-drug pro g ram, ad­ 
mits he is no t alto g ether happy with the en­ 
fo rcement pro g ram thus far but say s 
“y o u’re g o ing to have an erro r rate in this 
kind o f o peratio n.” And, he said, “y o u’re 
no t g o ing to find altar bo y s” to be info r­ 
mants. 


The patro l’s respo nse to the alleg atio ns 
o f pro blems in the drug enfo rcement 
pro g ram is needed fo r the sake o f fairness 
and in o rder that appro priate remedies can 
be implemented. 


But it g o es witho ut say ing that the 
public wo uld ex pect activities in this area 
to be strictly supervised. At the same time, 
mo st reaso nable peo ple wo uld ex pect and 
to lerate infrequent slip-ups invo lving the 
underco ver activities. The public has to 
remember what kind o f pro blem and what 
kind o f peo ple the patro l is dealing with. 


It do es seem that to be effective, the 
patro l will have to use so me info rmants o r 
underco ver ag ents who are familiar with 
the subject at hand. That do es eliminate 
“altar bo y s” and sug g ests that the o ne 
reco mmendatio n fo r pro hibiting the use o f 
felo ns as info rmants is unrealistic. But the 
o ther reco mmendatio ns put fo rth by the 
Linco ln atto rney s are wo rthy . 


The pro po sed o versig ht co mmittee 
deserves serio us co nsideratio n after all 
sides in this co ntro versy have been heard. 


It is also impo rtant that the credibility 
o f bo th the justice sy stem and the patro l’s 
enfo rcement effo rt be bu ttressed by 
verificiatio n o f info rmant testimo ny , as 
was reco mmended. 


And renewed emphasis sho uld be 
placed o n g etting to the drug supplier as 
disting uished fro m the user.

Federal g rain inspectio n at inland as 
well as po rt terminals, a mo ve favo red in 
this co mer, is deadlo cked in Co ng ress and 
may well remain that way until after the 
electio ns.

It is depressing , mo reo ver, 
that the first o fficial act o f the 
new Senate Intellig ence Co m­ 
mittee, set up with such fanfare 
to pro vide “o versig ht” o f the 
FBI, the CIA and o ther security 
ag encies, sho uld have been to 
clear the Levi bill. The co m­ 
mittee did make impro vements 
in the tex t that came to it fro m 
the Senate Judiciary Co mmittee, 
but the two principal and many 
o f the measure’s lesser deficien­ 
cies remain. On this sho wing , 
the Intellig ence Co mmittee is o ff 
to a weak start, altho ug h it is no t 
the co mmittee that is pushing 
fo r quick passag e. 


It has repo rted a bill which, 
even as amended, wo uld permit 
the wiretap su rveillance o f 
American citizens who are no t 
eng ag ed in criminal activity . 
And it has no t fully rectified a 
pro visio n o f that bill that dis­ 
claims any intent “to affect the 
ex ercise o f any co nstitutio nal 
po wer the President may have 
subject to determinatio n by the 
co urts to acquire fo reig n in­ 
tellig ence info rmatio n.”

Thus, S.3197 implicitly co n­ 
firms the idea that there is o r 
may be so me “inherent po wer” 
in the presidency to acquire 
fo reig n intellig ence info rmatio n 
witho ut even such restrictio ns as 
the bill pro vides, if “the facts 
and circumstances... are so un­ 
precedented and po tentially 
harmful to the natio n that they 
canno t reaso nably be said to 
have been within the co ntempla­ 
tio n o f Co ng ress.” If a co urt 
determined that a president in 
such circumstances had acted 
unco nstitutio nally , the actio n 
wo uld already have taken place 
and the damag e wo uld be do ne. 


That is no t o nly a lo o pho le 
alert Americans sho uld no t wish 
to hand such a president as, say , 
Richard Nix o n. It also directly 
co ntravenes o ne o f the mo st im- 
.po rtant reco mmendatio ns o f the 
Church Co mmittee, which spent 
mo re than a y ear study ing in­ 
tellig ence abuses and was the 
parent o f the present Senate 
Intellig ence Co mmittee.

panel's 
Reco mmendatio n One was stark 
in its simplicity : “There is no in­ 
herent co nstitutio nal autho rity 
fo r the president o r any in­ 
tellig ence ag ency to vio late the 


law.” The acco mpany ing repo rt 
specifically cited “warrantless 
electro nic surveillance” as an ac­ 
tivity fo r which there was no in­ 
herent co nstitutio nal autho rity 
and said: “Statutes enacted pur­ 
suant to these reco mmendatio ns 
sho uld pro vide the ex clusive 
leg al autho rity fo r do mestic 
security activities.”

Why then sho u ld the 
Intellig ence Co mmittee o r the 
Senate, in enacting a statute pur­ 
po rting to pro vide such leg al 
autho rity fo r fo reig n intellig ence 
wiretapping , leave o pen even the 
po ssibility o f so me inherent 
presidential po wer to co nduct 
such tapping in vio latio n o f that 
statute? 
Altho ug h the Intellig ence 
Co mmittee limited the defini­ 
tio n o f an “ag ent o f a fo reig n 
po wer” elig ible to be tapped, 
5.3197 still includes amo ng such 
ag ents any citizen who at the 
directio n o f a fo reig n po wer 
secretly transfers info rmatio n 
which a reaso nable perso n mig ht 
believe harmful to the security 
o f the United States. 
But what a “reaso nable per­ 
so n,” who ever he o r she mig ht 
be, may believe do es no t 
necessarily define criminal ac­ 
tivity . This sectio n, as the 
American Civil Liberties Unio n 
charg es in a memo randum o f o p­ 
po sitio n to S.3197, may well 
amo unt to “a new, all-inclusive 
and o verbro ad definitio n o f es­ 
pio nag e," which the administra­ 
tio n has no t o therwise been able 
to persuade Co ng ress to pro vide 
in o ther leg islatio n. 


Many o ther questio ns are 
raised by S.3197; It do es no t 
require, fo r ex ample, that fo r a 
warrant to issue pro bable cause 
must be sho wn that specific 
evidence is being so ug ht, and 
that it is likely to be o btained by 
the pro po sed tap. 


Ho nest men mig ht differ, o f 
co urse, abo ut many o f the o bjec­ 
tio ns raised by the ACLU, Mo n­ 
dale and Sen. Jo hn Tunney , the 
bill’s principal o ppo nent. But 
that is all the mo re reaso n to 
pro ceed slo wly o n a matter o f 
this impo rtance. To g ether with 
the po ssibility o f a new ad­ 
ministratio n that may have new 
pro po sals, the questio ns abo ut

Merle Hansen’s statements o n farm research at the Univer­ 
sity o f Nebraska befo re the Nebraska Ag riculture Co uncil were 
made serio usly , and canno t be co nstrued as simple-minded o p­ 
po sitio n to pro g ress.

S. 3197 — The Bill That Can Wait 


Later this month, state senators will 


hear the Nebraska State Patrol answer 
allegations of abuse in the patrol's drug en- 
forcement program. 


A report on the alleged abuses was 


received by the Legislature's Judiciary 
Committee Monday. The allegations 
centered on the use of felons as paid infor- 
mants of the patrol, the diverting by under- 
cover agents of state funds or drugs for 
their own use, the use of state patrol 
lawyers in a prosecuting capacity and an 
allegation that the testimony of informants 
in drug cases often is not verified. Several 
recommendations were listed in the report, 
prepared by two Lincoln attorneys. The 
reforms included prohibiting the use of 
felons as informants, tighter control over 
the cash fund used for drug purchases and 
over civilian undercover agents, placing 
state patrol attorneys under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State Department of Justice and 
forming a special legislative committee to 
oversee the patrol's narcotics enforcement 
program. 


Thus far the patrol brass has been 


silent on the allegations. State Sen. Loran 
Schrait, one of the prime backers of a 
beefed-up patrol anti-drug program, ad- 
mits he is not altogether happy with the en- 
forcement program thus far but says 
"you're going to have an error rate in this 
kind of operation." And, he said, "you're 
not going to find altar boys" to be infor- 
mants. 


The patrol's response to the allegations 


of problems in the drug 
enforcement 


program is needed for the sake of fairness 
and in order that appropriate remedies can 
be implemented. 


But it goes without saying that the 


public would expect activities in this area 
to be strictly supervised. At the same time, 
most reasonable people would expect and 
tolerate infrequent slip-ups involving the 
undercover activities. The public has to 
remember what kind of problem and what 
kind of people the patrol is dealing with. 


It does seem that to be effective, the 


patrol will have to use some informants or 
undercover agents who are familiar with 
the subject at hand. That does eliminate 
"altar boys' and suggests that the one 
recommendation for prohibiting the use of 
felons as informants is unrealistic. But the 
other recommendations put forth by the 
Lincoln attorneys are worthy. 


The proposed oversight committee 


deserves serious consideration after all 
sides in this controversy have been heard. 


It is also important that the credibility 


of both the justice system and the patrol's 
enforcement effort be buttressed by 
verificiation of informant testimony, as 
was recommended. 


And renewed emphasis should be 


placed on getting to the drug supplier as 
distinguished from the user. 


Grain Inspection Deadlock 


Federal grain inspection at inland as 


well as port terminals, a move favored in 
this comer, is deadlocked in Congress and 
may well remain that way until after the 
elections. 


President Ford and Jimmy Carter are 


split night-and-day over the issue. Ford has 
promised to veto legislation imposing 
blanket federal inspections while Carter 
favors replacement of the existing system 
of multiple inspections by a federal system 
in the wake of recent grain inspection scan- 
dals. 


Rep. Charles Thone of Nebraska's 


First District is a leader of those in 
Congress who want to preserve existing 
state or private inspection systems. They 
have forced a deadlock in the Senate-House 
conference which may last until the 
political climate changes. 


Thone reportedly feels that the 


proposed system imposing federal inspec- 


tions not only at the ports but at inland ter- 
minals is not needed and would be too 
expensive. 


Perhaps Nebraska's inspection system 


is working — but elsewhere in the nation 
examples of bribery, false inspections and 
blending down grain have surfaced and the 
scandals have resulted in American grain 
being given a bad name overseas. This is an 
undeserved stain on the reputation of the 
American grain farmer. 


A total federal inspection system 


would be more expensive, probably, than 
the jumbled system of USDA inspectors 
and state and private inspectors which now 
grades farm produce. 


But it should result in more uniform 


inspections, better trained inspectors, less 
opportunity for funny business at the ter- 
minals and a restoration of the good 
reputation of American grain.

It is depressing, moreover, 


Uut the first official act of the 
new Senate Intelligence Com- 
mittee, set up with such fanfare 
to provide "oversight" of the 
FBI, the CIA and other security 
agencies, should have been to 
clear the Levi blU. The com- 
mittee did make improvements 
in the text that came to it from 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
but the two principal and many 
of the measure's lesser deficien- 
cies remain. On this showing, 
the Intelligence Committee is off 
to a weak start, although it is not 
the committee that is pushing 
for quick passage. 


It has reported a bill which, 


even as amended, would permit 
the wiretap surveillance of 
American citizens who are not 
engaged in criminal activity. 
And it has not fully rectified a 
provision of that bill that dis- 
claims any intent "to affect the 
exercise of any constitutional 
power the President may have 
subject to determination by the 
courts to acquire foreign in- 
telligence information." 


£ * * 
Thus, S.3197 implicitly con- 


firms the idea that there is or 
may be some "inherent power" 
in the presidency to acquire 
foreign intelligence information 
without even such restrictions as 
the bill provides, if "the facts 
and circumstances... are so un- 
precedented and potentially 
harmful to the nation that they 
cannot reasonably be said to 
have been within the contempla- 
tion of Congress." If a court 
determined that a president in 
such circumstances had acted 
unconstitutionally, the action 
would already bave taken place 
and the damage vould be done. 


That is not oniy a loophole 


alert Americans should not wish 
to hand such a president as, say, 
Richard Nixon. It also directly 
contravenes one of the most im- 
<portant recommendations of the 
Church Committee, which spent 
more than a year studying in- 
telligence abuses and was the 
parent of the present Senate 
Intelligence Committee. 


The 
Church 
panel's 


Recommendation One was stark 
in its simplicity: "There is no in- 
herent constitutional authority 
for the president or any in- 
telligence agency to violate the 


law." The accompanying report 
specifically cited "warrantless 
electronic surveillance" as an ac- 
tivity for which there was no in- 
herent constitutional authority 
and said: "Statutes enacted pur- 
suant to these recommendations 
should provide the exclusive 
legal authority for domestic 
security activities."

Why then should the 


Intelligence Committee or the 
Senate, in enacting a statute pur- 
porting to provide such legal 
authority for foreign intelligence ' 
wiretapping, leave open even the 
possibility of some inherent 
presidential power to conduct 
such tapping in violation of that 
statute? 


Although the Intelligence 


Committee limited the defini- 
tion of an "agent of a foreign 
power" eligible to be tapped, 
S.3197 still includes among such 
agents any citLwn who at the 
direction of a foreign power 
secretly transfers information 
which a reasonable person might 
believe harmful to the security 
of the United States. 


But what a "reasonable per- 


son," whoever he or she might 
be, may believe does not 
necessarily define criminal ac- 
tivity. This section, as the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
charges in a memorandum of op- 
position to S.3197, may well 
amount to "a new, all-inclusive 
and overbroad definition of es- 
pionage," which the administra- 
tion has not otherwise been able 
to persuade Congress to provide 
in other legislation. 


Many other questions are 


raised by S.3197; it does not 
require, for example, that for a 
warrant to issue probable cause 
must be shown that specific 
evidence is being sought, and 
that it is likely to be obtained by 
the proposed tap. 


Honest men might differ, of 


course, about many of the objec- 
tions raised by the ACLU, Mon- 
dale and Sen. John Tunney, the 
bill's principal opponent. But 
that is all the more reason to 
proceed slowly on a matter of 
this importance. Together with 
the possibility of a new ad- 
miruslxation that may have new 
proposals, the questions about 
S.3197 argue strongly for 
delaying action until next year.

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Estate Tax Bill In Trouble 
White Hous e Se nt Auto-Re s e a rc h Bill

Washington — Estate tax 
legislation is in jeopardy as a

Whatever happens to tax 
reform, extension of antireces­ 
sion tax cuts for individuals 
through next year is vritually 
certain. A House-Senate con­ 
ference committee Monday ap­ 
proved continuation of the in­ 
dividual tax reductions enacted 
in 1975 to boost consumer 
purchasing power. 


As the conferees pressed 
ahead Tuesday to reconcile con­ 
flicting Senate and House tax 
reform provisions, 
sources 
predicted good progress in 
raising substantial revenues by 
curbing special tax breaks for 
corporations and wealthy in­ 
dividuals. 


If that can be achieved, a 
threat by reformers to try to kill 
the bill probably will fade. The 
reformers object that the Senate 
watered down the House 
reforms and opened new tax 
“loopholes." The conferees are 
shaping the legislation closer to 
the tougher House version. 


A breakdown of Democratic 
discipline Monday disrupted ef­ 
forts to overhaul estate taxes.

Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
brought the estate tax bill to the 
floor with a rule allowing the 
House to vote only on two 
specified amendments designed 
to tighten it.

Dealing a stinging rebuke to 
Ullman, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, the 
House rejected the proposed 
rule, 212-162.

Majority leader Thomas P. 
O’Neill Jr. of Massachusetts said 
there would not be enough time 
before Congress adjourns to pass 
the bill if unlimited amendments 
were allowed. The bill “ap­ 
parently is dead,” he said, 
blaming the Republicans. 


“You killed it,” Repubbcans 
shouted back. Minority leader

If a liv esto ck pro ducer fails to g et his pay ­ 
ment, he wo uld hav e to g iv e no tice to the packer 
and secretary o f ag riculture within 30 day s. If he 
g o t a “ rubber check,’’ he wo uld hav e to g iv e the 
no tice within 15 business day s. 
Vio latio ns by packers co uld bring civ il 
penalties o f up to $10,000. 


The Ho use v ersio n, which Ho use and Senate 
co nferees ado pted, wo uld amend the packers and 
sto cky ards act to clarify that bro kers and 
who lesalers o f meat and pro ducts are subject to 
reg ulatio n as packers, and that all transactio ns o f 
packers o perating in co mmerce — and no t merely 
transactio ns that themselv es are in co mmerce — 
are co v ered by the act.

“ This bill co mes to g rips with the current 
pro blems in a fashio n which is fair to bo th 
pro ducer and packer,” Po ag e said. “ It will assure 
the co ntinued eco no mic v iability o f many small 
pro ducers and the co ntinuatio n o f a reliable supp­ 
ly o f meat fo r co nsumers.”

Bill On Packer Bonding 
Sent On To White House 


Washington (UPI) - The House has com- 


pleted congressional passage of a bill giving the 
secretary of agriculture the power to require 
livestock packers to be bonded. 


Rep. W. R. Poage, D-Tex., praised the bill as 


"badly needed if we are to protect livestock 
producers and assure an adequate and continuous 
supply of meat for all Americans." 


The House approved a House-Senate con- 


ference version of the bill 352 to 3, clearing the 
measure for White House approval. 


The bill protects the livestock grower from 


packers who would buy his stock with bad checks. 


Packers with average annual purchases of 


$500,000 or less would be exempt from the 
requirements. 


The bill requires packers to hold all livestock, 


meats, and the proceeds in trust until all 
producers who have sold livestock to the packer 
for cash have been paid. 


If a livestock producer fails to get his pay- 


ment, he would have to give notice to the packer 
and secretary of agriculture within 30 days. If he 
got a "rubber check," he would have to give the 
notice within 15 business days. 


Violations by packers could bring civil 


penalties of up to $10,000. 


The House version, which House and Senate 


conferees adopted, would amend the packers and 
stockyards act to clarify that brokers and 
wholesalers of meat and products are subject to 
regulation as packers, and that all transactions of 
packers operating in commerce—and not merely 
transactions that themselves are in commerce — 
are covered by the act. 


"This bill comes to grips with the current 


problems in a fashion which is fair to both 
producer and packer," Poage said. "It will assure 
the continued economic viability of many small 
producers and the continuation of a reliable supp- 
ly of meat for consumers." 


Rep. Charles Thone, R-Neb., had a personal 


anecdote on the bill: "I was confronted by two 
young constituents of mine... who had... a 
substantial rubber check issued by American 
Beef Packers, who had declared bankruptcy.

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$412.8 Billion Ceiling Proposed 
By Senate Budgeting Committee 


Washington - The Senate 


Budget Committee 
proposed 


Tuesday a ceiling of $412.8 
billion on federal spending for 
the Fiscal year starting Oct. 1, 
leaving a deficit of $50.8 billion. 


The committee recommenda- 


tion, which is subject to approval 
by the full Senate next week, 
would put spending at $400 
million below what the House 
Budget Committee proposed last 
week and $500 million below 
what both houses set as their 
budget target last April. 


The difference between the 


spending totals proposd by the 
Senate and House committees 
reflected slightly different 
calculations on the cost of 
various bills that are likely to be 
approved by Congress over the 
next few weeks rather than any- 
major disagreement on spending 
priorities. 


Whatever final spending 


ceiling is adopted by both houses 
by Sept. 14 — the deadline for 
imposing a final spending total 
under the relatively new con- 
gressional budget process — is 


expected to be extremely close 
to the spending target of $413.3 
billion that was set when 
Congress adopted its first budget 
resolution last spring. 


Once the latest budget resolu- 


tion is approved by both houses, 
any bill that would break the 
spending ceiling or lower .the 
floor on anticipated revenues 
could be challenged on a point of 
order and blocked from con- 
sideration unless the budget 
totals were waived. 


An unknown factor in the 


latest budget recommendations 
of the two committees is the 
amount of revenue that will be 
generated by a major tax revi- 
'sion bill being considered by 
Senate-House conferees. 


Last spring the congressional 


budget 
committees 


recommended that $2 billion in 
additional revenue be picked up 
through various tax reforms and 
the closing of loopholes. 
However, the tax bill passed by 
the House would generate only 
$1.6 billion in additional revnue 
and the Senate version would 
cause the government to lose 


nearly $300 million in revenue 
next year. 


The Senate Budget Committee 


decided Tuesday to recommend 
a floor of $362 billion on 
revenues for the next fiscal year 
on the assumption that about 
$1.1 oillion in revenue would be 
gained by the tax revision bill 
and another $400 million would 
be gained by a 0.2% increase in 
the unemployment insurance tax 
rate, which already has been ap- 
proved by the House. 


The budget committes may 


have to revise their revenue total 
once the conferees finish work 
on the massive tax revision bill, 
but Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, and chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee, said 
of the $362 billion proposal: 


"That keeps the pressure on 


the conferees." 


In its proposed budget resolu- 


tion adopted last Thursday, the 
House Budget Commute 
recommended spending of 
$413.2 billion and revenue of 
$362.5 billion, leaving a deficit of 
$50.7 billion for the next fiscal 
vear. 


Open Meetings Bill Gets House Nod 


Washington (UPI) - The 


House approved without dissent 
Tuesday a bill to force the major 
federal agencies to meet in 
public — "in the sunshine." 


The House vote was 384-0 and 


left only final Senate considera- 
tion before the bill goes to the 
White House. 


The bill would force open 


meetings of all federal agencies 
that have multiple members. 
Only certain areas would be 
exempt, such as involving 
national defense or security, 
trade secrets, criminal matters 
and personal privacy matters. 


Meetings held behind dosed 


doors, for the above exemptions, 
would have to have detailed 
minutes kept in some cases and 
transcripts in others. 


The open meetings provisions 


would apply to approximately 50 
federal agencies, the ones 
already covered by the Freedom 
of Information Act and the 
Privacy Act, and which are 
headed by a commission or body 
of two or more members subject 
to Senate confirmation. 


- They include those such as the 
Federal Power Commission, 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, Federal Reserve Board 
and Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


"The bill will assure that 


decisions affecting millions of 
Americans, which have too often 
been made at cozy, informal 
sessions, will no longer be per- 
mitted to be made in meetings 


closed to the press and public," 
Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., one 
of the sponsors, said. 


The bill would require agen- 


cies to announce their meetings 
at least a week in advance and to 
announce the names and phono 
numbers of officials the public 
can call for detailed information 
about the meetings. 


A citizen could challenge any 


decision for a closed meeting 
and if a court decided it was im- 
properly held in secret, the court 
could release the transcript of 
the meeting. 


Senate and House had passed 


differing versions that were put 
together in a House-Senate con- 
ference committee.

Washington (UPI) - Senate 


and House negotiators approved 
a compromise bill Tuesday 
which would freeze postal rate 
increases and service cutbacks.

Sen. Gale McGee, D-Wyo., 


chairman of the Senate Post Of- 
fice Committee, said the com- 
promise would "solve the short- 
term financial problems of the 
U.S. Postal Service and stave off 
rate increases and service cut- 
backs." 


The legislation, which has the 


approvjl of the administration, 
must still clear the Senate and 
House befoie being sent to the 
White House. 


The mcra'oi'iurr on :ate in- 


creases and service cutbacks 
would extend until March 15, 
1977. 


Dunng that period, a new 


seven-member commission, 
created by the legislation, wouid 
study postal operations in an ef- 
fort to put the Postal Service on 
a sound financial basis. 


To tide over the Postal Ser- 


vice, the bill would authorize 
two $500 million federal 
payments before the end of 
September 1977. 


Also included in the bill was a 


pro 'ision that insures annual 
congressional oversight of the 
postal service. 


The negotiators adopted a 


Senate-passed provision setting 
up permanent procedures when 
the Postal Service proposes to 
dose or consolidate a post office 
and provide patrons to appeal to 
the Postal Rate Commission. 


Features of the House-passed 


bill which remained in the com- 
promise included a provision 
reversing the Postal Service's 
revocation of second-class 
mailing permits for college 
catalogues and loose-leaf 
publications; the giving of non- 
profit, second-class privileges to 
one official conservation 
publication of a state agency;

The Soviet Union, still feeling 


the effects of the drought that 
reduced last year's harvest, 
purchased the wheat under an 
agreement which takes effect 
with deliveries this fall, depart- 
ment officials said 


The wheat s value was placed 


at $34 6 million 


The Agriculture Department 


said the latest sale raised to 
more than 4 6 million tons the 
amount of wheat and corn sold 
to Russia under the five-year 
agreement A metnc ton is 2,205 
pounds 


Under the agreement, Russia 


is supposed to buy six million to 
eight million tons of wheat and 
corn annually 


Department officials say that 


U S harvests this year will be 
large enough to supply grain to 
the Soviet Union and other 
foreign buyers without causing 
food prices to soar 


The department did not dis- 


close the seller of the grain or 
other details Grain sales to 
foreign countries, including 
Russia, are handled by pnvate 
firms No U S government 
credit has been involved in re- 
cent sales to the Soviets 


Moscow can buy more than 


eight million tons a year if U S 
officials approve the sale 
However, Soviet grain harvest

Irish Premier Seeks Power To Crush IRA 


Dublin, Ireland (UP1) - Prune Minister 


Liam Cosgrave asked parliament Tuesday 
to declare a state of national emergency 
and give him sweeping new powers to 
crush the Irish Republican Army "once 
and for all" 


Cosgrave told a specially summoned ses- 


sion of parliament that the IRA was "an 
armed conspiracy against lives and 
democratic government" 


"Let the message go out clearly from 


here today," Cosgrave told the hushed, 
packed parliament "The Irish people, 
through their elected representatives, their 
democratic government and their security 
force-;, are pledged to break and rid our 
country once and for all of his conspiracy of 
hate and evii" 


Cosgrave was roundly applauded from 


government benches 


Former Prime Minister Jack Lynch, 


speaking for Fianna Fail, the main 
parliamentary opposition, pledged his sup- 
port in fighting the IRA which be described 
as the "enemies of the Irish people." But 
he said he would oppose the declaration of 
an emergency as "unnecessary " 


"The events referred to by the govern- 


ment do not justify the declaration of a 
state of emergency," Lynch said But he 
promised he would support most of the 
drastic new security measures demanded 
by the government 


The measures included increasing the 


penalty for IRA membership from two to 
seven years and the imposition of a 
maximum 10-year sentence for inciting 
others to loin the IRA. 


Lynch said the opposition would seek to 


have other provisions amended, including 


the expansion of the army's rote by giving 
it police powers of search and arrest. 


In addition to the formal resolution 


asking for a declaration of emergency, the 
government introduced two bills. One 
would suspend certain provisions of the 
constitution to enable police bold a suspect 
for seven days instead of 48 hours, the 
other contained the increased penalties for 
subversive activities 


Cosgrave said the government's decision 


to declare a state of emergency was 
prompted by the bombing of a Dublin 
court last month and the assassination July 
21 of British Ambassador Christopher 
Ewart-Biggs. 


"These crimes add up to a senous danger 


to the public safety and to the preservation 
of the institutions of the state," Cosgrave 
said

All performances will be free. 
The art assembly has been earmarked for 
Nebraska since the artists struck a friendly chord 
with the Exons during a governors conference 
two years ago in Washington. 
Since the project’s inception about 11 years 
ago, the individual paintings and songs have been 
featured throughout the West. Wednesday will be 
the first time all of the components have 
appeared together. 
Four of the original paintings have been dis­ 
played in the lower-floor gallery of the Gover­ 
nor's Mansion for about two months. Other pain­ 
tings, not completed before the dedication, will 
be seen for the first time Wednesday. 
The Symbolic Americana project is the result 
of what could be called a cosmic coupling of the 
minds of White Hawk and Touraine. 
“Sometimes he’d call me with a song and

Ms. touraine said. “Then sometimes when we 
were around each other we’d both get an idea 
together without even discussing it.

The original goal was for 12 songs and pain­ 
tings. Then it was increased to 16, and finally to 
20. 
The painting that intrigued White Hawk, as it 
has intrigued anyone who “experiences” it, is 
called “ Encore.” The four-by-six-foot painting 
shows three buffalo, a favorite subject for Rain­ 
bow, exploding from the center of the American 
Flag. The life-sized head of the first buffalo is 
hypnotizing. 
"The bulls depict qualities necessary for any 
nation to be great and true,” Ms. Touraine said. 
“The first is justice, the second is balance and the 
third is liberty.” 
In the clouds are forms of more buffalo, 
native American lodges, horses, land. 
All of Touraine’s paintings use the same 
device, the below-the-surface programs of con­ 
flicting cultures; in “Thunderbird” the spread 
wings house factories billowing black smoke on 
one side and a solemn, virgin lake on the other.

30/000 Trees Planted For New Attractions 
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San Diego (UPI) — Australia’s 
bicentennial gift to the United 
States — six koala bears — have 
required the planting of 30,000 
eucalyptus trees at the San 
Diego Zoo to provide a con­ 
tinuing supply of food. 
Housed in the only koala bear 


colony outside Australia, the 
turry animals eat leaves picked 
daily from shoots on 100 small 
trees of 18 different species of 
eucalyptus.

Do y ou hav e to get any kind of tax permit to hav e a garage 
sale? Is adv ertising on public property allowed for these kinds of 
sales? 
— L. R., Scott, Lincoln 


ACTION LINE: State law say s y ou do not hav e to apply for 
a sales tax permit on garage sales if y ou hav e one sale that lasts 
no more than three day s — or three one day sales a y ear. In 
other words, three day s is the limit to av oid collecting sales 
tax es. As for adv ertising, no signs are permitted on public 
property , according to the city building inspector’s office. This 
includes the area between the curb and a point approx imately 
four feet behind the sidewalk.

i .Congressmen F o n d 
O f Passenger Trains 


WAS&INGTON (AP) - 
Passenger trains may not be 
money makers, but they ap­ 
parently are good politics. Ev ery 
congressman seems to want one 
in his district. 


The most infamous of Am­ 
trak’s political runs is the Blue 
Ridge that runs 146 miles from 
Washington to Cumberland, 
Md., through the West Virginia 
congressional district of House 
Commerce Committee Chair­ 
man Harley O. Staggers. 
Although not billed as such, it is 
essentially a commuter train, 
since it makes a single run into 
Washington in the morning, sits 
in the y ard all day and returns to 
Cumberland in the ev ening. 
Nicknamed the “ Staggers 
Special” by its -critic» , the train 
boasts Amtrak’s newest equip­ 
ment, costs sev en times more to 
run than it takes in and on any 
giv en day operates with four out 
of ev ery fiv e seats empty . 
Staggers’ committee handles 
all Amtrak legislation in the 
House. 


The train recently was 
returned to serv ice. 
Whose state does the Pacific 
International run through? Sen. 
Warren G. Magnuson, D-Wash , 
chairman of the Senate 
Commerce Committee and 
ov erseer of Amtrak on his side of 
Congress 


Each time Amtrak’s legislaton 
has come up for renewal in 
Congress, the lawmakers hav e 
inserted a clause barring the 
“ for-profit” corporation from 
discontinuing any trains then in 
operation, ev en if they were run­ 
ning v irtually empty and didn't 
serv e any particular need. 


This y ear Amtrak won ap­ 
prov al to decide its own route 
structure based on a complex 
book of criteria requiring con­ 
sideration not only of economic 
but social and env ironmental 
factors before a route is discon­ 
tinued. 


But the “ Staggers Special” 
isn’t the worst. The Seattle- 
Vancouv er Pacific International 
didn't quite fill one in sev en- 
seats before it was temporarily 
suspend« ! due to bridge repairs 
Amtrak hired a bus to meet its 
schedule in the meantime and 
presumaby lost less money 
, during the rail oi^ge. 


Amtrak say s it ex pects to dis­ 
continue one route a y ear under 
the new criteria But corporation 
spokesmen hedge when asked 
about the fate of the con­ 
gressional pets, indicating the 
“ Staggers Special” and other 
routes popular w ith the 
politicians may be around for a 
long time 
After all. Congress created 
Amtrak, and Congress can put it 
out of business. .

I can n ot be very en couragin g 
about th is. 
Severe arterial h arden in g can 
cause brain damage, wh ich in 
turn causes peculiar beh avior in 
some oldsters. 
Th e on ly real h elp would be in 
correctin g a specific artery 
problem. We kn ow a great deal 
about th is, in cludin g surgery , 
wh ich would be ruled out at h is 
age. It’s n o comfort at all to say 
th at h is occasion al walks are 
ben eficial in keepin g h im active. 
But, of course, th ey are, an d 
sh ould be atten ded by some 
member of th e family or frien d. 
Perh aps th is would satisfy h is 
adven turesome spirit. 
Un less y ou can provide rath er 
con stan t atten tion y ourself, I 
would suggest a good n ursin g 
h ome as y our best altern ative. 
Th ere are some good on es, 
despite all th e n egative publicity 
a few atrocious examples h ave 
resulted in . 
Yes, research ers con tin ue to 
work on th is problem. Th in gs 
such as “h y perbaric” oxy gen 
ch ambers h ave been tried, but 
th e effects are usually n ot 
lastin g, an d at h is age th ey migh t 
be less effective. Besides bein g 
costly , th e special ch ambers are 
largely experimen tal. 
Th is old gen tleman ’s best 
h ope lies in th e family ’s un ­ 
derstan din g, con cern an d love.

It can h erald a 
gen eralized in fection , h owever, 
usually by th e streptococcus 
germ. Th e TB germ or a fun gus 
may also be a cause. It can also 
appear as a drug sen sitivity , par­ 
ticularly to th e sulfas, iodides or 
bromides. Fever an d join t pain 
can also be a part of th e picture. 
Th e red blotch es slowly turn 
brown ish in color. Wh ite th ere is 
n o specific treatmen t, pen icillin 
h as been used. It is importan t to 
search far th e source of in fec­ 
tion . Your gran ddaugh ter’s lon g 
siege deman ds blood an d urin e 
studies an d a ch est X-ray , an d I 
assume th ese steps h ave been 
taken . If n ot, th ey sh ould be.

It refers to th e folds of th e in ­ 
n er lin in g of th e stomach (gastric 
folds), specifically to an en large­ 
men t of th em th at causes gas­ 
tritis (in flammation ). Wh y th ey 
en large is un clear, an d th ere's 
little to be don e for it except 
wh at is recommen ded gen erally 
for stomach ulcer complain ts. 
Th e pain , in fact, often mimics 
th at of ulcers. 
You sh ould avoid spices an d 
alcoh ol. If y ou h ave excess 
stomach acid, an an tacid migh t 
be in order. Th e best rule is to 
avoid foods th at brin g on th e 
sy mptoms. If y our list of 
restricted food is large, y ou 
sh ould take care n ot to miss out 
on vitamin s. 
For example, if y ou must 
elimin ate fruits, y ou may n eed a 
vitamin C supplemen t.

Gout, as y ou kn ow, is faulty 
elimin ation of uric acid from th e 
sy stem. As a con sequen ce th e 
level rises in th e blood an d even ­ 
tually is deposited as cry stals in 
a join t — classically in th e great 
toe. 


Faulty uric acid metabolism is 
usually in h erited. It is estimated 
th at about a fourth of th e family 
members of gout victims will 
h ave elevated levels of uric acid. 
Of th ese, about a fifth will 
develop gout. 
Oth er causes can be fastin g, 
overeatin g or excessive drin kin g. 
Women are n ot troubled with 
th is as much as men , but th e 
problem can arise with obesity 
or after men opause. In jury , 
excessive use of a particular 
join t, medication (such as 
diuretics) can con tribute to at­ 
tacks. 
I can ’t in terpret y our arm 
muscle problems, except th at 
th ey migh t result from gouty 
arth ritis occurin g m th e sh oulder 
join t.

ACTION LINE: State law says you do not have to apply for 


a sales tax permit on garage sales if you have nnp «ale that lasts 
no more than three days — or three one day sales a year. In 
other words, three days is the limit to avoid collecting sales 
taxes. As for advertising, no signs are permitted on public 
property, according to the city building inspector's office. This 
includes the area between the curb and a point approximately 
four feet behind the sidewalk.

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: One of 


our family (age 86) seems to 
have hardening of the arteries. If 
let out in the yard without 
anyone watching, he will run off 
and keep going. 


Please tell me if there is any 


cure for this? Are doctors still 
trying to discover something to 
help this? Is there any hope for a 
person like this? — Mrs. R. M. 


I cannot be very encouraging 


about this. 


Severe arterial hardening can 


cause brain damage, which in 
turn causes peculiar behavior in 
some oldsters. 


The only real help would be in 


correcting a specific artery 
problem. We know a great deal 
about this, including surgery, 
which would be ruled out at his 
age. It's no comfort at all to say 
that his occasional walks are 
beneficial in keeping him active. 
But, of course, they are, and 
should be attended by some 
member of the family or friend. 
Perhaps this would satisfy his 
adventuresome spirit. 


Unless you can provide rather 


constant attention yourself, I 
would suggest a good nursing 
home as your best alternative. 
There are some good ones, 
despite all the negative publicity 
a few atrocious examples have 
resulted in. 


Yes, researchers continue to 


work on this problem. Things 
such as "hyperbaric" oxygen 
chambers have been tried, but 
the effects are usually not 
lasting, and at his age they might 
be less effective. Besides being 
costly, the special chambers are 
largely experimental. 


This old gentleman's best 


hope lies in the family's un- 
derstanding, concern and love.

Dear Dr. Thostesoo: My 


granddaughter has been oat of 
school for two months with what 
is diagnosed as "erythema 
nodosom." The doctor says it 
will run its course. She is getting 
DO medication. Can you explain 
this disease in a little more 
detail?

This is a skin disorder and the 


term "erythema nodosum" 
literally means "red nodules." 


Symptoms include lesions on 


the lower tegs. It can herald a 
generalized infection, however, 
usually by the streptococcus 
germ. The TB germ or a fungus 
may also be a cause. It can also 
appear as a drug sensitivity, par- 
ticularly to the sulfas, iodides or 
bromides. Fever and joint pain 
can also be a part of the picture. 


The red blotches slowly turn 


While there is 
no specific treatment, penicillin 
has been used. It is important to 
search for the source of infec- 
tion.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can you 


explain the cause of chronic 
hypertropbic gastritis (one of 
those $1.25 words)? I am 67 and 
have been told that's what ails 
me. What can I do to htlp 
myself? I have X-rays every two 
years. — Mr. J. M. 


It refers to the folds of the in- 


ner lining of the stomach, (gastric 
folds), specifically to an enlarge- 
ment of them that causes gas- 
tritis (inflammation). Why they 
enlarge is unclear, and there's 
little to be done for it except 
what is recommended generally 
for stomach ulcer complaints. 
The pain, in fact, often mimics 
that of ulcers. 


You should avoid spices and 


alcohol. If you have excess 
stomach acid, an antacid might 
be in order. The best rule is to 
avoid foods that bring on the 
symptoms. If your list of 
restricted food is large, you 
should take care not to miss out 
on vitamins. 


For example, if you must 


eliminate fruits, you may need a 
vitamin C supplement. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


been told recently that I have 
gout. Could you inform me, 
please, of some of the causes and 
effects? Also, some of my 
muscles are giving way, especial- 
ly in my right arm. Could this be 
caused by the gout? Is it in- 
herited? - Mrs. W. H. 


Gout, as you know, is faulty 


elimination of uric acid from the 
system. As a consequence the 
level rises in the blood and even- 
tually is deposited as crystals in 
a joint — classically in the great 
toe. 


Faulty uric acid metabolism is 


usually inherited. It is estimated 
that about a fourth of the family 
members of gout victims will 
have elevated levels of uric acid. 
Of these, about a fifth will 
develop gout. 


Other causes can be fasting, 


overeat >g or excessive drinking. 
Womei i<-e not troubled with 
this as much as men, but the 
problem can arise with obesity 
or after menopause. Injury, 
excessive use of a particular 
joint, medication (such as 
diuretics) can contribute to at- 
tacks. 


I can't interpret your arm 


muscle problems, except that 
they might result from gouty 
arthritis occuring in the shoulder 
joint.

Chemical Blast Probed 
At Nuclear Plant Site 


RICHLAND, Wash. (AP) - 
Production of a radioactiv e sub­ 
stance at a nuclear plant site 
here has been suspended while 
doctors try to determ ine 
whether two workers suffered 
harmful doses of radiation in a 
chemical ex plosion which con­ 
taminated them and eight 
others. 
Six workers ex posed to 
radioactiv e substances in Mon­ 
day 's blast at the Atlantic 
Richfield Hanford Co. (ARHCO) 
facility were decontaminated 
soon after the ex plosion, which 
did not inv olv e a nuclear reactor 
or any serious radiation leak in 
the atmosphere. 
All six were able to return to 
work immediately . 
Two nurses at a Hanford 
medical facility where the 
workers were taken also were 
ex posed to minor radiation but 
were quickly decontaminated 
and also back on their jobs right 
away . 
Two other ARRCO workers 
absorbed more of the radioac­ 
tiv e material, one of them 
peppered with radioactiv e 
sliv ers of plastic when a sealed 
compartment ex ploded, and are 
undergoing testing to gauge how 
serious their ex posure was. 
Officials delined to elaborate. 
Both of the more seriously con- 
tam inated w orkers were 
reported to be comfortable and 
in good phy sical condition 
The decontamination process 
includes repeated washings and 
injections of chemical agents to 
help eliminate radioactiv e sub­ 
stances from the body . 
Production was halted im­ 
mediately after the ex plosion at 
Building Z, an ARHCO facility 
where the radioactiv e substance 
americium is ex tracted from 
atomic wastes 
Americium is 
used in petroleum ex ploration 
and in medicine. 
ARHCO President George T. 
Stocking said Tuesday that he 
did not know when americium 
production may he resumed. 
“ We're pretty much in the 
dark right now,“ Stocking said. 


“ We just need to find out what 
happened and clear up the con­ 
dition.” 
The ARHCO facility is in an 
isolated part of the gov ernment- 
regulated Hanford Nuclear 
Reserv ation near Richland in 
southeastern Washington. 
Company inv estigators un­ 
sealed the building after the 
blast to photograph the interior 
and to make sure no radiation 
had escaped 
Stocking said the inv estigation 
probably would take sev eral 
day s 
Asked about reports that the 
material being processed in 
Building Z was drawn from v ast 
stores of old nuclear wastes on 
the reserv ation, Phil Craig, 
nuclear processing chief for the 
£ nergy Research and Dev elop­ 
ment Administration here, said 
it had not. 
ARHCO spokesman Hal 
Lindberg said he did not know 
the age of the material inv olv ed 
in the ex plosion. 
Although ARHCO refused to 
release the names of the con 
taminated workers, the wife of 
Harold McCluskey , 6 4, 
chemical operator from Prosser, 
confirmed that her husband was 
showered with sliv ers of plastic 
and is undergoing treatment. 
“ He’s doing as well as could 
be ex pected,” Mrs. McCluskey 
said She said neither she nor her 
two daughters had v isited 
McCluskey at the reserv ation 
medical facility but that she had 
spoken with him by telephone. 
McCluskey ’s daughter, J o 
Schrader of Sumner, said of 
ficials hav e giv en the family no 
indication of how soon her 
father may be released 
“ It’s mostly a waiting game 
now,” she said. “ The doctors are 
doing ev ery thing they can, and 
they ’v e been v ery cooperativ e 
with us.” 
Family members were reluc­ 
tant to talk to reporters but in­ 
sisted the incident has not 
changed how they feel about 
McCluskey ’s work or about 
nuclear power

Chemical Blast Probed 
At Nuclear Plant Site 


HIGHLAND, Wash. (AP) — 


Production of a radioactive sub- 
stance at a nuclear plant site 
here has been suspended while 
doctors try to determine 
whether two workers suffered 
harmful doses of radiation in a 
chemical explosion which con- 
taminated them and eight 
others. 


Sis workers exposed to 


radioactive substances in Mon- 
day's blast at the Atlantic 
Richfield Hanford Co. (ARHCO) 
facility were decontaminated 
soon after the explosion, which 
did not involve a nuclear reactor 
or any serious radiation teak in 
the atmospbere 


All six were able to return to 


work immediately. 


Two nurses at a Hanford 


medical facility where the 
workers were taken also were 
exposed to minor radiation brt 
were quickly decontaminated 
and also back on ttwr jobs right 
away. 


Two other ARHCO workers 


absorbed more of the radioac- 
tive material, one of them 
peppered with radioactive 
slivers of plastic when a soled 
compartment exploded, and are 
undergoing testing to gauge how 
serious tneir exposure was. 


Officials defined to elaborate. 


Both of the more seriously con- 
taminated workers were 
reported to be comfortable and 
in good physical condition. 


The decontannMfion ^rfu^£& 


includes repeated wutangs and 
injections of chemical agents to 
help etaunate radioactive sob- 
stance from the body. 


Production was halted im- 


mediately after the explosion at 
Building Z an .ARHCO facility 
where the radioactive jmbstance 
americium is extracted from 
atomic wastes Americium is 
used in petroleum exploration 
and :n medicine

Stocking said Tuesday mat be

The ARHCO facility is in an 


isolated part of the government- 
regulated Hanford Nuclear 
Reservation near Richland in 
southeastern Washington. 


Company investigators un- 


sealed the building after the 
blast to photograph the interior 
and to make sure no radiation 
had escaped. 


Stocking said the investigation 


probably would take several 
days. 


Asked about reports that the 


material being processed in 
Building Z was drawn from vast 
stores of old nuclear wastes on 
the reservation, Phil Craig, 
nuclear processing rhief for the 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration here, said 
it had not 


ARHCO spokesman Hal 


Lindberg said be did not know 
the age of the material involved 
in the explosion. 


Although ARHCO refused to 


release the names of the con- 
taminated workers, the wife of 
Harold McCluskey. 64. a 
chemical operator from Prosser. 
confirmed that her husband was 
showered with slivers of plastic 
and is undergoing treatment. 


"He's doing as weD as could 


be expected." Mrs. McCtaskej 
said She said nether she nor her 
two daughters had visited 
McCluskey at the reservation 
medical facility but that she had 
spoken with him by telephone. 


McCluskey's daughter, Jo 


Schrader of Stunner, said of- 
ficials have given the family no 
indication of how soon her 
father may be released.

A sjow moving cold front 
bisecting 
drought-stricken 
Nebraska Tuesday kicked up 
thunderstorms, hail and strong 
gusty winds in the northeastern 
and central parts of the state, 
while Lincoln chalked up its 
driest August on record. 
Rainfall this August for Lin­ 
coln measured only .07 of an 
inch at the Lincoln Airport, 
where the National Weather Ser­ 
vice takes its official readings, 
and .08 on the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln campus as 
recorded by the NU Climatology 
Department 
NWS figures reveal Lincoln’s 
August moisture is 3.1 inches 
behind normal, while the year’s 
precipitation to date stands at 
14 42 inches — 6.09 inches below 
normal. 
Prior to this year, the driest 
August in Lincoln was in 1381 
when only 25 of an inch fell, ac­ 
cording to NU records which 
date back to 1878. 
Additional NU statistics dis­ 
close the following Augusts as 
the driest for Nebraska sectioas 
in the past 45 years when area 
figures were first compiled: 


Panhandle .21 of an inch, 19 70; 
north central .9 2,19 72; northeast 
.70. 19 47; central .70. 1941; east 
central 86, 19 73; southwest .78, 
19 70; south central .9 7,19 67; and 
southeast 9 6, 1971, 
Meanwhile, in, northeast 
Nebraska, Plainview received 
2 06 inches of rain Tuesday plus 
some small hail, while Orchard 
recorded an inch of rain accom­ 
panied by considerable hail, 
ranging up to golf-ball size. 


A spokesman for the sheriff's 
office at Neligh said there was 
hail and heavy rain about 15 
miles north of town 
In central Nebraska a very 
hard rain and marble size hail hit 
Mema Winds up to 60 miles per 
hour downed many tree limbs in 
the community. 
Golf-ball size hailstones fell 
near Axtell as the storm moved 
through that Kearney County 
town 
Temperatures in the state 
Tuesday ranged from a high of 
92 degrees at Omaha down to a 
low of 52 at Alliance Lincoln’s 
High was 90 following an over­ 
night low of 57.

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Busing Demonstrators 
Begin Bottle-Throwing 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 
Police used tear gas to disperse a 
rock- and bottle-throwing crowd 
of more than 1,000 antibusing 
demonstrators Tuesday night, 
the eve of the opening of Jeffer­ 
son County schools for a second 
year under court-ordered busing 
County Police Chief Russell 
McDaniel said about 300 to 500 
demonstrators began a march 
along Preston Highway, a major 
thorough fare in southern Jeffer­ 
son County, about 7 p m 
Tuesday. 
The march ended at a shop­ 
ping center parking lot, where 
several hundred busing op­ 
ponents joined in for a 
demonstration 
McDaniel es­ 
timated the size of the crowd at 
that time at about 1,150. 
The demonstrators sat down 
in the highway, McDaniel said. 
They were throwing rocks, 
bottles and they started a big 
fire,” he said. 
Riot-equipped police were 
called to the scene and fired tear 
gas canisters after giving a five- 
minute warning to disperse 


‘ We gave them a warning and 
a countdown each minute,’’ he 
said. “They didn't respond so we 
fired several things of tear gas at 
them.” 
Louisville Police Chief John 
Nevm said the crowd broke up 
about 8.30 p.m. McDaniel said 
small groups of demonstrators 
remained on the street about an 
hour and a half later, and some 
small fires were still burning 
No injuries were reported. 
Police said sue persons were 
arrested — two on charges of 
disorderly conduct, two on 
charges of driving while in­ 
toxicated and two others on 
charges of third-degree criminal 
mischief 
The demonstration took place 
near Southern High School on 
Preston Highway — the site of 
one of the largest and most 
violent 
antibusing 
demonstrations last year. 
Nevin said more than 60 of his 
officers were on the scene 
Tuesday night. “We didn’t have 
‘ to commit them, but we were 
here,” he said

Mexican peso — tied to the 
dollar without a devaluation for 
almost 20 years — will be 
allowed to float, Treasury 
Secretary Ramon Beteta said 
Tuesday 
International banking sources 
in Mexico City said the peso 
probably would stabilize at 
about 20 to the dollar. The 
current fixed rate is 124. 
The immediate effect of the 
float — if the predictions of a 
decreased value prove accurate 
— will be to make Mexican 
products cheaper (or foreign 
buyers and imported products 
more expensive domestically, 
American tourists would get a 
break, receiving more pesos for 
their dollars. Tourism is 
Mexico s biggest industry. 
The decision to let the peso 


float, taken by President Luis 
Echeverría, came as Mexico 
faced one of its worst financial 
situations in years. 
One factor Beteta cited was 
the nation's increasing balance 
of payments deficit. 
Mexico’s annual foreign trade 
deficit has grown by more than 
400 per cent since 1970 to about 
$4 billion About two thirds of 
Mexico’s foreign trade is with 
the United States. 
Beteta indicated the govern­ 
ment is aware of the inflationary 
impact of devaluation «upon the 
economy He said the govern­ 
ment will establish monetary 
controls to try to keep 
speculators from taking advan­ 
tage of the devaluation. 
He said there will be a tax on 
exported products and a tax on 
“excessive profits,”

The women at West Point

Predicted By Viking Scientist 


— Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) — A 
diking scientist, summing up a 
iav iew of the spacecraft’s fin­ 
dings on the Martian surface, 
said Tuesday the results of the 
Biology ex periments are “ in­ 
conclusiv e” and not understood. 
"The biological ex periment is 
inconclusiv e at this time but has 
y ielded some clues to the 
chemistry of the surface,’’ 
£ erald Soffen, chief project 
scientist, said. 
“ “ The chemistry is going to be 
Complicated on Mars,” he said. 
“ Any body who thinks we un­ 
derstand it, I think, is wrong. We 
Cbn’t understand it.” 
Z He said, howev er, there was 
po doubt about the success of 
-Viking. 
“ We hav e landed a spacecraft 
on surface of Mars and we hav e 
some remarkable data.” 
Dr. J osbua Lederberg, a 
member of the biology team, 
discussed the needs of future 
miffy inns and said he could im­ 


agine a "son of V iking” 
program. 
He suggested the north polar 
ice cap is a candidate for a future 
landing site. 
"The polar regions are prime 
candidates for understanding the 
planet and ev en, paradox ically , 
for biology despite the ex treme 
temperatures,” he said. 
Lederberg, of Stanford 
Univ ersity , said also that if life 
ex ists on Mars it has found a 
different adaptation than life 
forms on earth. 
"We can no longer be con­ 
fident,” he said, “ that no matter 
where y ou look y ou will find 
life.” 
Lederberg said he was an ad­ 
v ocate of more time and more 
research between space mis­ 
sions, but added, “ I can imagine 
a son-of-ViJ ung program to take 
adv antage of the inv estments in 
the spacecraft now av ailable.” 
Dr. Richard W. Shorthill said 
he proclaimed Tuesday as 
“ phy sical and magnetic proper­ 


ties day ” because his team imal- 
ly got the com puter and 
transmission time to perform 
some of the ex periments they 
hav e requested. Among them, 
will be to bury the scoop head in 
the Martian dust for about 10 
minutes to get an accurate 
temperature reading. 
Dr. Hal Masursky , of the Or- 
biter imaging team, said pictures 
of the Viking 2 landing site, hav e 
“ adequately cov ered" the area 
and indicate it will be safe to put 
the half-billion-dollar robot on 
the Utopia, plains. 
Viking 2 is scheduled to land in 
the northern regions of the red 
planet at 6 p.m. CDT, 4 p.m. in 
California. The spacecraft was 
orbiting Mars Tuesday , sending 
back weather information of the 
landing site, about 125 miles 
west of the giant crater Mei. 
The wind blown material that 
ov erlies the area “ « inv erts it 
from an ov er-hazardous area to a 
safe one,” he said. “ We’ll find 
out Friday afternoon.”

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Medicaid Chief Says Estimated Cost Of Fraud, Abuse Inf Ip fed 
/ 
m .................................. Dr. Nancy Kurke of a New York City clinic said 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Government efforts to 
clean up the Medicaid program have been "woefully 
inadequate” but Senate investigators are inflating 
the cost of fraud and abuse, the federal Medicaid 
commissioner said Tuesday. 
M. Keith Weikel, who has headed the Medicaid 
program in the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare the last two years, said in an interview 
that fraud and abuse probably accounts for 5 to 10 
pdr cent of the $15 billion spent on Medicaid this 
year. 
The misspending estimate of 25 to 50 per cent 
prepared by Senate probers, based on a four-month 
investigation of Medicaid clinics in eight cities, was a 
"pretty wild projection” which was not backed up by 
a valid scientific sampling, Weikel said. 
Although not denying that some doctors, phar­ 
macies and clinical laboratories are bilking Medicaid 
out of hundreds of millions of dollars each year, he 


said they represent just a small fraction of the 
health-care providers who treat poor persons across 
the country. 
“There is a group of providers ripping off this 
program for a significant amount of dollars, but most 
are honest,” Weikel declared. "In New York, if most 
weren't honest, the expenditures would be much 
higher” than the $2 billion spent there this year. 


Weikel said Congress must share the blame with 
the federal and state governments for allowing fraud 
to go unchecked during the 10-year history of 
Medicaid, which serves about 23.5 million poor per­ 
sons. 


“There’s a lot of blame to go around. Even 
Congress is a Johnny-come-lately,” he said, noting 
that requests for additional HEW investigators had 
been turned down repeatedly until this year, when 
Congress authorized the hiring of several more 


detectives and 108 persons to tackle Medicaid fraud 
and abuse 
It also was learned that HEW has asked the White 
House to request funds from Congress to more than 
double the strength of the Medicaid fraud and abuse 
unit, through a supplemental appropriation for fiscal 
year 1977 which begins Oct. 1. 


Ingber and his former partner, Dr. Sheldon Styles, 
both of New York City, said they began defrauding 
the government after learning that many other inner- 
city doctors were submitting bills for services they 
did not perform. 


Weikel said Medicaid cheating by health care 
providers can never be eliminated. But, he said, "we 
can reduce fraud and abuse dramatically in a 
minifnum of two years.” 
Meanwhile, two doctors who pleaded guilty to 
defrauding the government told a Senate panel 
Tuesday that the Medicaid program is set up in a 
manner that encourages fraud. 
"Everybody's cheating and everybody is bragging 
about it too,” Dr. Joseph Ingber told a Senate aging, 
subcommittee investigating Medicaid abuses. 


"We heard that doctors everywhere were doing it. 
Everyone said that nothing will ever happen to you if 
you overbill the government,” Ingber said.

Workers' 
Pay Rises 
Slower 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government’s measure of wage 
trends showed Tuesday that pay 
for workers across the nation 
rose in the second quarter at a 
slower rate than during the first 
three months of the year 
According to the Labor 
Department’s employment cost 
index report, wages and salaries 
rose 1.7 per cent in the second 
quarter compared to a 1.9 per 
cent increase during the 
January-March period. 
Department officials compare, 
the index, which was published 
for the first time in June, to the 
widely used consumer price in­ 
dex designed to reflect changing 
prices. 
The wage index is published 
quarterly. It will be expanded 
next year to reflect also the cost 
of fringe benefits and will be 
published monthly. 
Pay for professional and 
technical workers rose 1.1 per 
cent during the second quarter 
following a rise of 1.4 per cent in 
the first quarter. Pay for clerical 
workers increased 1.3 per cent 
after a 2.2 per cent rate in the 
first quarter 
A new contract settlement for 
Teamsters Union members 
helped push pay rates up for 
transport equipment workers by 
4.5 per cent. Their pay had in­ 
creased 1.2 per cent during the 
previous quarter. 
Accelerated increases in pay 
were reported also for service 
and managerial occupations — 
up 3.3 and 2.1 per cent, respec­ 
tively. 
On an industry basis, pay rates 
for workers in manufacturing 
declined for the second con­ 
secutive quarter to 1.5 per cent. 
Pay for employes in trade and 
services advanced 1.5 per cent, 
the same as in the first quarter. 
The biggest industry pay gams 
were reported in construction, 
3.1 per cent, and in transporta­ 
tion and utilities, 2.8 per cent. 
Among regions of the country, 
wage rate gains continued to be 
higher in the West, despite a 
slowing of the rate of increase 
from 3.3 per cent in the first 
quarter to 2.3 per cent in the se­ 
cond. The rate of increase was 
also down in the South to 1.3 per 
cent, from 2.4 per cent in the 
first quarter. In the Northeast, 
pay increases rose 1.4 per cent, 
up from nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
during the first three months of 
the year. 
The index doesn’t measure 
pay level in dollar terms, or the 
"level of well-being” of workers. 
Average hourly earnings figures 
are published monthly when the 
Labor Department reports 
employment statistics. 


Ford Won't 
Submit Plan 
For Raises 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford said Tuesday that he 
does not plan to submit a 
request for federal pay in­ 
creases, thus assuring that some 
four million civilian and military 
government workers will get a 
pay increase of at least 4.83 per 
cent. 
The President will decide 
before Oct. 1 on one of three 
recommendations for pay boosts 
for the government workers. 
The average increase of 4.83 
per cent was recommended by 
the director of the Office of 
Management and Budget and 
the chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission at an estimated cost 
of about $2 5 billion. 
Die Federal Employes Pay 
Council, made up of a group of 
union leaders, has proposed an 
across-the-board increase of 8 2 
per cent. 
The President’s advisory com­ 
mittee on federal pay, made up 
of pay expels from the private 
sector, has a recommendation, 
not yet made public, but 
reported to be above the 4.83 per 
cent recommended by the 
government officials. 
Since he does not plan to sub­ 
mit his own plan, Ford will have 
to decide from among the three 
recommendations.

Tuesday. 


The march ended at a shop- 


ping center parking lot. where 
several hundred busing op- 
ponents joined in for a 
demonstration. McDaniei es- 
timated the size of the crowd at 
that time at about 1.150. 


The demonstrators sat down 


in the highway. McDaniei said. 


"They were throwing rocks, 


bottles and they started a big 
fire." he said. 


Riot-equipped police were 


called to the scene and fired tear 
gas canisters after giving a five- 
minute warning to disperse. 


"We gave them a warning and 


a countdown each minute." he 
said. "They didn't respond so we 
fired several things of tear gas at 
them." 


Louisville Police Chief John 


Nevin said the crowd broke up 
about 8:30 p.m. McDaniei said 
small groups of demonstrators 
remained on the street about an 
hour and a half later, and some 
small fires were still burning. 


No injuries were reported. 
Police said six persons were 


arrested — two on charges of 
disorderly conduct, two on 
charges of driving while in- 
toxicated and two others on 
charges of third-degree criminal 
mischief. 


The demonstration took piace 


near Southern High School on 
Frestor. Highway — the site of 
one of the largest and most 
v i o l e n t 
a n t i b u s i n g 


demonstrations last year. 


Nevin said more than 60 of his 


officers were on the scene 
Tuesday night. "We didn't have 
to commit them, but we were 
here." he said. 


Mexican Devaluation 
To Give Tourists Break 


MEXICO CITY (APi - The 


Mexican peso — tied to the 
dollar without a devaluation for 
almost 20 years — will be 
allowed to float. Treasury 
Secretary Ramon Beteta said 
Tuesday. 


International banking sources 


in Mexico City said the peso 
probablv would stabilize at 
about 20 to the dollar. The 
current fixed rate is 12 
;,-2. 


The immediate effect of the 


float — if the predictions of a 
decreased value prove accurate 
— will be to make Mexican 
products cheaper for foreign 
buyers and imported products 
more expensive domestically. 


American tourists would get a 


break, receiving more pesos for 
their dollars. Tourism is 
Mexico's frggest industry. 


The decision to let the peso 


float, taken by President Luis 
Echeverria. came as Mexico 
faced one of its worst financial 
situations in years. 


One factor Beteta cited was 


the nation's increasing balance 
of payments deficit. 


Mexico's annual foreign trade 


deficit has grown by mere than 
400 per cent since 1970 to about 
$4 billion. About two thirds of 
Mexico's foreign trade is with 
the United States. 


Beteta indicated the govern- 


ment is aware of the inflationary 
impact of devaluation-upon the 
economy. He said the govern- 
ment will establish monetary 
controls to try to keep 
speculators from taking advan- 
tage of the devaluation. 


He said there will be a tax on 


exported products and a tax on 
"excessive profits."

Palmer Man 
Offers Land

S ou th east Neb rask a Bu reau 
Beatrice — Now h ere are some n eigh b ors 
wh o n ever comp lain ab ou t th e k id d own th e 
b lock . Not wh en th at k id is you r own k id sister. 
Living side by side on "Day Avenue” — ac­ 
tually the 600 block of South 3rd St. — are the five 
Day sisters. But for half a century or so they’ve 
been known as Bertha Emal, Elsie Vanderhook, 
Pearl Bergstraesser, Zella Howe and Leah Baete. 
The five have seldom been far apart, all living 
in the Beatrice area except for Leah’s one brief 
stint in Delaware. But it wasn’t until Bertha 
moved across town a year ago that they were fully 
united elbow to elbow. 
It was Elsie, now middle-ager of the group at 
77, who first staked claim in the block in 1926. 
Leah became a neighbor several years later, 
followed by Mother Day. When the latter died, 
Pearl purchased her home and the sisterhood was 
well on its way. 
"People are always asking how we can ever 
get along, but there hasn’t been a real quarrel 
yet,’’ said Bertha, the senior at a sprightly 85. The 
other sisters range in age down to 68. 
All getting together “every two or three 
days,” the quintet mostly talks of offspring 
scattered far beyond Beatrice. They also discuss 
Bertha’s and Zella’s participation in the Beatrice 


State Home Foster Grandparents program and 
Elsie’s serving of lunches at Stoddard elementary 
school. 
"This is one busy block — we garden and can 
and quilt and talk while we’re doing them all,” 
said Mrs. Vanderhook, whose home seems to at­ 
tract the most gatherings. "Bertha and I quilt at 
Homestead Monument about once a week. She 
also is a great hand to read the Bible and lead us 
in religious discussions.” 
All the women are members of the Church of 
Christ. With three of the sisters widowed, there is 
always a surplus of carpentry for Elsie’s husband, 
Roy, and Leah’s husband, Adolph. 
Incidentally, the houses on either end of the 
block are "almost family,” occupied by longtime 
friends Mrs. Arlene O’Donnell and Mrs. Birdie 
Miller. Also sharing in most of the gatherings is 
Mrs. Fern Davis, who lives with Pearl and whose 
daughter married Pearl’s son. 
The clan really took over the block at a 
Fourth of July reunion. For three days they pic­ 
nicked and talked old times and even staged their 
own front-lawn church service. 
There was much reminiscing of their late 
parents, Wesley and Lucy Day, and the farm 
southeast of Pickrell where the family grew up. 
Of six daughters and three sons, only the sister- 
neighbors survive. 
Yarbrough Admits Guilt 
In Fairbury Murder

S ou th east Neb rask a Bu reau 
Fairbury — Scheduled to face 
a Jefferson County jury in one 
week on a first-degree murder 
charge, Floyd James Yarbrough 
made a surprise guilty plea to a 
reduced charge of second-degree 
murder Tuesday morning. 


Three weeks ago, the defen­ 
dant, 22, pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity to slaying 
Cathy Jo Parker of Fairbury on 
Feb. 7. Scheduled to begin Sept. 
8 was Yarbrough's trial on the 
charge that he killed Miss 
Parker "while perpetrating or 
attempting to perpetrate first- 
degree sexual assault (rape).” 
Jefferson County Atty. James 
McKernan noted that the 
amended* complaint was the 
result of plea bargaining, which 
was accepted Tuesday by 
District Judge William Rist. 
Yarbrough agreed to withdrawal 
of the insanity plea and substitu­ 
tion of the prosecution’s charge. 


“Mr. Yarbrough, did you kill 
Cathy Parker?” the judge asked 
at one point during the hearing. 
“Yes, your honor,” replied the 
defendant. 


The judge ordered a 


presentence investigation and 
set a 10 a.m. Sept. 28 hearing on 
disposition. The offense as 
amended, killing "without 
deliberation or premeditation,” 
carries a penalty of 10 years to 
life imprisonment. 


Reading from a psychiatric 
report by Dr. Jack Anderson of 
Lincoln, the judge noted its con­ 
clusion that Yarbrough's “ability 
was somewhat impaired jto dis­ 
tinguish between right and 
wrong” at the time of the crime. 
Rist pointed out that this could 
bolster an insanity plea, but Yar­ 
brough and attorney Lyle Koenig 
of Hebron still asked to 
withdraw that original plea. 


McKernan said Miss Parker's 
father concurred in the plea- 
bargaining decision and even 
"urged" that the charge be 
reduced. The attorney noted that 
a trial would be "an emotional 
and physical problem” for Miss 
Parker’s family. 


Later, McKernan told a* 
reporter that he is "satisfied that 
justice has been served” through 
the plea bargaining. It alleviated 
one concern, he explained, (hat 
the type of first degree charge 
(linked to rape) would have

Palmer resident, Marvin M. 
Miller, has suggested that the 
Hall County Board use 120 acres 
of land in southwestern Nance 
County for a landfill site.

The county attorney said one 
witness, Bill Evans of Lincoln, 
would testify that he was with 
Miss Parker at a Fairbury party 
when Yarbrough “attempted to 
get close to her.” The two men 
later argued in front of the girl's 
home, Yarbrough and Miss 
Parker then disappearing. 
McKernan said the prosecu­ 
tion could link clothing fibers 
and blood samples from the 
crime scene to the defendant. 
And, he added, Mrs. Arleen 
Thompson, owner of the Onyx 
Hotel, where Miss Parker’s body 
was found, would reiterate 
preliminary hearing testimony 
that Yarbrough and Miss Parker 
were in the building the morning 
of her death. 


Yarbrough has been confined 
in the Nebraska Penal Complex 
since the preliminary hearing, 
undergoing psychiatric evalua­ 
tion part of the time. 
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Two To Leave 
Army Academy 


West Point, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Two women cadets at West 
Point said Tuesday they will 
leave the military academy now 
that cadet basic training is over. 


Eight weeks ago, at the begin- 


ning of basic training — known 
as "beast barracks" — there 
were 199 women cadets and I,- 
366 new male cadets in the 
academy's class of 1980, the first 
that admitted women. 


But when the sweat-soaked 


cadets ended the training with a 
40.mile hike Tuesday from Lake 
Frederick, the training site, the 
academy was down to 102 
women and 1,234 men. More 
iadets may leave before classes 
begin in 10 days. 


Female cadets Gertrude B. 


Huffman, of Exeter, Calif, and 
(Gay Gray, of Dallas, told UPI 
•they are leaving as soon as possi- 
ble, and there were unconfirmed 
reports that six other women are 
Tconsidering leaving. 
- At 14.6%, the attrition for 
•female cadets is higher than the 
9.6% for the men. But both 
percentages are higher than 
•those at the Air Force Academy, 
where attrition among women is 
below 3%. 


The women at West Point 


have been having trouble with 
physical training and only 70 of 
them were in condition to par- 
ticipate in marches and runs in 
the last leg of training at Lake 
Frederick during the last six 
days. 


Thirty-one per cent of the 


female cadets were physically in- 
capacitated before drill started 
at Lake Frederick. 


Cadet Gray said she just got 


out of the hospital for treatment 
of a peptic ulcer. 


Cadet Huffman, valedictorian 


of her high school class in 
Exeter, said the mental stress 
was the worst. But not all 
women cadets said they would 
give up. 


Cadet Robin R. Fennessey of 


Dyersville, Iowa, said, "I won't 
let them'get me down," 
referring to "overt resentment" 
over women by male cadets. 


Cadet Joan Zech, her foot in a

The economic impact of Nebraska’s 
drouth-caused 1400 million crop loss may 
be spread over several years, according to 
fiscal experts in Nebraska. 
State Tax Commissioner William Peters 
declined to predict the effect of the loss on 
state revenues, but he did suggest that it 
"may be two or three years before we can 
tell you what it cost in terms of lost taxes. 
“You can't just take 3% of the loss 
because much of what farmers buy is not 
under the sales tax. It will have to show up 
eventually in lost retail sales, but with the 


normal delay in the spending of farm in­ 
come, we just haven’t been able to quantify 
it.” 
"Retail sales are probably the best 
barometer, but we won’t know until the 
last quarter the extent of the effect,” said 
Dr. Edward Hauswald of the University of 
Nebraska Bureau of Business Research. 


“ Retail sales are still more than 12% 
above last year after correction for price 
changes. There was some flattening out of 
retail sales in April and May, but it is still 
above last year.” 
Hauswald said Nebraska has q much 


lower rate of unemployment in the non­ 
farm sector than the rest of the nation, 
which tends to offset farm income losses 
somewhat. 
LeRoy Barry of Omaha, executive 
secretary of the Midwest Farm Equipment 
Dealers Assn., predicts the effect will be 
small as long as farmers can borrow 
money. 


"Farmers still need machines and parts, 
even if they don’t produce a crop,” he said. 
"They still have to plow, plant and 
everything but harvest, so they need equip­ 
ment. Most dealers and bankers are still' 


extending credit. 
“We will see an effect immediately if the 
farmers run out of credit.” 
1 “We have some younger farmers who 
have lost a crop three years in a row and 
who have just about run out of equity. 
Some already are making payments on low- 
interest loans,” said Bud Riblett, chief of 
the farm loan division of the Farmers 
Home Administration (FmHA). 
"About $1 in $16 of the loss can be 
covered by the disaster grant program. 
Farmers can qualify for a 5% loan, which 
will help, but the loan does have to be paid 
back, so the long-term effect is to reduce 


the amount farmers will spend in the years 
ahead.” 
Riblett is worried about the rush of loan 
applications. "We will have-a tremendous 
overload of work at the county offices, " he 
said. “Some other types of loans will have 
to wait until we can process the farmers’ 
requests.” 
Kirk Jamison, president of the Lincoln 
Production Credit Assn., noted that in hard 
times farmers tend to do without and even 
borrow less money. 
“We are seeing interest in irrigation 
equipment loans, but other than that, 
farmers are avoiding spending or 


borrowing as much as possible. Low cattle 
prices are discouraging feeding, too, ne 


saj(j 
Some farmers may be forced to quit far­ 
ming and seek other employment, but 
Jamison doesn’t think that will happen to 
many farmers this year. 
“If it is your farm that is lost, it is 100% 
far as you are concerned,” he said. 
“There will be some, but most farmers 
who are willing to cooperate with lenders 
and have demonstrated an ability .to make 
money in the past should be able to sur­ 
vive. It won’t be easy, but most will make 
it.” 
Be a n Yie ld J oins 
Drought Cu rtails First Lady's Wo rm Hu n tin g Efforts 
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Scottsbluff (AP) - As the 1976 
bean crop is taxen to elevators 
around the North Platte Valley, 
about 20 to 25% of the 1975 crop 
remains in storage and unsold. 
Growers say that at a price of 
$14.50 per hundredweight, they 
are breaking even on Great 
Northerns. At $10 for No. 1. pin- 
tos, they are losing money, they 
said. 
"In view of the incoming crop, 
we need a miracle,” said Dale 
Anderson, vice president of Kel­ 
ly Bean Co. of Scottsbluff. 


Dan Vohland, who farms near 
Minatare, said he figures 
production costs, including the 
increased value of machinery 
and land, have climbed about 
10% over one year ago. 
"We can’t stay in business at 
the break-even point and we are 
entitled to a fair prof­ 
it 
We’re in a position that 
some of us have to take a beat­ 
ing in order for others to sur­ 
vive. It’s bad to have to wish 


your neighbor bad luck so you 
can get a decent price,” Vohland 
said. 
Prospects for better prices are 
not good, because the 1976 crop 
is expected to be the biggest the 
state has had, with a predicted 
production of 2,160,000 hun­ 
dredweight, or 15,000 hun­ 
dredweight more than the 
record crop in 1974. 
Wayne Snyder, sales manager 
of Chester B. Brown Bean Co. of 
Morrill, the state’s largest bean 
processing firm, said the 1975 
pinto crop produced a heavy sur­ 
plus. Northerns were not in sur­ 
plus, but were overpriced, he 
said. 
“ Poor yield (1,888,000 hun­ 
dredweight of Northerns and 
pintos combined), led us to be­ 
lieve the crop would be worth 
more money, so we overpriced 
our products for the first half of 
the year for export markets. 
Then, we missed the exports” 
and ended up with a surplus, 
Snyder said.

Nebraska’s crop-scorching drought has hit 
the state’s first lady personally. 
Gov. J. J. Exon’s wife, Pat, complains that 
she can’t find nightcrawlers to replenish a 
dwindling supply of fishing worms she has 
cultivated for three years in the mansion fallout 
shelter. 
"It’s been so dry that you can’t find them. 
I’ve had to resort to buying some,” she said. 
“I don’t know where they’re getting them 
from this summer, they must be imported.” 
Mrs. Exon tries to go fishing at least once a 
week. 


"But time is so hard to come by that when I 
can get away, I don’t have time to shop for bait. 
So I had Jim (the governor) make a box so I could 
raise them myself. Some of these babies take 18 
months to mature,” she says, “and the bigger the 
worm, the bigger the fish.’’ 


An Arkansas worm farmer told her to feed 
them powdered milk and commeal. 


"He also promised to send me some red 
worms but he hasn’t done it yet,” she said. 


The worm project is a few doors down from 
the public bicentennial exhibit of dolls depictiong 


Nebraska's 33 first ladies. 
“It gets a little smelly,” Mrs. Exon said. 
She fishes in a 10-foot aluminum boat, an an­ 
niversary gift. 


"I have a friend with a pickup truck. We’re 
able to load the boat to haul it to the lake. Every 
summer, five of us gals take a week off to go 
fishing,” she said. 
Mrs. Exon goes worm hunting at night after 
it rains. 
“Some might say it isn’t fitting for a first lady 
to be poking around for worms, but the first 
ladies I know are those who do what’s comfor­ 


table for them. 
“I tried to reach Mary Anderson (wife of 
Minnesota Gov. Wendell Anderson) the other day 
and she was out pounding nails on an old farm 
they’ve bought,” she said. 


One of her prize catches is a trout her hus­ 
band proudly displays in a picture on state 
highway maps. 


"They wanted this picture, and he hadn’t 
caught anything by the time he had to make an 
appearance. I told him not to worry, I d get him 
one. I did.” 


F arm Suggestions 
Can Beat Dro u g h t 


What can a dryland farmer or 
rancher do to mitigate the 
effects of the present drought? 
One of the few positive actions 
available was suggested at a 
meeting of the Nebraska Grain 
Marketing and Utilization Com­ 
mittee by Dr. D. G. Hanway, 
chairman of the Agronomy 
Department at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 
His suggestion was to farm, 
where possible, in such a way as 
to conserve every drop of 
moisture possible for next year s 
Crops. 
One way, he said, is to leave as 
much stubble as possible on the 
ground to catch and hold mow 
and reduce runoff when it does 
rain. 
"There was more moisture 
last spring in fields with standing 
stubble than in tilled fields.” he 
said 
If forage supplies are not 
critical when drought damaged 
com or sorghum are cut for 
silage, cut it high, he advised. 
Any extra snow that can be held 
by the stubble next winter will 
increase moisture for the 1977 


crop, he said. 
Cutting high will reduce the 
potential for high nitrates in the 
silage, since nitrates accumulate 
at a higher level in the lower 
parts of the stalks, he said. 
Dr. Robert M. Hill, UNL 
biochemist, said that there are 
high nitrate forage problems 
ahead because of drought- 
stressed com being made into 
silage 
Such silage should be tested 
for nitrates and when the level is 
high it should be diluted with 
lower nitrate forages, such as 
hay, before feeding, be said. 
Dr. M. G. Boosalis told the 
committee that his plant 
pathologists are picking up 
evidence of stalk rot early. Grain 
will be highly susceptible to 
molds this year, he said. 
The committee was formed 
originally to seek ways of over­ 
coming the transportation crisis 
that plagued Nebraska and the 
Midwest for several years. 
The committee generally 
agreed that there is little cause 
for concern about transportation 
for Nebraska grain this year. 


Fish Salvag e Begins 
At Su th erlan d Can al 
By The Associated Preaa 
A fish kill emergency, caused 
by construction of the Gerald A. 
Gentleman Power Rant, has 
been declared effective 
Wednesday for about 25 miles of 
the Sutherland Canal, Eugene T. 
Mahoney, director of the Game 
and Parks Commission, 
reported. 
Water flow in the canal is so 
low "that fish might start dying 
at any moment," Mahoney said. 
The emergency declaration will 
prevent some waste by allowing 
fish to be taken by hand, legal 
minnow seine, dip or landing 
net, or hand spear. These 
methods can be used in addition 
Jo normal methods of hook and 
line and archery. 
The communion has "already 
salvaged fish where it was feasi­ 
ble to do so,” Mahooey’s an­ 
nouncement said.

Fish taken from the canal can­ 
not be sold, bartered, or stocked 
in other bodies of water. 
The emergency declaration 
will extend from Sept. 1 through 
Sept 30 unless ended earlier by 
the commission. 
Drawdown of Sutherland 


Reservoir by the Nebraska 
Public Power District for con­ 
struction of the power facility 
has necessitated drainage of the 
main supply canal into Lake 
Maloney near North Platte, As a 
result, large numbers of fish are 
stranded in remaining pools of 
water. 


"These fish will certainly be 
lost as evaportation and seepage 
continue to reduce water 
levels,” Mahoney said. The 
drawdown is to continue through 
Nov. 15. 
The canal area open to salvage 
is in Lincoln County and extends 
approximately 25 miles from the 
outlet of the structure at 
Sutherland Reservoir to the inlet 
structure at Lake Maloney. 
The emergency declaration 
does not include either reser­ 
voir.

block. Not when that kid is your own kid sister. 


Living side by side on "Day Avenue" - ac- 


tually the 600 block of South 3rd St. - are the five 
Day sisters. But for half a century or so they've 
been known as Bertha Emal, Elsie Vanderhook, 
Pearl Bergstraesser, Zella Howe and Leah Baete. 


The five have seldom been far apart, all living 


in the Beatrice area except for Leah's one brief 
stint in Delaware. But it wasn't until Bertha 
moved across town a year ago that they were fully 
united elbow to elbow. 


It was Elsie, now middle-ager of the group at 


77, who first staked claim in the block in 1926. 
Leah became a neighbor several years later, 
followed by Mother Day. When the latter died, 
Pearl purchased her home and the sisterhood was 
well on its way. 


"People are always asking how we can ever 


get along, but there hasn't been a real quarrel 
yet," said Bertha, the senior at a sprightly 85. The 
other sisters range in age down to 68. 


All getting together "every two or three 


days," the quintet mostly talks of offspring 
scattered far beyond Beatrice. They also discuss 
Bertha's and Zella's participation in the Beatrice 


State Home Foster Grandparents program and 
Elsie's serving of lunches at Stoddard elementary 
school. 


"This is one busy block - we garden and can 


and quilt and talk while we're doing them all," 
said Mrs. Vanderhook, whose home seems to at- 
tract the most gatherings "Bertha and I quilt at 
Homestead Monument about once a week. She 
also is a great hand to read the Bible and lead us 
in religious discussions " 


All the women are members of the Church of 


Christ. With three of the sisters widowed, there is 
always a surplus of carpentry for Elsie's husband, 
Roy, and Leah's husband, Adolph. 


Incidentally, the houses on either end of the 


block are "almost family," occupied by longtime 
friends Mrs. Arlene O'Donnell and Mrs. Birdie 
Miller. Also sharing in most of the gatherings is 
Mrs Fern Davis, who lives with Pearl and whose 
daughter married Pearl's son. 


The clan really took over the block at a 


Fo'irth of July reunion. For three days they pic- 
nicked and talked old times and even staged their 
own front-lawn church service. 


There was much reminiscing of their late 


parents, Wesley and Lucy Day, and the farm 
southeast of Pickrell where the family grew up 
Of six daughters and three sons, only the sister- 
neighbors survive. 


Yarbrough Admits Guilt 
In Fair bury Murder

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Fairbury — Scheduled to face 


a Jefferson County jury ia one 
week on a first-degree murder 
charge, Floyd James Yarbrough 
made a surprise guilty plea to a 
reduced charge of second-degree 
murder Tuesday morning. 


Three weeks ago, the defen- 


dant, 22, pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity to slaying 
Cathy Jo Parker of Fairbury on 
Feb. 7. Scheduled to begin Sept. 
8 was Yarbrough's trial on the 
charge that he killed Miss 
Parker "while perpetrating or 
attempting to perpetrate first- 
degree sexual assault (rape)." 


Jefferson County Arty. James 


McKernan noted that the 
amended- complaint was the 
result of plea bargaining, which 
was accepted Tuesday by 
District Judge William Rist. 
Yarbrough agreed to withdrawal 
of the insanity plea and substitu- 
tion of the prosecution's charge. 


"Mr. Yarbrough, did you kill 


Cathy Parker?" the judge asked 
at one point during the hearing. 


"Yes, your honor," replied the 


defendant. 


The judge ordered a 


presentence investigation and 
set a 10 a.m Sept. 28 hearing on 
disposition The offense as 
amended, killing "without 
deliberation or premeditation," 
carries a penalty of 10 years to 
life imprisonment. 


Reading from a psychiatric 


report by Dr. Jack Anderson of 
Lincoln, the judge noted its con- 
clusion that Yarbrough's "ability 
was somewhat impaired Jo dis- 
tinguish between right and 
wrong" at the time of the crime. 
Rist pointed out that this could 
bolster an insanity plea, but Yar- 
brough and attorney Lyle Koenig 
of Hebron still asked to 
withdraw that original plea. 


McKernan said Miss Parker's 


father concurred in the plea- 
bargaining decision and even 
"urged" that the charge be 
reduced. The attorney noted that 
a trial would be "an emotional 
and physical problem" for Miss 
Parker's family. 


Later, McKernan told a 


reporter that he is "satisfied that 
justice has been served" through 
the plea bargaining. It alleviated 
one concern, he explained, fhat 
the type of first degree charge 
(linked to rape) would have 


given a jury no leaway to con- 
sider second degree murder or 
manslaughter as alternatives 


"It would have been a matter 


of guilt or innocence — period," 
he explained Under the first 
degree sex charge, it aiso would 
have beer a matter of falling or 
rising on that alone." 


The county attorney said one 


witness, Bill Evans of Lincoln, 
would testify that he was with 
Miss Parker at a Fairbury party 
when Yarbrough "attempted to 
get close to her." The two men 
later argued in front of the girl's 
home, Yarbrough and Miss 
Parker then disappearing. 


McKernan said the prosecu- 


tion could link clothing fibers 
and blood samples from the 
crime scene to the defendant. 
And, he added, Mrs. Arleen 
Thompson, owner of the Onyx 
Hotel, where Miss Parker's body 
was found, would reiterate 
preliminary hearing testimony 
that Yarbrough and Miss Parker 
were in the building the morning 
of her death. 


Yarbrough has been confined 


in the Nebraska Penal Complex 
since the preliminary hearing, 
undergoing psychiatric evalua- 
tion part of the tune.

drouth-caused $400 million crop loss may 
be spread over several years, according to 
fiscal experts in Nebraska 


State Tax Commissioner William Peters 


declined to predict the effect of the loss on 
state revenues, but he did suggest that it 
"may be two or three years before we can 
tell you what it cost in terms of lost taxes 


"You 
can t just take 3<"c of the loss 


because much of what farmers buy is not 
under the sales tax It will have to show up 
eventually in lost retail sales, but with the 


normal delay in the spending of farm in- 
come, we just haven't been able to quantify 
it 


"Retail sales are probably the best 


barometer, but we won't know until the 
last quarter the extent of the effect," said 
Dr Edward Hauswald of the University of 
Nebraska Bureau of Business Research. 


' Retail sales are still more than 12% 


above last year after correction for price 
changes There was some flattening out of 
retail sales in April and May, but it is still 
above last year " 


HauswdH said Nebraska has a much 


lower rate of unemployment in the non- 
farm sector than the rest of the nation, 
which tends to offset farm income losses 
somewhat 


LeRoy Barry of Omaha, executive 


secretary of the Midwest Farm Equipment 
Dealers Assn, predicts the effect will be 
small as long as farmers can borrow 
money 


' Farmers still need machines and parts, 


even if they don't produce a crop," he said 
"They still have to plow, plant and 
everything but harvest, so they need equip- 
ment Most dealers and bankers are still 


extending credit 


"We will see an effect immediately if the 


farmers run out of credit" 


i "We have some younger farmers who 
have lost a crop three years in a row and 
who have just about run out of equity 
Some already are making payments on low- 
interest loans," said Bud Riblett, chief of 
the farm loan division of the Farmers 
Home Administration (FmHA) 


"About $1 in $16 of the loss can be 


covered by the disaster grant program 
Farmers can qualify for a 5% loan, which 
will help, but the loan does have to be paid 
back, so the long-term effect is to reduce 


the amount farmers will spend in the years 
ahead 


Riblett is worried about the rush of loan 


applications "We will have a tremendous 
overload of work at the county offices,' he 
said "Some other types of loans will have 
to wait until we can process the farmers' 
requests ' 


Kirk Jamison, president of the Lincoln 


Production Credit Assn , noted that in hard 
times farmers tend to do without and even 
borrow less money 


' We are seeing interest in irrigation 


equipment loans, but other than that, 
'armers are avoiding spending or 


borrowing as much as possible Low cattle 
prices are discouraging feeding, too, ne 


"some farmers may be forced to quit far- 
ming and seek other employment, but 
Jamison doesn't think that will happen to 
manv farmers this year 


"If it is your farm that is lost, it is 100% 


UJ far as you are concerned," he said 
There will be some, but most fanners

"We can't stay in business at 


the break-even point and we are 
entitled to a fair prof- 
it 
We're in a position that 


some of us have to take a beat- 
ing in order for others to sur- 
vive It's bad to have to wish 


your neighbor bad luck so you 
can get a decent price," Vohland 
said 


Prospects for better prices are 


not good, because the 197" crop 
is expected to be the biggest the 
state has had, with a predicted 
production of 2,160,000 hun- 
dredweight, or 15,000 hun- 
dredweight more than the 
record crop in 1974 


Wayne Snyder, sales manager 


of Chester B Brown Bean Co of 
Momll the state's largest bean 
processing firm, said the 1975 
pinto crop produced a heavy sur- 
plus Northerns were not in sur- 
plus, but were overpriced, he 
said 


"Poor yield (1,888,000 hun- 


dredweight of Northerns and 
pintos combined), led us to be-

Can Beat Drought 
' What can a dryland farmer or 
rancher do to mitigate the 
effects of the present drought0 


One of the few positive actions 


available was suggested at a 
meeting of the Nebraska Grain 
Marketing and Utilization Com- 
mittee by Dr D G Hanway, 
chairman of the Agronomy 
Department at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 


His suggestion was to farm, 


where possible, in such a way as 
to conserve every drop of 
moisture possible for next year's 
crops 


One way, he said, is to leave as 


much stubble as possible on the 
ground to catch and hold snow 
and reduce runoff wben it does 
rain. 


"There was more moisture 


last spring in fields with standing 
stubble than in tilled fields," he 
said 


If forage supplies are not 


critical when drought damaged 
com or sorghum are cut for 
s:lage, cut it high, he advised 
Any extra snow that can be held 
by the stubble next winter will 
increase moisture for the 1977 


crop, he said 


Cutting high will reduce the 


potential for high nitrates in the 
silage, since nitrates accumulate 
at a higher level in the lower 
parts of the stalks, he said. 


Dr Robert M Hill, UNL 


biochemist, said that there are 
high nitrate forage problems 
ahead because of drought- 
stressed corn being made into 
silage 


Such silage should be tested 


for nitrates and when the level is 
high it should be diluted with 
lower nitrate forages, such as 
hay, before feeding, he said. 


Dr. M. G. Boosaus told the 


committee that his plant 
pathologists are picking up 
evidence of stalk rot early Grain 
will be highly susceptible to 
molds this year, he said 


The committee was formed 


originally to seek ways of over- 
coming the transportation crisis 
that plagued Nebraska and the 
Midwest for several years.

Omaha (UPI) — Nebraska's 
chief federal judge Tuesday 
refused to dismiss a lawsuit 
against Gov. J James Exon and 
Secretary of State Alien J. Beer- 
mann seeking to have a portion 
of the state’s election law 
declared unconstitutional and to 
place the names of t wo presiden­ 
tial candidates on the state's 
Nov. 2 general election ballot. 
U S District Judge Warren K 
Urbom said his denial of the mo­ 
tion filed by the State of 
Nebraska didn't indicate the 
state didn’t have a case. 
Urbom gave Assistant Atty. 
Gen. Teny Schaff until Friday to 
file a brief in response to the suit 
by former U.S. Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy. D-Minn., and four 
Nebraskans seeking to become 
Electoral College members if he 
wins. 
Urbom acknowledged a deci­ 
sion in the case should be 
reached as rapidly as possible 
because of the closeness of the 
election, but added that a ruling 
must be “something we will all 
have to live with for a long 
time.” 
McCarthy, an unsuccessful 
candiate for the 1968 Democratic 
presidential nomination, k 
seeking the presidency this year 
as an independent candiate. He 
has been joined in the Nebraska 
suit by Roger MacBride of 
Virginia, the Libertarian Party’s 
presidential candidate. 
Urbom heard arguments on 
the McCarthy case with Appeals 
Judge Donald P. Lay and U.S. 
District Judge Robert V. 
Denney, both of Omaha, and on 
the MacBride case by himself 
In an affidavit, McCarthy said 
he has become "seriously con­ 
cerned” about the way in which 
political parties “monopolize 
debate on issues and seek to 
limit the voters’ opinions to their 
own candidates.” 
“I believe that an independent 
presidential challenge is 
necessary to provide voters an 
alternative choice on substantive 
issues and also to open the 
political process to independent 
voters and to others who are dis­ 
illusioned with the political par­ 
ties.” 
McCarthy said his presidential 
campaign was a "serious effort.” 
Beermann, however, contends 
Nebraska law prohibits him 


from placing McCarthy’s name 
or that of any independent 
presidential candidate on the 
Nov. 2 ballot. 
M cCarthy’s attorneys, 
Margaret Hombeck and Teresa 
Luthern, both of Lincoln, argued 
Beermann’s holding the 
McCarthy petitions meant he 
was refusing to place McCarthy’s 
name on the ballot and thus 
federal relief was needed. 
Ms. Hombeck and Ms. Luther 
urged the judges to strike from 
Nebraska law the provision 
allowing only candidates from 
political parties to be on the 
presidential ballot. 
They said a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision in a 1973 Califor­ 
nia case could serve as a model 
for replacing the Nebraska 
statute in question. In Storer vs. 
Brown, the Supreme Court ruled 
a candidate such as McCarthy 
need only be a “serious” one, 
truly independent and have a 
base of public support to be on 
the ballot. 
Ms Hombeck said the right to 
vote for the candidate of one’s 
choice was one of the “most im­ 
portant" Americans enjoy. 
Schapp told the three-judge 
panel the Nebraska McCarthy 
supporters waited until Aug. 24, 
“the very last day,” to file their 
petitions with Beermann when 
they could have filed them 
"months before.” 
"They waited until the very 
last minute,” Schapp said, ad­ 
ding Sept. 8 was the “very last 
date" a name could be placed on 
the November ballot. 


In addition, Schapp said there 
was a “ very very serious 
question” of federal jurisdiction 
in the case. He cited the 12th 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution which, in part, 
gives the states the authority to 
conduct presidential elections. 
Although MacBride is a 
member of a political party, his 
legal counsel said it was not 
recognized in Nebraska and thus 
MacBride was in the same posi­ 
tion as McCarthy. 


Schaap noted the American 
Party, for example, complied 
with Nebraska law to make the 
November ballot and said the 
Libertarian Party could have 
gone the same route had it 
desired to do so. 


NPPD Rates Will Not Drop 
Columbus (UPI) — The Nebraska Power District has decided 
against reducing its rates this year for wholesale power. Dil 
Blatchford, an NPPD assistant general manager, said Tuesday a 
majority of its wholesale customers asked the power district to 
leave the production cost adjustment portion of the wholesale rate 
at its present level for the remainder of calendar 1976. 


Part Of NAD Rail Lino For Sale 


Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) — A portion of a rail line with ease­ 
ment at the former Naval Ammunition Depot near Hastings, Neb., 
will be offered for public sale, the regional administrator of the 
General Services Administration said Tuesday. H. D. Harvell said 
the rail line consists of about 2,430 linear feet for continued in- 
place-use and the easement covers a 50-foot wide strip over about 
2.79 acres. 


Fort Calhoun Water Loans OKd 
Washington (AP) - The Farmers Home Administration said 
Tuesday it will make a 40-year, 5% loan of $450,000 and a grant of 
$430,000 to the city of Fort Calhoun, Neb., for its water system. In 
addition, the FHA said it has approved a similar loan of $300,000 to 
the Papio Natural Resources District for the same water system. 
The loans and grant will provide funding for a water source for 248 
users in»Fort Calhoun and a water source and delivery system for 50 
rural users between Fort Calhoun and Omaha, the FHA said. 


Omaha (AP) — Are federal 
judges covered by the federal 
Tort.Claims Act, which protects 
a number of other federal of­ 
ficials, including the President, 
from personal liability for 
damages incurred in the course 
of their jobs? 


The question will first have to 
be answered by U.S. District 
Judge William C. Hanson of Des 
Moines, Iowa. 
Hanson was here Tuesday to 
hold a hearing in a case involving 
U.S. District Judge Robert V. 
Denney of Omaha. 


A Sarpy County couple, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward LePatourel, 
filed suit against Denney in con­ 
nection with an auto accident 
four years ago on Interstate 80 in 
Sarpy County. 
The couple claims Denney’s 
negligence led to the accident, in 
which Denney ’s car rammed the 
rear of the LePatourel vehicle, 
according to court records. 


The LePatourels contend that 
as a result of the accident, Mrs. 
LePatourel suffered "severe in­ 


juries,” including the loss of her 
left eye, trauma, bruises, broken 
bones and brain damage, and 
that said injuries later led to a 
stroke which left her partially 
paralyzed. 


The couple is asking, more 
than $14,000 in damages to cover 
medical expenses, plus other 
“general damages” as the court 
declares. 


The suit originally was filed in 
a state court, but the U.S. at­ 
torney’s office here moved to 
have the case switched to federal 
court, and substituted the 
federal government for Denney 
as the defendant. 


The government claims that 
under the federal Tort Claims 
Act and the federal Drivers Act, 
Denney is not personally accoun­ 
table for the damages incurred 
because he is protected from 
personal liability by federal law. 


Arguing for the government, 
Assistant U.S. Atty. Thomas 
Thalken said the accident oc­ 
curred as Denney, his law clerk 


and a secretary were returning 
from North Platte, where 
Denney had been hearing cases. 
Thalken said Denney was 
returning to Omaha to confer 
with a law clerk on his upcoming 
docket. 


“The actions of Judge Denney 
were totally within the scope of 
the performance of his duties, 
said Thalken, adding .that 
Denney was and still is a govern­ 
ment employe, and should be 
covered by the Torts Act. 


However, Thalken and Hanson 
both admitted that the case is a 
"novel” one, and that other 
federal officials are watching it 
closely because "no case directly 
in point is to be found” involving 
a judge who is traveling to or 
from his job in the district. 
Arguing for the LePatourels, 
Omaha attorney Thomas J 
Culhane contends that the Tort 
Claims Act does not specifically 
include members of the federal 
judiciary. 


He also said that no gain 
protection under the act, the ac­ 


tion which caused the damage 
must be in the exercise or per­ 
formance of t h e duties of the of­ 
fice, not incidental to it. 


While admitting that the 
federal judiciary is not 
specifically named in the 
tion, Thalken countered that the 
U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 
that the act should be given a 
broad, liberal interpretation, 
and that such an interpretation 
would clearly show that Denney 
is covered, 


The plaintiffs are asking that 
the case be remanded to the 
state court, and that Denney be 
reinstated as the defendant, 
while the government is asking 
Hanson for a summary judgment 
in its favor because the govern­ 
ment has assumed responsibility 
for “tortious acts" of judges and 
that the statute of limitations u i j- 
der the Tort Claims Act has 
expired. 


Hanson took the case under 
advisement, and did not give an 
indication as to when he might 
rule.

When I 
started do ing the teletho n I was 24; I’m

special so lutio n that deadened the pain. 
“ Last y ear I went witho ut sleep fo r 77 
straight ho urs, befo re and during the sho w. It’s 
no t humanly po ssible, but I did it. My kids are 
dy ing while I’m do ing the sho w. When I realize 
that the do cto rs are getting clo ser and clo ser to a 
cure, there’s no way that I can get tired.” 
The co median had flo wn here fo r an inter­ 
view, then was fly ing back to a Las Vegas engage­ 
ment. “ I take a few weeks o ut o f the y ear to earn 
a few bucks fo r my family ,” he remarked.

“ I never wanted to seem bo ggy o n the sho w. 
But when peo ple are giving y o u mo ney , y o u’d 
better listen to what they want.” 
Why Jerry Lewis has devo ted such time and 
energy to the M.D.A. will remain a my stery until 
a cure is fo und. That’s what he insists, declaring 
that no t even his wife Patti no r his children kno w 
the reaso n.

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Dr. Forsberg Leaving 
'Remarkable' Church

A church lives to serve; if it doesn’t, it should 
be out of business. 
This is the opinion of Dr. Clarence Forsberg, 
who is stepping down from the pulpit at St. Paul 
United Methodist Church which he has served for 
14 years to serve the Missouri United Methodist 
Church at Columbia, Mo. 
Noting that more and more the church sees 
itself as a servant of the community and less as an 
exclusive house where people hold a 
membership, Dr. Forsberg said that St. Paul 
United Methodist is a "remarkable” church 
which feels it belongs to the community. 
The church has the opportunity to affect the 
lives of the community it serves — and St. Paul 
United Methodist has survived and grown 
because it took advantage of this opportunity, Dr. 
Forsberg believes. 
"It’s an unusual church,” he said, adding that 
when he came to St. Paul United Methodist as its 
senior minister in 1962, " I thought I was the 
luckiest guy in the world to have a chance to 
come to this pulpit.” 


Leaving with mixed emotions, Dr. Forsberg 
said St. Paul United Methodist is one of a minori­ 
ty of downtown churches that has shown consis­ 
tent growth. 
Looking forward to his new assignment, he 
said he sees challenges in any new assignment 
and views his departure from Lincoln as an "op­ 
portunity" for St. Paul United Methodist Church. 
When one has served a long period of time in 
one place, there is a tendency to miss significant 
things which may be apparent to a new person, he 
said, adding that a change brings a “new voice 
and new ideas.” 
A great admirer of the preaching ability of 
now retired Bishop Gerald Kennedy who served 
St. Paul United Methodist Church some years 
ago, Dr. Forsberg believes “preaching is more 
important than anybody realizes, and it is a mis­ 
take to underestimate preaching.” 
With more emphasis on the church as a ser­ 


vant of the community with its constituency 
extending far beyond the church membership 
rolls, Dr. Forsberg sees the church in an 
evangelistic role identified with Jesus rather than 
with evangelism when it comes to membership. 
Well-known for his weekly book reviews on 
the Nebraska Educational television network for 
14 seasons, Dr. Forsberg said this is one of the 
associations in Lincoln which he will miss when 
he leaves. 
"It provided me with another point of con­ 
tact with the state and community,” he said, ad­ 
ding that he feels a minister does himself and his 
church a favor if he broadens his scope beyond 
the confines of the church. 
He said he has also enjoyed his many other 
community and state involvements which are 
"necessary for emotional and spiritual health.” 
The 56-year-old minister said he sympathizes 
with the ministers who are leaving the profession 
for other jobs which are less demanding of one’s 
time and which offer better financial oppor­ 
tunities 
The ministry is just like a marriage — if it 
isn't working out and the individual isn’t happy, 
then he or she “should get out,” he said. 
Noting that the church has become more un­ 
derstanding about divorce in recent years, Dr. 
Forsberg said that he feels that “when a marriage 
dies, it probably should be terminated.” 
And when the feeling for the ministry dies, 
that relationship should also be terminated, he 
said. 
However, for Dr. Forsberg, the rewards out- 
weight the disadvantages and he wants to con­ 
tinue "to share people s lives and preach.” 
Quoting Bishop Kennedy, Dr. Forsberg said 
the "church has paid him for doing what he 
would gladly pay to do.” 
Dr. Forsberg, who will preach his last ser­ 
mon in Lincoln Sept. 19, will replace Bishop 
Monk Bryan, who has been appointed the new 
presiding bishop of the Nebraska Area of the 
Methodist Church. 
No successor has been named for Dr. 
Forsberg at St. Paul United Methodist. 


Consultant Says Compromise 
Needed On Plan For Growth

Unless compromises can be at­ 
tained, Lincoln will have no real 
blueprint for future growth, a 
consultant told squabbling of­ 
ficials Tuesday. 
"You’ve got to have a process 
by which your various view­ 
points come together so you can 
melt them together in one plan,” 
Barton-Aschmann consultant 
Rod Engelen said. 


Barton-Aschmann consultants 
are visiting Lincoln during por­ 
tions of the next two weeks as 
part of the effort to put the Com­ 
prehensive Plan, the so-called 
blueprint for the future, into 
final form by the end of the year. 
The total Comprehensive Plan 
includes everything from 
proposed new libraries and fire 
stations to sewer line develop­ 
ment. 
But throughout the planning 
process the most bitterly fought 
issue has been the transportation 
plan and a Tuesday morning 
meeting of the consultants and a 
host of local officials ran true to 
form. 
Contrary to some statements 
by local officials that the con- 


sultants are working with more 
than one street improvement 
plan, Engelen said his firm is 
working only with the transpor­ 
tation plan approved by the City- 
County 
Planning Com­ 
mission. .. That decision by 
the commission stirred wrath, 
since it ignored votes by citizens 
participating in the Goals and 
Policies Committee and a vote 
by the County Board and City 
Council meeting jointly. 


After hearing from Engelen 
and City Attorney Charles Hum­ 
ble that Barton-Aschmann was 
following the terms of its con­ 
tract in following the direction 
of the planning commission, 
Councilman Bob Jeambey and 
County Board Chairman Bruce 
Hamilton questioned whether 
the county board and council 
had any real voice at this stage 
on the planning process. 
"Why should I sweat myself 
when the decision that’s going to 
matter comes from the planning 
commission?” Jeambey asked. 


Hamilton said “ maybe we 
should just let the planning com­ 
mission do it all and then just 
vote it up or vote it down.” 
The final approval of the Com- 


prehensive Plan com« from 
elected officials, leading to 
frequent criticism that the plan­ 
ning commission is wasting 
money by creating a plan 
destined for disapproval. 
Despite the fervor with which 
defenders of the two contending 
plans boost ther 
Engelen said "Frankly, we don t 
see a whole lot of difference 
between the plans. ” 
Engelen said the most critical 
feature of transportation plan­ 
ning revolves around the possi­ 
ble widening of Normal Blvd. 
and the proposed construction of 
some type of Northeast Radial. 
In a statement sure to raise 
eyebrows in some quarters, 
Engelen said that the two 
proposal are a good compromise 
between the wish to move traffic 
speedily and the wish to avoid 
disrupting neighborhoods. 
Despite the expression of dis­ 
content by some officials, they 
agreed to hold another large 
meeting next week in an attempt 
to resolve their differences. In 
the meantime consultants will 
be meeting with department 
heads. The planning commission 
also plans to have a meeting of 
its own on the remaining issues.

Two Death Penalties Challenged

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The Douglas County Public 
Defender’s office Tuesday asked 
the Nebraska Supreme Court to 
reverse a death sentence Im­ 
posed on John Rust, claiming 
the state’s death penalty law is 
invalid. 
In filing the written brief in 
the Rust murder case, the 
defender's office also filed a new 
brief in the Rodney Stewart 
murder case. The original brief 
filed in Stewart’s behalf was 
filed prior to the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s summer decision on 
capital punishment. 
Rust and Stewart are both 
from Omaha and both are on 
death row. They also share at­ 
torney Stanley Krieger of the 
defender’s office. 
Rust was convicted of first 
degree murder in the commis­ 
sion of another crime. A private 
citizen, Michael Kellogg, was 


killed during a gun bat­ 
tle with police which followed a 
Hinky Dinky grocery store 
robbery on Feb. 21,1975. 
Stewart, 16-years-old at the 
time, was convicted of first 
degree murder in the shooting 
death of Thomas Ehlers on Jan. 
15, 1975, during an argument 
prompted by a drug sale dispute. 
Seriously wounded in the inci­ 
dent was Daniel Evans. The van 
in which the argument occurred 
was set on fire. Evans managed 
to crawl out. 
As he did in the original brief, 
Kreiger said Nebraska’s 1973 
death penalty law did not over­ 
come objections the U.S. 
Supreme Court raised in its land­ 
mark decision of 1972 which 
struck down as unconstitutional 
all state capital punishment 
laws. 
He said there is still too much 
room for prejudice, morning 


that some people are more likely 
to get the death sentence than 
others even though nearly iden­ 
tical crimes are involved. 
Krieger said that can occur 
because there is too much room 
for discretion on the part of the 
prosecuting attorney, who is not 
required to file first degree 
murder charges in homicide 
cases, on the part of the 
judiciary and even on the part of 
the Nebraska Pardon Board, 
which has the power to com­ 
mute death to life imprison­ 
ment. 


The law s provisions “cannot, 
and in fact do not, eliminate dis­ 
criminatory, arbitrary and 
capricious decisions by judges 
who for one reason or another 
have their own view of what 
should be done” the attorney 
said. 
Under the law, only a judge or 


panel of judges can decide 
whether to impose death. 
Krieger said in order to meet 
constitutional tests, juries 
should have the same authority. 
The attorney also addressed in 
both briefs an issue raised by 
this summer’s U.S. Supreme 
Court decision which said the 
death penalty, in concept, is not 
constitutionally prohibited cruel 
and unusual punishment. 
He said whether Nebraska's 
law is valid or not is a decision 
the Nebraska Supreme Court has 
within its power to make. 
“This court has never before 
ruled on the validity of 
Nebraska’s death sentence 
procedure and the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court 
... (toes not prevent this court 
from coming to a different 
decision” on the cruel and un­ 
usual punishment issue, Krieger 
said.

Supervisors Argued Separate From Union

The State Justice Department 
told the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Tuesday public necessity 
demands that government agen- 
cy supervisors not be 
represented by the same union 
as all other employes. 
"If the management of public 
agencies is to be effective, all 
members of the management 
group must identify with and re­ 
main loyal to management,” the 


Justice Department said in a 
written brief filed with the 
court. 
At issue is a State Court of In­ 
dustrial Relations decision 
which said the Nebraska 
Association of Public Employes 
cannot represent supervisors as 
well as other State Game and 
Parts Commission employes. 
The Justice Department wants 
that decision affirmed. But the 
employes union said there are 


times when supervisors can be 
included, and are included, in 
the same collective bargaining 
unit. 
The need for separation of 
management and others, the 
Justice Department said, is es­ 
pecially true in the case of state 
parks managers. 
The department said because 
of the geographical separation 
from commission main offices, 
those managers “are the only 


contact with management that 
the employes they supervise (at 
the park) have” and thus are 
more important in the overall 
management picture than fac­ 
tory supervisors. 
“ Much greater loyalty is 
demanded in order that the 
governmental services be ef­ 
ficiently provided and in order 
that the policies of the state be 
effectively implemented,” the 
department said.

The suit contends that Ipke 
Udofia, director of private 
vocational schools for the 
Department of Education, 
entered into a conspiracy with 
the Omaha newspaper. The con­ 
spiracy was designed “to destroy 
the plaintiff and her business” 
since the paper required her to 
Withdraw two other lawsuits she 


has filed before running her 
advertisements, the suit claims. 
Mrs. Ledwith has filed law­ 
suits in Lancaster County 
District Court claiming that laws 
passed by the Legislature in 1971 
and 1974 are discriminatory. 
The 1974 law removed certain 
exemptions regarding the types 
of public schools which must be 
licensed, while the 1971 law 
requires that license fees 
collected under the first law be 
paid to the state's general fund 
The lawsuit filed in U.S. 
District Court contends that the 
Omaha World-Herald refused to 


run ads she wanted run in its 
Aug. 2 and 3,1976, editions. Mrs. 
Ledwith argues in the lawsuit 
that Udofia told the newspaper

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Omaha (AP) — Are federal 


judges covered by the federal 
Tort Claims Act, which protects 
a number of other federal of- 
ficials, including the President, 
from personal liability for 
damages incurred in the course 
of their jobs' 


The question will first have to 


be answered by US 
District 


Judge William C Hanson of Des 
Monies. Iowa 


Hanson was here Tuesday to 


hold a hearing in a case involving 
U S District Judge Robert V 
Denney of Omaha 


A Sarpy County couple, Mr 


and Mrs Edward LePatourel, 
filed suit against Denney in con- 
nection with an auto accident 
four years ago on Interstate 80 in 
Sarpy County 


The couple claims Denney s 


negligence led to the accident, in 
which Denne> s car rammed the 
rear of the LePatourel vehicle, 
according to court records 


The LePatourels contend that 


as a result of the accident Mrs 
LePatourel suffered "severe in- 


juries,' including the loss of her 
left eye, trauma, bruises, broken 
bones and brain damage, and 
that said injuries later led to a 
stroke which left her partially 
paralyzed 


The couple is asking more 


than $14,000 in damages to cover 
medical expenses, plus other 
general damages" as the court 
declares 


The suit originally was filed m 


a state court, but the US at- 
torney's office here moved to 
have the case switched to federal 
court, and substituted the 
federal government for Denney 
as the defendant 


The government claims that 


under the federal Tort Claims 
Act and the federal Drivers Act, 
Denney is not personally accoun- 
table for the damages incurred 
because he is protected from 
personal liability dy federal law 


Arguing for the government, 


Assistant US Atty Thomas 
Thalken said the accident oc- 
curred as Denney, his law clerk 


and d secretary were returning 
from North Platte, where 
Denney had been hearing cases 


Thalken said Denney was 


returning to Omaha to confer 
with a law clerk on his upcoming 
docket 


The actions of Judge Denney 


were totally within the scope of 
the performance of his duties,' 
said Thalken, adding .that 
Denney was and still is a govern- 
ment employe, and should be 
covered by the Torts Act 


However, Thalken and Hanson 


both admitted that the case is a 
"novel" one, and that other 
federal officials are watching it 
closely because "no case directly 
in point is to be found" involving 
a judge who is traveling to or 
from his job in the district 


Arguing for the LePatourels, 


Omaha attorney Thomas 
Culhane contends that the Tort 
Claims Act does not specifically 
include members of the federal 
judiciary 


He also said that no gain 


protection under the act, the ac 


turn which caused the damage 
must be m the exercise or per- 
formance of the duties of the of- 
fice, not incidental to it 


While admitting that the 


federal j u d i c i a r y is not 
specifically named m the legisla- 
tion, Thalken countered that the 
U S Supreme Court has ruled

The plaintiffs are asking that 


the case be remanded to the

PHOENIX, Aril. (AP) - 
Foster homes long hav e cared 
for children too y oung to look 
after themselv es. Now priv ate 
homes are being opened here to 
adults who are too old. 
Social worker Muriel Sieh, 50, 
started the Arizona Adult Foster 
Home Reg istry after strug g ling 
to find care for her elderly 
father. Suffering from Parkin­ 
son's Disease, he could not care 
for himself, and a dozen nursing 
homes were found unsuitable in 
two y ears. 
So Mrs. Sieh and her husband 
combed the Phoenix area until 
they found a family willing to 
take him in for a monthly fee. 


“ He g ained 20 pounds in three 
weeks, and his medical bills 
dropped from $9 0 to $19 a 
month,” she said. “ It was hard, 
but I thoug ht: ‘If I could do it for 
him, I can do it for others.’ The 
reg istry is a liv ing memorial to 
my fafter.” 
A professional board of direc­ 
tors works v oluntarily to screen 
both residents and foster 
families, and prov ides phy sical 
and mental health consultation 
after an adult is settled in a 
home. 
Residents most often are 
referred by doctors, lawy ers, 
v isiting nurses and other 
professionals, while foster 


families hear of the serv ice 
throug h Mrs. Sieh’s contact with 
social and civ ic g roups. 
The reg istry charg es $750 to 
adult applicants and a $25 fee to 
prospectiv e foster families to 
cov er costs of reference checks, 
phy sica l 
ex a m ina tions, 
counseling and the my riad of 
details needed for smooth transi­ 
tion from a nursing home to a 
priv ate home. 
The homes charg e from $150 
to $600 a month, depending on 
the size of the home, whether 
nursing care also is prov ided, 
and the lev el of care and atten­ 
tion needed, Mrs. Sieh said. • 
“ I work sev en day s a week, 24

less the company ag rees to 
restructure its franchise 
network. 
“ We hav e too many dealers 
and not enoug h business,” said 
Howard Widg er, chairman of the 
GM Dealers Action Committee, 
which claims to represent all but 
25 of the state's 325 GM 
dealerships. 
Ov erall, the state has some 850 
car ami truck retail outlets. 
“ With the hig h unemploy ­ 
ment, people aren’t buy ing , and 
the dealers are starv ing ,” said 
Widg er, owner of Todd 
Chev rolet in Perth Amboy . 
“ We’v e been complaining to 
the company for more than two 
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hours a day just to see that these 
people don’t hav e to g o to the 
state hospital,” she said. “ Once 
y ou enter at that ag e, y ou’re 
nev er g oing jo come out of the 
state hospital ag ain.” 


Althoug h adults as y oung as 18 
are elig ible for referral by the 
reg istry , most of the 40 persons 
placed in the 14 months of its 
operation are in their 7 0s and 
80s, Mrs. Sieh said. “ I g ot a 
referral of ag e 93 the other day ,” 
she added.

cure that you couldn't turn me off if you told me I 
was going to die " 


Jerry Lewis was talking about his single- 


minded devotion to the Labor Day weekend 
telethon for the Muscular Dystrophy Association. 
In 1966 he raised $1 million on one television sta- 
tion Last year the telethon appeared on 195 
stations and collected almost $19 million 


"This year we'll have 201 stations and we'll 


broadcast by Telstar in Guam, Puerto Rico, 
Hawaii and Alaska," he said "We'll have close to 
700,000 workers standing by ready to help." 


Lewis will again be performing his exacting 


task of appearing on-camera for the entire 21-plus 
hours "Well, not quite the entire tune," he ad- 
mitted. "Last year I was absent a total of 19 
minutes. That included going to the bathroom, 
taking three showers and changing my tuxedo 
three times. 


"Some people watch the show to see if I'm 


going to make it Last year it was close When I 
started doing the telethon I was 24, I'm 50 now 
My neck ailment almost did me in last year, I got 
through only because they sprayed it with a 
special solution that deadened the pain 


"Last year I went without sleep for 77 


straight hours, before and during the show It's 
not humanly possible, but I did it My kids are 
dying while I'm doing the show When I realize 
that the doctors are getting closer and closer to a 
cure, there's no way that I can get fared." 


The comedian had flown here for an inter- 


view, then was flying back to a Las Vegas engage- 
ment. "I take a few weeks out of the year to earn 
a few bucks for my family," he remarked Most of 
his hours offstage are devoted to the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association and the telethon, which 
requires nine months of preparation 


His work includes lining up and holding on to 


the network of TV stations, arranging tie-ins with 
sponsors 7-Up, McDonald's, Sara Lee, etc, atten- 
ding a firefighters' convention in Denver ("They 
got me $14 million last year, I promised them I'd 
show up") 


What's different about this year's show7 


"We're going to open it up more, have cut-ins 


from Puerto Rico, England, other places We 
won't be so heavy on the talent list this tune, and 
there will be more entertainment from Jerry 


"In past years I would always step back and 


let the others perform But the letters from last 
year's show — we had a couple million pieces of 
mail — indicated that the people wanted to see 
Jerry perform more 


"I never wanted to seem boggy on the show 


But when people are giving you money, you'd 
better listen to what they want." 


Why Jerry Lewis has devoted such time and 


energy to the M D A will remain a mystery until 
a cure is found That's what he insists, declaring 
that not even his wife Patti nor his children know 
the reason 


"I've told only one person, and that was Jack 


Keller, "said Lewis Keller was his longtime press 
agent, he died of cancer shortly after last year's 
telethon 


Lewis was almost tempted to disclose his 


reason when a Texas milhonane offered a $500,- 
000 donation in return for the secret After much 
soul-searching, Lewis declined He got $50,000 
anyway 


For the fourth year, the Jerry Lewis Telethon 


will originate from the Hotel Sahara in Las Vegas. 
Before returning to Nevada, Jerry remarked, 
"Wouldn't it be wonderful if I didn't have to do 
the telethon next year — because we've found the 
cure9"

Nebraska Wesleyan’s football team is 
going to need a lot of “ziggy ziggy” in order 
to get ready for this season, according to 
head coach Harold Chaffee. 
"Ziggy ziggy" is a term Chaffee acquired 
while serving in the Philipines during 
World War H. "Basically it means to get 
your rear in gear,” Chaffee explained. And 
about every five minutes, the team and 
coaches yell, "Ziggy, Ziggy.” 
“Were lucky that we have so many 
returning lettermen and starters because 
they retain a lot of what we taught last 
year,” said Chaffee. ‘And orienting the 
new players becomes that much easier.” 
Among the 53 Plainsmen who reported 
to this season’s fall workouts,.33 are retur­ 
ning lettermen and 18 were starters at one 
time or another last year. 
Seven seniors fUi the offensive line and 
six upperclassmen are currently holding 
starting positions on defense. 
‘‘Having that many seniors on the offen­ 
sive line means that we’ll be able to adjust 
to just about any defense our opponents 
can throw at us,” said Chaffee. 
"We just hope to start where we left off 


last season with our returning players,” 
Chaffee added. "Almost all of our retur­ 
ning players have had some game 
experience and many of the sophomores 
are already seasoned veterans. That has to 
be a big plus for us this year.” 
The Plainsmen will present the pro-set 
offense again this year because, according 
to Chaffee, "we have the personnel to run 
it right.” 
Senior quarterback Dan Klaus, the best 
passer in NWU history, is battling with 
sophomore John Reilly and Ron Ernst, a 
freshman from Hastings St. Cecilia. 
"These three quarterbacks have to be the 
best I’ve had since I’ve been coaching,” 
said Chaffee. “Klaus is a fine passer, as is 
Reilly. And Ernst runs the option well. He 
played under Larry Parker at St. Cecilia, 
who I coached, and who runs the same type 
of offense that we run here.” 
In the backfield, all-conference per­ 
former Byron Stallworth, last year’s 
leading scorer and rusher will provide the 
"all-around type of threat we need,” said 
Chaffee. “He can run, block, catch and 
even throw well. But if we don’t develop 
another type of threat, defenses will be all 
over Byron. ” 


Chaffee had hoped that Paul Cramer 
would return this year to fill the gap once 
again but a decision not to return dashed 
those hopes. So Chaffee is relying on 
freshman Roscoe Ambers, a 64), 218-pound 
running back and Gary Timmerman. 
"Ambers could be a good prospect, 
because of his strength and blocking abili­ 
ty He’s a good receiver too,” said Chaffee. 
“Timmerman has a bit more speed and 
more experience. Either one could help us 
quite a lot.” 
“With our lines we have the interior men 
switching around so we have some flexibili­ 
ty so we get hit by injuries,’’ said Chaffee. 
“And with the receivers we have some 
experienced people so we don’t have any 
real weaknesses to worry about." 
“It’s just that with only 53 people out for 
football we re going to have to depend on 
everybody remaining healthy and in shape 
in order to win.” 
The Plainsmen will hold a scrimmage on 
Picture Day Saturday at 10 a.m. NWU 
opens at Colorado College and then begins 
its home slate Sept. 18 against Baker 
University of Kansas.

Monte Kiffin didn’t want to 
wait until next week. Following

We ll be about 101 because we ll 
get beat by LSU. 


"If our kids think a trap was 
set at Arizona State,” added Kif­ 
fin, “wait until they get down to 
Baton Rouge. They haven’t seen 
anything yet. 


"Those LSU people start 
hollering "Tiger bait’ about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. They 
start in on that home brew 
whiskey early down there in 
Cajun’ country. It'll be noisier 
than anything we’ve ever 
heard.” 


Kiffin gave his Black Shirts a 
head start on the noise. He 
burned their ears before sending 
them off to run Memorial 
Stadium steps, fondly referred to 
as the alpines 


The defense quietly, but 
enthusiastically responded. 


"We were all thinking about 
it,” linebacker and cocaptam 
Clete Pillen said. “We all know 
every single word coach Kiffin 
said was true. 


“We re letting the heat get to 
us,” he admitted.

It worries me. It worries all of 
us. especially if it continues. 


"W e re feeling sorry for 
ourselves and pitying each other 
because of the heat,” Pillen 
observed. “Football is a tough 
game physically. But it’s tough 
mentally, too, and we’ve got to 
start getting with it.” 


Kiffin spoke up to dnve home 
a time-worn, but true football 
point — a team plays a game 
exactly how it practices. 
" I talked to ’em tonight 
because they have to start 
tomorrow,” he said "It can’t be 
next Monday. It ca n’t be 
Tuesday It can’t be in the lobby 


of the hotel. It has to be right 
now.” 
Head coach Tom Osborne, 
noting Monday was the Huskers’ 
poorest practice of the season, 
thought the squad bounced back 
somewhat Tuesday.

'Remarkable' Church

A church lives to serve, if it doesn't, it should 


be out of business. 


This is the opinion of Dr Clarence Forsberg, 


who is stepping down from the pulpit at St. Paul 
United Methodist Church which he has served for 
14 years to serve the Missouri United Methodist 
Church at Columbia, Mo. 


Noting that more and more the church sees 


itself as a servant of the community and less as an 
exclusive house where people hold a 
membership, Dr. Forsberg said that St. Paul 
United Methodist is a "remarkable" church 
which feels it belongs to the community. 


The church has the opportunity to affect the 


lives of the community it serves — and St. Paul 
United Methodist has survived and grown 
because it took advantage of this opportunity, Dr. 
Forsberg believes. 


"It's an unusual church," he said, adding that 


when he came to St. Paul United Methodist as its 
senior minister in 1962, "I thought I was the 
luckiest guy in the world to have a chance to 
come to this pulpit." 


Leaving with mixed emotions, Dr. Forsberg 


said St. Paul United Methodist is one of a minori- 
ty of downtown churches that has shown consis- 
tent growth. 


Looking forward to his new assignment, he 


said he sees challenges in any new assignment 
and views his departure from Lincoln as an "op- 
portunity" for St Paul United Methodist Church 


When one has served a long period of time in 


one place, there is a tendency to miss significant 
things which may be apparent to a new person, he 
said, adding that a change brings a "new voice 
and new ideas." 


A great admirer of the preaching ability of 


now retired Bishop Gerald Kennedy who served 
St. Paul United Methodist Church some years 
ago, Dr. Forsberg believes "preaching is more 
important than anybody realizes, and it is a mis- 
take to underestimate preaching." 


With more emphasis on the church as a ser- 


vant of the community with its constituency 
extending far beyond the church membership 
rolls, Dr. Forsberg sees the church in an 
evangelistic role identified with Jesus rather than 
with evangelism when it comes to membership. 


Well-known for his weekly book reviews on 


the Nebraska Educational television network for 
14 seasons, Dr. Forsberg said this is one of the 
associations in Lincoln which he will miss when 
he leaves. 


"It provided me with another point of con- 


tact with the state and community," he said, ad- 
ding that he feels a minister does himself and his 
church a favor if he broadens his scope beyond 
the confines of the church. 


He said he has also enjoyed his many other 


community and state involvements which are 
"necessary for emotional and spiritual health." 


The 56-year-old minister said he sympathizes 


with the ministers who are leaving the profession 
for other jobs which are less demanding of one's 
time and which offer better financial oppor- 
tunities 


The ministry is just like a marriage — if it 


isn't working out and the individual isn't happy, 
then he or she "should get out," he said. 


Noting that the church has become more un- 


derstanding about divorce in recent years, Dr. 
Forsberg said that he feels that "when a mamage 
dies, it probably should be terminated." 


And when the feeling for the ministry dies, 


that relationship should also be terminated, he 
said. 


However, for Dr Forsberg, the rewards out- 


weight the disadvantages and he wants to con- 
tinue "to share people's lives and preach." 


Quoting Bishop Kennedy, Dr. Forsberg said 


the "church has paid him for doing what he 
would gladly pay to do." 


Dr. Forsberg, who will preach his last ser- 


mon in Lincoln Sept. 19, will replace Bishop 
Monk Bryan, who has been appointed the new 
presiding bishop of the Nebraska Area of the 
Methodist Church. 


No successor has been named for Dr. 


Forsberg at St. Paul United Methodist. 


Consultant Says Compromise 
Needed On Plan For Growth

Unless compromises can be at- 


tained, Lincoln will have no real 
blueprint for future growth, a 
consultant told squabbling of- 
ficials Tuesday. 


"You've got to have a process 


by which your various view- 
points come together so you can 
melt them together in one plan," 
Barton-Aschmann consultant 
Rod Engelen said. 


Barton-Aschmann consultants 


are visiting Lincoln during por- 
tions of the next two weeks as 
part of the effort to put the Com- 
prehensive Plan, the so-called 
blueprint for the future, into 
final form by the end of the year. 


The total Comprehensive Plan 


includes everything from 
proposed new libraries and fire 
stations to sewer line develop- 
ment. 


But throughout the planning 


process the most bitterly fought 
issue has been the transportation 
plan and a Tuesday morning 
meeting of the consultants and a 
host of local officials ran true to 
form. 


Contrary to some statements 


by local officials that the con- 


sultants are working with more 
than one street improvement 
plan, Engelen said his firm is 
working only with the transpor- 
tation plan approved by the City- 
County Planning Com- 
mission... That decision by 
the commission stirred wrath, 
since it ignored votes by citizens 
participating in the Goals and 
Policies Committee and a vote 
by the County Board and City 
Council meeting jointly. 


After hearing from Engelen 


and City Attorney Charles Hum- 
ble that Barton-Aschmann was 
following the terms of its con- 
tract in following the direction 
of the planning commission, 
Councilman Bob Jeambey and 
County Board Chairman Bruce 
Hamilton questioned whether 
the county board and council 
had any real voice at this stage 
on the planning process. 


"Why should 1 sweat myself 


when the decision that's going to 
matter comes from the planning 
commission?" Jeambey asked. 


Hamilton said "maybe we 


should just let the planning com- 
mission do it all and then just 
vote it up or vote it down." 


The final approval of the Com- 


prehensive Plan con.es from 
elected officials, leading to

Two Death Penalties Challenged

The Douglas County Public 


Defender's office Tuesday asked 
the Nebraska Supreme Court to 
reverse a death sentence im- 
posed on John Rust, claiming 
the state's death penalty law is 
invalid. 


In filing the written brief in 


the Rust murder case, the 
defender's office also filed a new 
brief in the Rodney Stewart 
murder case. The original brief 
filed in Stewart's behalf was 
filed prior to the U.S. Supreme 
Court's summer decision on 
capital punishment. 


Rust and Stewart are both 


from Omaha and both are on 
death row. They also share at- 
torney Stanley Krieger of the 
defender's office. 


Rust was convicted of first 


degree murder in the commis- 
sion of another crime. A private 
citizen, Michael Kellogg, was 


shot and killed during a gun bat- 
tle with police which followed a 
Hinky Dinky grocery store 
robbery on Feb. 21, 1973. 


Stewart, 16-years-old at the 


time, was convicted of first 
degree murder in the shooting 
death of Thomas Ehlers on Jan. 
IS, 1975, during an argument 
prompted by a drug sale dispute. 
Seriously wounded in the inci- 
dent was Daniel Evans. The van 
in which the argument occurred 
was set on fire.Evans managed 
to crawl out. 


As he did in the original brief, 


Kreiger said Nebraska's 1973 
death penalty law did not over- 
come objections the U.S. 
Supreme Court raised in its land- 
mark decision of 1972 which 
struck down as unconstitutional 
all state capital punishment 
laws. 


He said there is still too much 


room for prejudice, meaning 


that some people are more likely panel of judges can decide 
•~ —4 «._ A—11. —i—'. A,— 
whether to impose death. 
to get the death sentence than 
others even though nearly iden- 
tical crimes are involved. 


Krieger said that can occur 


because there is too much room 
for discretion on the part of the 
prosecuting attorney, who is not 
required to file first degree 
murder charges in homicide 
cases, on the part of the 
judiciary and even on the part of 
the Nebraska Pardon Board, 
which has the power to com- 
mute death to life imprison- 
ment. 


The law's provisions "cannot, 


and in fact do not, eliminate dis- 
criminatory, arbitrary and 
capricious decisions by judges 
who for one reason or another 
have their own view of what 
should be done" the attorney 
said. 


Under the law, only a judge or

Krieger said in order to meet 
constitutional tests, juries 
should have the same authority. 


The attorney also addressed in 


both briefs an issue raised by 
this summer's U.S. Supreme 
Court decision which said the 
death penalty, in concept, is not 
constitutionally prohibited cruel 
and unusual punishment. 


He said whether Nebraska's 


law is valid or not is a decision 
the Nebraska Supreme Court has 
within its power to make. 


"This court has never before 


ruled on the validity of 
Nebraska's death sentence 
procedure and the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court 
... does not prevent this court 
from coming to a different 
decision" on the cruel and un- 
usual punishment issue, Krieger 
said.

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Elders Thrive In Foster Homes 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - 


Foster homes long have cared 
for children too young to look 
after themselves. Now private 
homes are being opened here to 
adults who are too old. 


Social worker Muriel Sieh, 50, 


started the Arizona Adult Foster 
Home Registry after struggling 
to find care for her elderly 
father. Suffering from Parkin- 
son's Disease, he could not care 
for himself, and a dozen nursing 
homes were found unsuitable in 
two years. 


So Mrs. Sieh and her husband 


combed the Phoenix area until 
they found a family willing to 
take him in for a monthly fee. 


"He gained 20 pounds in three 


weeks, and his medical bills 
dropped from 190 to 119 a 
month," she said. "It was hard, 
but I thought: 'If I could do it for 
him, I can do it for others.' The 
registry is a living memorial to 
ray father." 


A professional board of direc- 


tors works voluntarily to screen 
both residents and foster 
families, and provides physical 
and mental health consultation 
after an adult is settled in a 
home. 


Residents most often are 


referred by doctors, lawyers, 
visiting nurses and other 
professionals, while foster

GM Dealers Charge 
Excess Of Outlets 
DETROIT (AP) — Some 300 


General Motors dealers in New 
Jersey, charging the state is 
overpopulated with GM car out- 
lets, have threatened to call for a 
congressional investigation un- 
less the company agrees to 
restructure its 
franchise 


network. 


"We have too many dealers 


and not enough business," said 
Howard Widger, chairman of the 
GM Dealers Action Committee, 
which claims to represent all but 
25 of the state's 325 GM 
dealerships. 


Overall the state has some 850 


car and truck retail outlets. 


"With the high unemploy- 


ment, people aren't buying, and 
the dealers are starving," said 
Widger, owner of Todd 
Chevrolet in Perm Amboy. 


"We've been cnmpUining to 


the company for more thai two 


years, but GM hasn't done 
anything except keep taking 
money out of our pockets. How 
do you fight an outfit that big?" 


Widger said GM recently com- 


pleted a survey of the state's 
dealers but has refused to 
release its results. "So we're 
going to conduct our own survey 
and make specific proposals 10 
the company." 


If GM refuses to act on the 


group's recommendations, said 
Widger, "We may take our case 
before the U.S. Congress." 


Widger, 59, who has operated 


his dealership for 20 years, con- 
ceded car dealers across the 
country suffered 
financially 


during 1974 and 1975 because of 
an industrywide sales slump. 


But he said New Jersey's 


dealers were hit hardest because 
of a combination of factors — a 
high jobless rate, large popula- 
tion shifts away from mner cities 
— where most deakntdpi are 
located, the do* geographical 
proximity of car outlets and 
declining economic growth 
statewide.

Whorehouse Meadow in Oregon 
now is Naughty Girl Meadow. 


But there's still a Cat House 


Creek in Montana, a Pleasure 
House Creek and a Naked Top 
Mountain in Virginia, a Wee Wee 


Hill in Indiana, and a Smackass 
Gap in North Carolina. 


Lester Dingbam, retired 


executive secretary of the board, 
says although many names clear- 
ly have double meanings, 
"whether they're offensive or 
not depends on how you're 
thinking. 


"Those of us who are con- 


cerned with toponymy (place 
names) appreciate the colorfully 
descriptive names which give 
character to the country. 


"I believe this feeling is 


generally shared by the in- 
habitants of the areas where the 
names appear. Any attempt to 
change or eliminate such names 
is usually strongly resisted."

Nebraska Wesleyan's football team is

"Basically it means to get 
your rear in gear," Chaffee explained. And 
about every five minutes, the team and 
coaches yeU, "Ziggy, Ziggy." 


"We're lucky that we have so many 


returning lettermen and starters because 
they retain a lot of what we taught last 
year," said Chaffee. "And orienting the 
new players becomes, that much easier." 


Among the 53 Plainsmen who reported

passer in NWU history, is battling with 
sophomore John Reilly and Ron Ernst, a 
freshman from Hastings St. Cecilia. 


"These three quarterbacks have to be the 


best I've had since I've been coaching," 
said Chaffee. "Klaus is a fine passer, as is 
Reilly. And Ernst runs the option well. He 
played under Larry Parker at St. Cecilia, 
who I coached, and who runs the same type 
of offense that we run here." 


In the backfield, all-conference per- 


former Byron Stailworth, last year's 
leading scorer and rusher will provide the 
"all-around type of threat we need," said 
Chaffee. "He can run, block, catch and 
even throw well. But if we don't develop 
another type of threat, defenses will be all 
over Byron." 


Chaffee had hoped that Paul Cramer 


would return this year to fill the gap once 
again but a decision not to return dashed 
those hopes. So Chaffee is relying on 
freshman Roscoe Ambers, a 6-0,218-pound 
running back and Gary Timmerman. 


"Ambers could be a good prospect, 


because of his strength and blocking abili- 
ty. He's a good receiver too," said Chaffee. 
"Timmerman has a bit more speed and 
more experience. Either one could help us 
quite a lot." 


"With our lines we have the interior men 


switching around so we have some flexibili- 
ty so we get hit by injuries," said Chaffee. 
"And with the receivers we have some 
experienced people so we don't have any 
real weaknesses to worry about." 


"It's just that with only 53 people out for 


football we're going to have to depend on 
everybody remaining healthy and in shape 
in order to win."

it," linebacker and cocaptain 
Clete Pillen said. "We ail know 
every single word coach Kiffin 
said was true. 


"We're letting the heat get to 


us." he admitted. "Consequent- 
ly, our practices have been poor. 
It worries me. It worries all of 
us. especially if it continues. 


"We're feeling sorry for 


ourselves and pitying each other 
because of the heat." Pillen 
observed. "Football is a tough 
game physically. But it's tough 
mentally, too. and we've got to 
start getting with it." 


Kiffin spoke up to drive home

Stanley Plans OSU Ambush For NU, OU

Stillwater, Okla. — Oklahoma 


State's Cowboys are one of four 
teams generally regarded as like- 
ly to engage in a fierce struggle 
for third place behind Nebraska 
and Oklahoma in the 1976 Big 
Eight Conference football race. 


Yet, Coach Jim Stanley of the 


Cowboys, given the chance to 
concede first and second place to 
the Comhuskers and Sooners, 
hedged when he talked about the 
likely outcome of the race 
Tuesday with Big Eight 
Skywriters. 


"On paper, Nebraska has 


more people," Stanley said. 
"But it's the quality of the peo- 
ple that counts. I'm not saying 
Nebraska doesn't have more 
quality, but you can put only 22 
people on the football field at 
one time. After that, depth 
becomes important." 


Stanley admitted Nebraska 


and Oklahoma have had more 
depth in the past and probably 
will this year. 


"If I had to pick a No. 1 and 


No. 2 team, I'd pick Nebraska 
and Oklahoma on past history, 
but we're hoping we can change 
some of that around," he said. 


Oklahoma State, with the most 


experienced team in the con- 
ference, is figured to struggle 
with Missouri, Colorado, and 
Kansas for the No. 3 spot. 


The Cowboys, coming off 


three successive winning season 
and having a group bf seniors 
recruited by Stanley when he 
arrived here in 1973, figure to be 
tough even for Nebraska and 
Oklahoma. 


OSU the past two seasons has 


battled Nebraska furiously 
before losing a 7-3 game in Lin- 
coln in 1974 and failing 28-20 
here last season. 


Quarterback Charlie Weather- 


bie, who missed the Husker 
game because of an injury, 
pointed out just how close the 
Cowpokes came to an 8-3 season. 
"Take away that offensive pass 
interference in the end zone 
against Nebraska and we might 
have been 8-3," he said. 


Weatherbie is confident 


Oklahoma State will have a fine 
offensive team. So is Stanley, 
although he cloaked much of his 
optimism with cliches which a 
veteran football reporter can 
only interpret as cautious op- 
timism. 


"Derrell Gofourth (center), 


Craig Simmons (left guard). 


Mark Perrelli (left tackle) and 
Ron Baker (right guard), give us 
the best offensive line we've had 
since I've been here," Stanley 
said. 


Weatherbie will direct the new 


OSU veer offense in front of a 
pair of running backs described 
as "premium-type" ball carriers 
— Terry Miller and Robert 
Turner, who cimbined for 2.018 
yards and 20 touchdowns in 1975. 


Weatherbie also will have 


some fine targets for his passes. 
They include Sam Lisle, Rickey 
Taylor and Gerald Bain, 
Between them, they caught 46 
passes for 960 yards last season. 
What's worse for the opposition. 


Oklahoma State plans to pass 
more this season. 


Stanley thinks Miller and 


Gofourth along with defensive 
tackle Phillip Dokes are the 
Cowboys' top football players 
and he rates them as potential 
All-Americans. 


Oklahoma State doesn't get 


much of a break in the con- 
ference schedule, except that 
three of its first four games are 
at home. 


By the time the Cowboys 


come to Lincoln to play- 
Nebraska on Nov. 6. they will 
have met everyone of the top 
teams in the Big Eight — in 
order. Kansas. Colorado, 
Oklahoma and Missouri. Only 
the Sooners will be played on un- 
friendly Astro Turf. 


Stanley said, "It's more con- 


venient to play at home." in- 
dicating be likes the schedule. 


Stanley apparently is under 


pressure to do better than 7-4 
after a contract struggle with the 
Board of Regents soon after the 
end of the 1976 season. 


The Cowboy coach, however, 


doesn't look at a 74 year as 
necessarily bad. "When you play 
up to your potential and win 
seven games that's all you can 
ask," he said. 


It's a cinch some teams in the

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market recorded its third 
moderate gain in a row on 
Tuesday during another quiet 
day on Wall Street. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks, up more than 8 
points over the past two ses­ 
sions, rose 4.82 to 973.74. 
Advancing stocks out­ 
numbered declines better than 2 
to 1 among issues traded on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 
Stock sales rose from Mon­ 
day’s extremely slow pace but 


remained fairly light. Volume 
reached 15.48 million shares 
against 11.14 million the pre­ 
vious session. 
The Dow surged more than 7 
points early in the session, en­ 
couraged partly by post­ 
ponements of price increases 
planned by several major steel 
firms and some of their cus­ 
tomers, such as appliance man­ 
ufacturers. 
But the advance faded in mid­ 
afternoon when the government 
said new durable goods orders 


for July fell 2.1 per cent from 
June, its biggest monthly drop 
since March. The drop seemed 
to surprise Wall Street because 


11 days ago the government es­ 
timated the monthly decline 
would be only .5 per cent. 


Along with the Commerce 
Department’s announcement 
that new factory orders also de­ 
clined in July, the figures pro­ 
vided investors with more evi­ 
dence of a pause in the econo­ 
my’s recovery. 


Near Record Car Sales Predicted 
Omaha (AP) — A Chrysler 
Corp. representative predicted 
in Omaha Tuesday that auto in­ 
dustry sales for the 1977 model 
year will total 11 million cars 
and 3.25 million trucks. 


The prediction would make 
the 1977 model year the second- 
best on record for cars and the 
best ever for trucks. The in­ 
dustry’s best year for cars and 
' trucks was 1973. 
Thomas Pappert, sales 
manager of Midwest automotive 
sales for Chrysler, also predicted 
that compact cars will become 


the most popular size 
automobiles in 1977. 
"The trend toward small cars 
is inevitable, but we should 
recognize the fact that almost 
one out of every four cars sold in 
America is still a full-size car,” 
Pappert said. He said trucks ac­ 
count for 30% of all vehicle 
sales. 
He said there is a continuing 
market for about 1.5 million to 
16 million foreign cars a year. 
Intermediate size cars, 
currently the sales leaders will 
drop to second place behind 
compacts with full-size cars the 


third most popular, followed 
closely by pickup trucks, he 
predicted. 
Pappert said the Omaha 
regional market differs from the 
national market in that 59% of 
all cars sold in the region are in­ 
termediate or full-size models 
and more pickup trucks are sold 
in the region than in any other 
midwestem area. He also said no 
area of the nation sells a larger 
percentage of medium-duty 
trucks than the Omaha region. 
Nebraska and Iowa comprise 
most of the firm's Omaha 
region. 
Estate Tax Bill Can Be Changed 


Washington (AP) — The 
House voted Monday to remove 
all restrictions on amendments 
to an estate and gift tax reform 
bill. 


"This means all of the changes 
I have advocated will have a 
chance to be added to the bill, 
including a straight increase in 
exemption from the present 
$60,000 to $200,000,” said Rep. 
Virginia Smith. R-Neb. 
Mrs. Smith said the move 
opens the possibility of removing 


the so-called death capital gains 
tax, which many liberals had 
been trying to force through the 
House. 


Although the Democratic 
leadership has withdrawn the 
bill from consideration for the 
time being. Mrs. Smith said she 
is confident it will come up 
within a few days because of the 
strong support it has.

Game and Parks Commission 
has already salvaged fish, where 
it was feasible to do so 


Anyone taking fish under this

Income, Sales Tax Up 
At Stroke Of Midnight

Nebraskans began paying taxes at the 
highest state income and sales tax rates ever 
with the stroke of midnight Wednesday. 
The 3 per cent statewide sales tax and 17 per 
cent rpte on federal income liability took 
effect Wednesday due to action by the State 
Board of Equalization and Assessment early in 
August. 
The former rates were 2.5 per cent on sales 
and 15 per cent for the state’s individual in­ 
come tax, which is figured on the federal 
liability. 
The board action also raised the corporate 
rates, which are tied to the individual income 
tax rate. For businesses with less than $25,000 
annual taxable income, the rate goes from 3.75 
to 4.25 per cent. Bigger businesses see their 
rate go from 4.125 to 4.675 per cent. 
Nebraskans who bought a $5,000 automobile 
Tuesday paid in most places a state sales tax of 
$125. In Omaha, Lincoln and Bellevue—where 
an extra 1 per cent municipal sales tax is in 
effect—they paid $175 Tuesday. 
With the higher rates Wednesday, the 
same purchase cost $150 in sales tax most 
places and $200 in Omaha, Lincoln and 
Bellevue. North Platte will add the 1 per cent 
municipal sales tax Oct. 1. 
Deputy Tax Commissioner Gary Chunka 
said the individual income tax withholding 
rate increase to 17 per cent would be reflected 
in paychecks covering pay periods that begin 
on or after Wednesday. 
In other words, a Nebraskan paid twice 
monthly with pay periods beginning on the 
first and 15th days of each month would see a 
slightly larger state withholding bite in the 
mid-September paycheck. 


The 17 per cent withholding is applied 
directly to the federal withholding, so a state 
resident paid twice monthly who has $200 
taken out of each check for the federal govern­ 
ment will see $34 rather than $30 withheld to 
cover the state rate. 


In addition, because the income tax rate 
boost actually is retroactive to last Jan. 1 and 
the withholding rate coincides with the tax 
rate, refunds will be smaller next spring or 
taxpayers could even owe the state in some 
cases due to the change. 
The tax rate boosts were decided on un- < 
animously by the board because revalue 
receipts in July lagged more than 10 per cent 
behind earlier Revenue Department projec­ 
tions. 
The revenue lag was expected to continue 
and, without the hikes, was expected to leave 
the state some $48 million short at the end of 
this fiscal year next June 30. 
Tax Commissioner William Peters es­ 
timated when the board met that the in­ 
creased rates would allow state government a 
$15 million to $30 million financial cushion 
next June 30. 
Continued effects of the drought on 
Nebraska’s economy, however, could reduce 
that margin for operations. 
Chunka expressed some worry about that 
Tuesday, but indicated his revenue experts 
wouldn’t know drought effects until later. 


He said an infusion of revenue from the 
higher rates can’t be expected to show in the 
state’s general fund treasury until mid- 
October. 
The state Tuesday had almost $4.8 million in 
the general fund. 


Builders Unhappy With Boost 


The Nebraska Revenue Department has 
been told by major state construction com­ 
panies that they’re not happy with the impact 
of the half-cent sales tax increase which 
becomes effective Wednesday. 
The department’s rules stipulate that the 
tax is levied on construction material when it 
is received, not when the contract was signed. 
If a person contracted for a house before 
the State Board of Equalization increased the 
sales tax, the increase probably is not included 
in the contract cost, said Gary Chunka, assis­ 
tant tax commissioner. 


Chunka also said the rule applies to 
purchasing a new automobile. The sales tax 
isn't figured when the car is ordered, he said, 
but when the title is exchanged. 


Dean Kratz, representing the Nebraska 
chapter of the General Contractors Associa­ 
tion, said the rule could force contractors to 
absorb the cost of the tax increase instead of 
passing it on to the consumer. 
But Kratz said some cost escalation 
clauses could be interpreted to permit raising 
the contract price to include the tax boost. 
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Labor Leaders Promise All- Out Carter Push 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 
labor leaders promised Jimmy 
Carter on Tuesday to stage "the 
strongest, most effective get-out- 
the-vote campaign ever con­ 
ducted by the labor movement” 
this autumn. 
But Archbishop Joseph L. 
Bernardin, chairman of the 
Council of Catholic Bishops, 
expressed personal disappoint­ 
ment that the Democratic 
presidential nominee would not 
support a constitutional amend­ 
ment banning abortion. 
The statements came as 
Carter spent a day in Washington 
addressing the 109 presidents of 
the affiliated unions of the AFL- 
CIO, conducting a private talk 
with the bishops’ council, and 
meeting with state Democratic 
chairmen. 


Later, Carter flew to New 
York City and mixed with 
enthusiastic crowds in a 
predominantly Greek and Italian 
residential neighborhood on a 
walking tour of the borough of 
Queens. 
He also met with the New 
York Board of Rabbis at the 
Fifth Avenue Synagogue in 
Manhattan and scheduled a 
meeting Tuesday night with the 
Italian American coalition and 
an appearance at a $5,000-a- 
couple fund-raising dinner at the 
home of entertainm ent 
executive and Democratic party 
figure Arthur Krim. 
George Meany, president of 
the 14-million member AFL- 
CIO, said organized labor would 
do everything humanly and 
legally possible to help elect 
Carter 
Robert Strauss, chairman of 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, also announced an old- 
fashioned, New York to Chicago 
whistle stop train campaign for 
the Democratic candidates 
Carter will ride the train Sept. 
20 through New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. His running mate, 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-

Minn., plans to take the train the 
next day through Ohio and In­ 
diana and into Illinois. 
In discussing the campaign. 
Carter told the nation’s state 
Democratic chairmen "not to 
isolate me in hotel rooms with 
powerful figures.” 
He said he wants to address 
people in factories and barber 
shops and shopping centers. 
“Those are the people I'm 
worried about,” he said, "and 
those are the people I have to de­ 
pend most on.” 


After his speech before the 
general board of the AFL-CIO, 
the board unanimously adopted 
a resolution of support but said 
that victory in November will 
require more than resolutions, 
endorsements and rhetoric. 
“ It will require millions of 
volunteer hours, millions of 
telephone calls, massive 
mailings and the personal com­ 
mitment that trade unionists 
bring to politics. 
“To this effort, to victory for 
Jimmy Carter and Walter Mon- 


dale, we pieage our united, 
tireless efforts." they said. 
Reporting on the private 
meeting between Carter and the 
council, Archbishop Bernardin 
said that Carter repeated his op­ 
position to abortion and to 
government financing of abor­ 
tions. He said Carter stated he 
would not oppose a con­ 
stitutional amendment out­ 
lawing abortions. 
“ But at this time he will not 
support an amendment and that 
is the crucial question” the 


Catholic prelate said. "We con­ 
tinue to be disappointed at the 
governor’s position and we 
repeat our own call for a con­ 
stitutional amendment” banning 
abortion. 
Carter urged the state party 
chairmen to avoid power 
struggles 
inside 
their 
organizations and to work hard 
to reconcile warring factions. 
“ We can best serve our party 
by lowering our concern for 
future (state and local) elections 
and concentrating on this one.” 


Restraints Asked On Ground Bone In Meat 


Plan To Move Beatrice Home 
Patients Out Reaches Standstill 
By United Preis International 
The effort to get mental 
patients out of the Beatrice State 
Home and into community 
programs has reached both a 
legal and practical standstill, of­ 
ficials said Tuesday. 
An out-of-court settlement 
was reached in a lawsuit filed by 
the U.S. Justice Department and 
parents of children at Beatrice 
which Gov. J. James Exon, ac­ 
ting on behalf of state govern­ 
ment, signed. 
It appeared the case would be 
re-opened aft« the Unicameral 
decided during this year’s ses­ 
sion not to finance a special com­ 
mittee of expets who were to 
screen Beatrice patients for 
community placement. The 
committee was a key point in the 
settlement. 
But the initial flurry of activity 
which followed motions 
preliminary to re-opening settle­ 
ment negotiations or a full­ 
blown trial suddenly ceased. 
Legal sources said the Justice 
Department, at least temporari­ 


ly, has pulled in its horns 
because of a court ruling which 
said specific congressional 
authority was needed for the 
department to get involved in 
such lawsuits. 
The lack of congressional per­ 
mission for the department to in­ 
itiate litigation designed to cut 
institutionalized numbers was 
questioned by Maryland of­ 
ficials, who wee faced with a 
lawsuit similar to the Nebraska 
action. 
The department apparently 
will not resume litigation in any 
state pending the outcome of 
appersl in the Maryland case. 
Jack Cleavenger, state in­ 
stitutions direct«, said so far 
“ zero” patients have been 
moved from Beatrice to com­ 
munity programs. He said the 
situation results not from the 
lack of the special screening pan­ 
el but from problems at the com­ 
munity program level. 
“We’ve had 300 ready to be 
moved but the (community men­ 
tal health) regions won’t take 


them,” Cleavenge said. 
For one thing, be said the 
regions claim they have no 
money. Secondly, “they are pret­ 
ty picky about who they take.” 
The director noted the 
Unicameral made $i million 
available to help pay costs of 
those moved to community 
programs and said he doubted 
the seriousness of the financial 
woes being claimed. 
“I do suspect they have money 
problems, but I also think they 
could accept a few,” he said. 
The 300 wee deemed ready 
for community placement by a 
long-standing review panel at 
the institution, Cleavenger said. 
Should litigation resume, the 
director said he and community 
mental health agencies should 
not retain their independence. 
“ I’m going to have them 
brought in” as parties to the 
litigation so that any future court 
order to move patients to com­ 
munities could be imposed 
directly on them, Cleavenger 
said. 


Washington (U PI) — Con­ 
sumer attorneys Tuesday asked 
a federal judge to block a tem­ 
porary Agriculture Department 
regulation allowing processors to 
include ground-up bone in hot 
dogs and similar foods. A 
government attorney argued this 
step would not legally halt sales 
of the products. 
Justice Department attorney 
Vincent B. Terlep, Jr., told 
District Judge William Bryant 
consumers would be hurt — not 
helped — if Bryant upholds a 
complaint by a consumer coali­ 
tion against the April 27 regula­ 
tion issued by the Agriculture 


Department. 
Bryant said he would rule 
Wednesday on the plea for a 
temporary restraining order. 
Terlep — whose argument was 
attacked as "presposterous” by 
consumer attorney Daniel 
Efroymson — said legal permis­ 
sion for the sale of “ mechanical­ 
ly deboned meat ’ containing 
crushed bone was gr„ ,ted in a 
determination by Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. - Butz long 
before the April 27 temporary 
regulation was issued. 
The regulation basically sets 
limits on how much of the 
mechanically deboned product 


can be used in processed foods, 
Terlep argued. He said if it is 
struck down, production can 
continue under Butz’s earlier 
determination — but with even 
less specific control. 
Terlep said the Agriculture 
Department is currently con­ 
sidering permanent regulations 
dealing with the deboned meat 
which is produced by crushing 
and sieving meat and bone to 
rescue meat scraps lost in 
traditional 
hand-deboning 
systems. 
Agriculture officials have in­ 
dicated they plan to act on at 
least part of the new permanent 


controls by mid-October. 
Efroymson told the court if 
the temporary regulation is 
blocked, production of hot dogs 
and other products with crushed 
bone would amount to illegal 
adulteration. 
The complaining coalition in­ 
cludes. 
six 
consumer 
organizations, Maryland State 
Attorney General Francis Burch 
and Rep Margaret Heckler, R- 
Mass It claimed the temporary 
regulation was illegal because it 
was issued without a public 
review process 
Terlep replied advance public 
review wasn't needed for the 


regulation because of its tem- 
porarv nature. 


Beef and pork foods produced 
by the process have been on the 
market for more than a year, 
and poultry items for a longer 
time, and the plaintiffs haven’t 
found any consumers who wee 
injured by eating them, Terlep 
said. 


The consumer coalition said It 
estimated meat processors had 
reaped nearly $50 million in 
profits from mechanically 
deboned meat over the past two 
years.

Audit Urges Discount Reviewed 


By The Associated Press 
A state audit urge that the 
Revenue Department review the 
5% discount allowed wholesalers 
for affixing the state’s tax stamp 
on cigarette because the tax has 
increased more than four-fold 
since 1947. 
“We recommend the discount 
rate allowed wholesalers for af­ 
fixing the Nebraska cigaette tax 
stamps be reviewed by the 
Department of Revenue and 
recommendations be matte to 


the Legislature,” the audit by 
State Audit« Ray A. C. John­ 
son’s office said. 
“ The original discount 
allowed wholesale vendors for 
affixing tax stamps was 4% if by 
machine and 5% if by hand," the, 
audit report said. 
“In 1949, the discount was set 
at 5% for affixing stamps 
whicheve method is used. 
“We note the discount rate 
allowed for affixing cigarette 
stamps has remained the same 


since 1949 in spite of total in­ 
crease of 433% in the amount of 
tax during that same period. 
In 1947, the tax per carton of 
cigarette in Nebraska was 30 
cents. By 1971 and through 
today, the tax increased to $1.30 
per carton, or 13 cents per pack. 
Tax Commissioner William 
Peters, who heads the Revenue 
Department, has studied the 
issue in recent years, but the 
Unicameral has yet to act on the 
matter. 


$1. 4 Million Listed As Uncollectable 


An audit report covering 
operations at the Hastings 
Regional Center shows that ac­ 
counts receivable labeled as un­ 
collectable totaled more than 
$1.4 million 
The audit covered two years of 
operations, fiscal years 1974 and 
1975, but it noted that accounts 
receivable analyzed in some 
case wee four « five years old. 
The report complied by the of­ 
fice of State Auditor Ray A. C. 
Johnson pinpointed the figure 


involved in accounts classified 
by Hastings Regional Center of­ 
ficials as uncollectable at $1,479,* 
685 
The audit also criticized the 
regional center tor transferring 
records in their files of only 
about $722,000 to the central of­ 
fice of the Department of Public 
Institutions (DPI). 
The DPI central office, acce­ 
ding to the report, showed only 
$888,000 of those records had 
beei received for that office to 


conduct an intensive collection 
effort. The discrepancy, the 
audit noted, was almost $54,000. 
The report continues that 
center officials “removed the 
remaining accounts totaling 
$757,923 from their billing 
records and classified thee ac­ 
counts as uncollectable, but 
haven’t sent them to the central 
office.” 
The audit also said that center 
files reveal "little collection ac­ 
tivity « follow-up.”

Nuemberger got some sympathy 
but no concrete help from the 
county Personnel Policy Board 
in his latest skirmish with Lan­ 
caster County commissioners. 
Nuemberger’s efforts to hire 
an engineering technician are 
being stymied by the County 
Board's hiring freeze. 
But Nuemberger, a man who 
seldom takes the first or even se­ 
cond “ no” for a final answer, 


has taken his case to the City- 
County Personnel Department 
and now the Personnel Policy 
Board. 
Both groups contend they 
have no authority in a “family 
squabble" between the engineer 
and the commissioners. 
Nuemberger, who feels he is 
being penalized for being pru­ 
dent in his hiring practices over 
the past two years, explained his 
position to the policy board 
Tuesday afternoon. 
During his first year as 


engineer, Nuemberger cut back 
on the engineering staff. As per­ 
manent employes retired he did 
not fill those positions, and in­ 
stead realigned other jobs and 
used outside consulting firms for 
specific projects. 
During that time he also began 
to bring in more than $2.5 
million in federal aid for road 
and bridge construction 
projects. 
Now that money is being put 
to use in construction and 
Nuemberger contends that he 


must begin to build up his staff 
in order to provide the on-site in­ 
spection work necessary for 
federal aid projects. 
This summer he used parttime 
engineering students to do this 
work. When the students 
returned to school, he expected 
to fill the positions with fulltime 
employes. 
But the County Board, faced 
with budgetary problems and 
probable layoff of county 
employes next year, has refused 
to allow most new positions in

Nuemberger said he does have 
several disagreeable alter­ 
natives. 


He can stop using federal aid. 
Or he can hire the same type 
of work done through outside 
firms. That would circumvent 
the commissioners’ refusal to 
add fulltime positions to the 
engineering staff, but would cost 
the county twice as much 
money. 
Private firms normally charge 
a 100% markup over their own 
wage and fringe benefit costs for 
consulting 
em ployes, 
Nuemberger explained. 


The policy board listened and 
bid Nuemberger good luck in 
convincing the commissioners. 
The policy board, an advisory 
group, did make a recommenda­ 
tion on county employe pay 
raises and suggested that the 
county give raises comparable to 
the city’s 6% cost-of-living in­ 
crease for most employes. 
The policy board rejected new 
approaches to cost of living in­ 
creases in recommending a flat 
6% increase for all county 
employes. 


The board did not like one 
proposal by county ad­ 
ministrative assistant Wayne 
Hart that lower paid employes 
get a 6% increase and highest 
paid employes a 37© increase. 


They also rejected an idea by 
Commissioner Bruce Hamilton 
that a 5% cost-of-living increase 
be divided into a 20-cent-per- 
hour raise for all employes.

Income, Sales Tax Up 
At Stroke Of Midnight 


By JOHN BARRETTE

Nebraskans began paying taxes at the 


highest state income and sales tax rates ever 
with the stroke of midnight Wednesday 


The 3 per cent statewide sales tax and 17 per 


cent rate on federal income liability took 
effect Wednesday due to action by the State 
Board of Equalization and Assessment early in 
August 


The former rates were 2 5 per cent on sales 


and 15 per cent for the state's individual in- 
come tax, which is figured on the federal 
liability 


The board action also raised the corporate 


rates, which are tied to the individual income 
tax rate For businesses with less than $25,000 
annual taxable income, the rate goes from 3 75 
to 4 25 per cent Bigger businesses see their 
rate go from 4125 to 4 675 per cent 


Nebraskans who bought a $5,000 automobile 


Tuesday paid in most places a state sales tax of 
$125 In Omaha, Lincoln and Bellevue—where 
an extra 1 per cent municipal sales tax is in 
effect—they paid $175 Tuesday 


With the higher rates Wednesday, the 


same purchase cost $150 in sales tax most 
places and $200 in Omaha, Lincoln and 
Bellevue North Platte will add the 1 per cent 
municipal sales tax Oct 1. 


Deputy Tax Commissioner Gary Chunka 


said the individual income tax withholding 
rate increase to 17 per cent would be reflected 
in paychecks covering pay periods that begin 
on or after Wednesday 


In other words, a Nebraskan paid twice 


monthly with pay penods beginning on the 
first and 15th days of each month would see a 
slightly larger state withholding bite in the 
mid-September paycheck 


The 17 per cent withholding is applied 


directly to the federal withholding, so a state 
resident paid twice monthly who has $200 
taken out of each check for the federal govern- 
ment will see $34 rather than $30 withheld to 
cover the state rate 


In addition, because the income tax rate 


boost actually is retroactive to last Jan 1 and 
the withholding rate coincides with the tax 
rate, refunds will be smaller next spring or 
taxpayers could even owe the state in some 
cases due to the change 


The tax rate boosts were decided on un- < 


ammously by the board because revenue 
receipts in July lagged more than 10 per cent 
behind earlier Revenue Department projec- 
tions 


The revenue lag was expected to continue 


and, without the hikes, was expected to leave 
the state some $48 million short at the end of 
this fiscal year next June 30 


Tax Commissioner Wilham Peters es- 


timated when the board met that the in- 
creased rates would allow state government a 
$15 million to $30 million financial cushion 
next June 30 


Continued effects of the drought on 


Nebraska's economy, however, could reduce 
that margin for operations. 


Chunka expressed some worry about that 


Tuesday, but indicated his revenue experts 
wouldn't know drought effects until later 


He said an infusion of revenue from the 


higher rates can't be expected to show in the 
state's general fund treasury until mid- 
October 


The state Tuesday had almost $4 8 million in 


the general fund 


Builders Unhappy With Boost 


The Nebraska Revenue Department has 


been told by major state construction com- 
panies that they're not happy with the impact 
of the half-cent sales tax increase which 
becomes effective Wednesday 


The department's rules stipulate that the 


tax is levied on construction material when it 
is received not when the contract was signed 


If a person contracted for a bouse before 


the State Board of Equalization increased the 
sales tax, the increase probably is not included 
in the contract cost, said Gary Chunka, assis- 
tant tax commissioner 


Chunka also said the rule applies to 


purchasing a new automobile The sales tax 
isn't figured when the car is ordered, he said, 
but when the title is exchanged 


Dean Kratz, representing the Nebraska 


chapter of the General Contractors Associa- 
tion, said the rule could force contractors to 
absorb the cost of the tax increase instead of 
passing it on to the consumer 


But Kratz said some cost escalation 


clauses could be interpreted to permit raising 
the contract pnce to include the tax boost 


Plan To Move Beatrice Home 
Patients Out Reaches 
By United Press International 
The effort to get mental 


patients out of the Beatrice State 
Home and into community 
programs has reached both a 
legal and practical standstill, of- 
ficials said Tuesday. 


An out-of-court settlement 


was reached in a lawsuit filed by 
the U S Justice Department and 
parents of children at Beatrice 
which Gov J James Exon, ac- 
ting on behalf of state govern- 
ment, signed 


It appeared the case would be 


reopened after the Umcameral 
decided during this year's ses- 
sion not to finance a special com- 
mittee of experts who were to 
screen Beatrice patients for 
community placement The 
committee was a key point in the 
settlement 


But the initial flurry of activity 


which followed motions 
preliminary to re-opening settle- 
ment negotiations or a full- 
blown trial suddenly ceased 


Legal sources said the Justice 


Department, at least temporari- 


ly, has pulled in its horns 
because of a court ruling which 
said specific congressional 
authority was needed for the 
department to get involved in 
such lawsuits 


The lack of congressional per- 


mission for the department to in- 
itiate litigation designed to cut 
institutionalized numbers was 
questioned by Maryland of- 
ficials, who were faced with a 
lawsuit similar to the Nebraska 
action 


The department 
apparently 


will not resume litigation in any 
state pending the outcome of 
appersl in the Maryland case 


Jack Cleavenger, state in- 


stitutions director, said so far 
"zero" patients have been 
moved from Beatrice to com- 
munity programs He said the 
situation results not from the 
lack of the special screening pan- 
el but from problems at the com- 
munity program level 


"We've had 300 ready t- be 


moved but the (community men- 
tal health) regions won't take 


them," Cleavenger said 


For one thing, he said the 


regions claim they have no 
money Secondly, "they are pret- 
ty picky about who they take " 


The director noted the 


Umcameral made $1 million 
available to help pay costs of 
those moved to community 
programs and said he doubted 
the seriousness of the financial 
woes being claimed 


"I do suspect they have money 


problems, but I also think they 
could accept a few," he said. 


The 300 were deemed ready 


for community placement by a 
long-standing review panel at 
the institution, Cleavenger said 


Should litigation resume, the 


director said he and community 
mental health agencies should 
not retain their independence 


"I'm going to have them 


brought in" as parties to the 
litigation so that any future court 
order to move patients to com- 
munities could be imposed 
directly on them, Cleavenger 
said. 


Audit Urges Discount Reviewed

A state audit urges that the 


Revenue Department review the 
5% discount allowed wholesalers 
for affixing the state's tax stamp 
on cigarettes because the tax has 
increased more than four-fold 
since 1947. 


"We recommend the discount 


rate allowed wholesalers for af- 
fixing the Nebraska ogaette tax 
stamps be reviewed by the 
Department of Revenue and 


be made to 


the Legislature," the audit by 
State Auditor Ray A C John- 
son's office said 


"The original discount 


allowed wholesale vendors for 
affixing tax stamps was 4% if by 
machine and 5% if by band," the. 
audit report said 


"In 1949, the discount was set 


at 5% for affixing stamps 
whichever method is used. 


"We note the discount rate 


allowed for affixing cigarette 
stamps has remained the same 


since 1949 in spite of total in- 
crease of 433% m the amount of 
tax during that same period. 


In 1947, the tax per carton of 


cigarettes in Nebraska was 30 
cents By 1971 and through 
today, the tax increased to $130 
per carton, or 13 cents per pack. 


Tax Commissioner William 


Peters, who beads the Revenue 
Department has studied the 
issue in recent years, but the 
Umcameral has yet to act on the 
matter

ly deboned meat' containing 
crushed bone was granted in a 
determination by Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L -Butz long 
before the April 27 temporary

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Personnel Unif ^Sympathetic' To Engineer's Problem 


State Trooper Said Not Liable 
In Killing Of Robbery Suspect

County Engineer Marv 


Nuernberger got some sympathy 
but no concrete help from the 
county Personnel Policy Board 
in his latest skirmish with Lan- 
caster County commissioners. 


Nuernberger's efforts to hire 


an engineering technician are 
being stymied by the County 
Board's hiring freeze. 


But Nuernberger, a man who 


seldom takes the first or even se- 
cond "no" for a final answer, 


has taken his case to the City- 
County Personnel Department 
and now the Personnel Policy 
Board. 


Both groups contend they 


have no authority in a "family 
squabble" between the engineer 
and the commissioners. 


Nuernberger, who feels he is 


being penalized for being pru- 
dent in his hiring practices over 
the past two years, explained his 
position to the policy board 
Tuesday afternoon. 


During his first year as 


engineer, Nuernberger cut back 
on the engineering staff. As per- 
manent employes retired he did 
not fill those positions, and in- 
stead realigned other jobs and 
used outside consulting firms for 
specific projects. 


During that time he also began 


to bring in more than $2.5 
million in federal aid for road 
and bridge construction 
projects. 


Now that money is being put 


to use in construction and 
Nuernberger contends that he 


must begin to build up his staff 
in order to provide the on-site in- 
spection work necessary for 
federal aid projects. 


This summer he used parttime 


engineering students to do this 
work. When the students 
returned to school, he expected 
to fill the positions with fulltime 
employes. 


But the County Board, faced 


with budgetary problems and 
probable layoff of county 
employes next year, has refused 
to allow most new positions in

County commissioners denied

letter by Liechti's attorney. 


The claim alleges that Liechti 


suffered a permanent disability, 
incurred medical expenses and 
lost wages as a result of the inci- 
dent. Sheriff's deputies listed in 
the claim were Carl F. Keech 
and John E. Nelson.

Nuernberger said he does have 


several disagreeable alter- 
natives. 


He can stop using federal aid. 
Or he can hire the same type 


of work done through outside 
firms. That would circumvent 
the commissioners' refusal to 
add fulltime positions to the 
engineering staff, but would cost 
the county twice as much 
money. 


Private firms normally charge 


a 100% markup over their own 
wage and fringe benefit costs for 
consulting 
employes, 


Nuernberger explained. 


The policy board listened and 


bid Nuernberger good luck in 
convincing the commissioners. 


The policy board, an advisory 


group, did make a recommenda- 
tion on county employe pay 
raises and suggested that the 
Bounty give raises comparable to 
the city's 6% cost-of-living in- 
crease for most employes. 


The policy board rejected new 


approaches to cost of living in- 
creases in recommending a flat 
67o increase for all county 
employes. 


The board did not like one 


proposal by county ad- 
ministrative assistant Wayne 
Hart that lower paid employes 
get a 6% increase and highest 
paid employes a Z7c increase. 


They also rejected an idea by 


Commissioner Bruce Hamilton 
that a 5% cost-of-living increase 
be divided into a 20-cent-per- 
hour raise for all employes.
